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INTRODUCTION. 


The City has annually since 1821 issued a volume contain- 
ing, until 1829, a register of the City Council and a lst of 
the officers. In 1829, the City Charter, in 1830, the Acts 
relating to Boston and the ordinances, and in 1832, an index, 
were added. The volume for 1822 contains fifteen pages, 
and for 1840 eighty-five pages, and three pages of index. 
The volumes up to and including 1840 bear the title of The 
Rules and Orders of the Common Council, and since that 
year the title of THe MuniciPAL ReaisterR. THE MUNICTI- 
PAL REGISTER for 1841 contains the Rules and Orders of the 
Common Council, joint rules, ordinances of the City, statutes 
of the Commonwealth relating to the City, a list of the public 
schools, the City Government of 1841, the committees and 
departments (consisting at that time of the treasury, law, 
police, health, public land and buildings, lamps and _ bridges, 
fire, and public charitable institutions), and a list of the 
ward officers ; from 1842 to 1864, it also contains a list of 
the members of preceding City Governments, a necrological 
record of those members, the latest ordinances and the special 
statutes relating to the City; in 1851 a list of the annual 
orators was added, and in 1853 a map of the City and the 
Rules of the Board of Aldermen were inserted; in 1876 sta- 
tistics of registration and voting were included, and since 1879 
in tabulated form; in 1883 portraits of the Mayor and pre- 
siding officers of the two branches of the City Council were 
included, and in 1888 a list of the members of the past City 
Governments of Roxbury and Charlestown was added, and 
continued to 1890. From 1889 to 1896, inclusive, THE 
MUNIcIPAL REGISTER contained a compilation of the Charter 
and Acts subsequently passed, in the place of which an index 
of said Charter and Acts was substituted in 1897. The Bos- 
ton charter and index are again omitted this year; otherwise 
THE MUNICIPAL REGISTER of this year is in substantially 
the form of all other MUNICIPAL REGISTERS since 1889. 

By the direction of the Jomt Committee on Rules and 
Orders THE MunicrpAL REGISTER of 1908 has been com- 
piled by the Statistics Department. Text and tables have 
been revised, and several new tables, with additional text, 
have been incorporated. 
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ORIGIN AND GROWTH OF BOSTON. 


THE Royal Patent incorporating, the Governor and 
Company of Massachusetts Bay in New England passed 
the seals March * 4, 1628-29. At a General Court, or 
Meeting of the Company, on August * 29 of that year it 
was voted ‘‘that the Government and patent should be 
settled in New England.” ‘To that end Governor Win- 
throp led the Puritan Exodus in 1630. Soon after his 
arrival at Salem on June *12, 1630, he proceeded with a 
large following to Charlestown, where a plantation had 
been established the summer before. The Assistants 
held three Courts at Charlestown in the interval, August 
* 93 to September *28, inclusive. At their meeting 
on September * 7, they ‘‘ordered that Trimountaine 
shalbe called Boston ; Mattapan, Dorchester ; and the 
towne upon Charles River, Waterton.” Thus Shawmut 
of the Indians was named Boston, probably out of grati- 
tude to the Merchants of Boston in Lincolnshire, who 
had subscribed generously to the stock of the Company. 

In the course of the summer, Governor Winthrop 
with the patent chose Boston as his abiding place. 
The first ‘‘ Court” held in Boston was a ‘‘ General Court” 
on October *19, ‘‘for establishing of the govern- 
ment.” On October *3, 1632, Boston was formally 
declared to be ‘‘ the fittest place for publique meetings 
of any place in the Bay.” 

Boston was the first town in Massachusetts to 
become a city. It was incorporated February 23, 1822, 
by St. 1821, c. 110, adopted March 4, 1822. This act 
was revised by St. 1854, c. 448, commonly called the 
City Charter, adopted November 13, 1854. 

The neck of land called Boston, still called Boston 
Proper, contained perhaps 700 acres of land, judging 
from the 783 acres shown by the official survey of 1794. 
In the interval 1630-87, Boston acquired jurisdiction 
over most of the territory now included in Chelsea, 
Winthrop, Revere, East Boston, Brookline, Quincy, 
Braintree, Randolph and Holbrook, besides certain 
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islands in the harbor. From 16387 till May 13, 1640, 
when: ‘‘ Mount Woollaston ” was set off as Braintree, 
_ Boston exercised jurisdiction over a territory of at least 
40,000 acres. Within its present limits there are only 
27,300 acres, including flats and water. 

Since 1640, grants of land have been made to Boston 
by the General Court as follows: (1) October * 16, 1660, 
1,000 acres ‘‘ for the use of a free schoole, layd out in 
the wildernesse or North of the Merimake River” (in 
Haverhill), in 1664. (2) June * 27, 1735, in abatement 
of Province Tax, three townships, each six miles square, 
or 69,120 acres in all. These townships later became 
the Towns of Charlemont, Colrain, and Pittsfield. 
Boston sold its interest in them June * 30, 1736, for 
£3,660. (3) June 26, 1794, a township of land in 
Maine (23,040 acres) ‘‘ to build a public hospital.” This 
tract was sold by the City April 6, 1833, for $4,200. 

Muddy River was set off as the Town of Brookline 
on November * 13, 1705, and Rumney Marsh was set 
off as the Town of Chelsea January * 8, 1739. 

The principal annexations of territory included 
within the present limits of the City of Boston, have 
been made as follows : 


(1) Noddle’s Island, by order of Court of Assistants, March 
* 9, 1636-37. (2) South Boston set off from Dorchester, March 
6, 1804, by St. 1803, ¢. 111. (3) Washington Village set off 
from Dorchester, May 21, 1855, by St. 1855, c. 468. (4) Rox- 
bury, January 6, 1868, by St. 1867, c. 359, accepted September 
9, 1867. Roxbury received its name by order of the Court of 
Assistants, October * 8, 1630. It was incorporated a City, March 
12, 1846, by St. 1846, c. 95, accepted March 25,1846. (5) Dor- 
chester, January 3, 1870, by St. 1869, c. 348, accepted June 22, 
1869. It received its name September * 7, 1630, by order of 
the Court of Assistants. (6) Brighton, January 5, 1874, by St. 
1873, c. 303, accepted October 7, 1873. Set off from Cambridge 
as the Town of Brighton, February 24, 1807, by St. 1806, c. 65. 
(7) Charlestown, January 5, 1874, by St. 1873, c. 286, accepted 
October 7, 1873. Settled July *4, 1629. It was incorporated 
a City, February 22, 1847, by St. 1847, c. 29, accepted March 
10, 1847. (8) West Roxbury, January 5, 1874, by St. 1873, c. 
314, accepted October 7,1873. It was set off from Roxbury 
and incorporated a Town, May 24, 1851, by St. 1851, c. 250. 
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THE CITY SEAL 


As it appeared prior to |827. 


The City Seal was adopted by “An Ordinance to Establish 
the City Seal,’ passed January 2, 1823, which provides 
“That the design hereto annexed, as sketched by John R. 
Penniman, giving a view of the City, be the device of the City 
Seal; that the motto be as follows, to wit: ‘Sicut patribus 
sit Deus nobis’; and that the inscription be as follows:— 
‘Bostonia condita, A.D. 1630. Civitatis regimine donata, 
A.D. 1822.’” The motto is taken from 1 Kings, viii., 57. 

The seal as it then appeared is shown above. 

The seal as it was afterwards changed, and has ever since 
continued to be used, first appeared on page 221 of the 
volume of laws and ordinances, commonly known as the 
“First Revision,” published in 1827, and is continued as 
the City Seal at the present time by Revised Ordinances 
of 1898, Chapter 1, Section 5, which provides that “The 
seal of the City shall be circular in form; shall bear a view of 
the City; the motto ‘Sicur Patrisus Sit Deus Nosis,’ 
and the inscription, ‘ BostonrtA ConpitaA, A.D. 1630. CrvtI- 
TATIS REGIMINE DonaTA, A.D. 1822,’ as herewith set forth.” 

The seal as changed in 1827, and as it has ever since 
appeared, is shown opposite the title page.

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RULES AND ORDERS. 


RULES OF THE BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


CHAIRMAN. 


Rute 1. The chairman of the board shall take the chair at the hour 
to which the board shall have adjourned, and shall call the members to 
order, and, a quorum being present, shall cause the minutes of the 
preceding regular meeting to be read. In the absence of the chairman, 
the senior member present shall preside as chairman pro tempore. 

RuLE 2, The chairman shall preserve decorum and order, may speak 
to points of order in preference to other members, and shall decide all 
questions of order, subject to an appeal to the board; and no other business 
shall be in order until the question on appeal shall have been decided. 

RuuE 38. The chairman shall propound all motions in the order in 
which they are moved, unless the subsequent motion shall be previous 
in its nature, except that, in naming sums and fixing times, the largest 
sum and the longest time shall be put first. 

Rue 4, The chairman shall, at the request of any member, make a 
- division of a question when the sense will admit. 

Rute 5. The chairman shall, without debate, decide all questions 
relating to priority of business to be acted upon. 

Rute 6. The chairman shall declare all votes; but if any member 
doubts a vote, the chairman shall cause a rising vote to be taken, and, 
when any member so requests, shall cause the vote to be taken or veri- 
fied by yeas and nays. 

Rute 7. The chairman shallappoint all committees, fill all vacancies 
therein, and designate the rank of the members thereof. 

Rute 8. When the chairman of the board or the chairman pro 
tempore shall desire to vacate the chair he may call any member to it; 
but such substitution shall not continue beyond an adjournment. 


MOTIONS. 


RuLE 9. Every motion shall be reduced to writing if the chairman 
shall so direct. 

Rute 10. A motion to strike out and insert shall be deemed indi- 
visible; but a motion to strike out being lost shall not preclude amend- 
ment, or a motion to strike out and insert. 

RuuE 11. No motion or proposition of a subject different from that 
under consideration shall be admitted under color of amendment. 

Rvuxe 12, When an order or resolution relates to a subject which 
may properly be examined and reported upon by an existing committee 
of the city council, such order or resolution shall, upon presentation, 
be referred to such committee. When a motion is made to refer any 
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subject, and different committees are proposed, the motion shall be put 
in the following order : 

1. Toa standing committee of the board. 

2. Toaspecial committee of the board. 

3. Toa joint standing committee. 

4, Toa joint special committee. 

Rute 13. After a motion has been put by the chairman, it shall not 
be withdrawn except by unanimous consent. 

RutE 14. When a question is under debate the following motions 
only shall be entertained, and in the order in which they stand arranged 
To adjourn. 

To lay on the table. 
To postpone to a day certain. 
To commit. 
To amend. 
6. To postpone indefinitely. 

RuLE 15. A motion to adjourn shall be in order at any time, except 
on an immediate repetition, or pending a verification of a vote; and that 
motion, the motion to lay on the table, and the motion to take from the 
table, shall be decided without debate.

REA DINGS. 


RuuE 16. Every ordinance, order, and resolution reported by a com- 
mittee shall, unless rejected, have two several readings, both of which 
may take place at the same session, unless objection is made. When- 
ever the second reading immediately follows the first reading, the docu- 
ment may be read by its title only. Orders from the board of street 
commissioners changing the names of streets, and orders granting loca- 
tions for poles or posts, shall, however, have one reading only at the 
same session. 


CONFIRMATIONS. 


Rute 17. The question of confirming a nomination made by the 
mayor shall be decided by a yea and nay ballot. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


RuxeE 18. When a vote has been passed, any member may move a 
reconsideration thereof at the same meeting; or he may give notice to 
the clerk, within twenty-four hours of the adjournment, of his inten- 
tion to move a reconsideration at the next regular meeting; in which 
case the clerk shall retain possession of the papers until the next 
regular meeting; and when a motion for reconsideration is decided 
that vote shall not be reconsidered. 


CONDUCT OF MEMBERS, 


RULE 19. Every member when about to speak shall rise, address the 
chair, and wait until he is recognized, and in speaking shall confine 
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himself to the question, and avoid personalities. Any member who, in 
debate or otherwise, indulges in personalities or makes charges reflect- 
ing upon the character of another member shall make an apology in 
open board at the meeting when the offence is committed or at the next 
_ succeeding regular meeting, and, failing to do so, shall be named by the 
chairman or held in contempt and suspended from further participation 
in debate until said apology is made. 

RuLeE 20. No member speaking shall, without his consent, be inter- 
rupted by another, except upon a point of order. 

RuLE 21. No member shall be permitted to vote on any question, or 
serve on any committee, where his private right is immediately con- 
cerned, distinct from the public interest. 

RULE 22. Every member who shall be present when a question is put, 
where he is not excluded by interest, shall give his vote, unless the 
board for special reasons shall excuse him. Application to be so 
excused on any question must be made before the board is divided, 
or before the calling of the yeas and nays; and such application shall 
be accompanied by a brief statement of the reasons, and shall be 
decided without debate. ; 


STANDING COMMITTEES. 


RULE 23. The following standing committees of the board, to con- 
sist of five members each, except where otherwise herein provided, 
and the members of the joint standing committees on the part of this 
board, named in the joint rules and orders of the city council, and all 
other committees, unless otherwise provided for, or specially directed 
by the board, shall be appointed by the chair: 

Committee on Armories and Military Affairs —County Accounts — 
Electric Wires — Faneuil Hall and County Buildings — Lamps — Li- 
censes — Markets — Railroads — Public Improvements, to consist of all 
the members of the board. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


Rue 24. At every regular meeting of the board the order of busi- 
ness shall be as follows: 
Communications from his honor the mayor. 
Presentation of petitions, memorials, and remonstrances. 
Hearings. 
Papers from the common council. 
Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 
Orders of notice of hearings. 
Reports of city officers. 
Reports of committees. 
Motions, orders and resolutions.

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REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. + 


RULE 25. Committees of the board, to whom any matter is especially 
referred, shall report within four weeks, or ask for further time. 


SPECTATORS. 


RULE 26. No person, except a member of the board, shall be per- 
mitted to occupy the seat of any member while the board is in session. 

RuLeE 27.. No persons, excepting members of the city council, heads 
of departments, and reporters, shall be allowed in the anteroom of the 
aldermanic chamber while the board is in session. No person shall be 
allowed to enter the aldermanic chamber while the board is in session, 
after the seats furnished for spectators are occupied. The city mes- 
senger shall enforce this rule. 


LICENSES. ‘ 


RuLE 28. No permission for the use of land for the purpose of 
burial, nor for the construction of underground conduits, shall be granted 
until a public hearing shall have been given by the board of aldermen 
on the application for such permission. No permission shall be granted 
for the erection of poles, piers, abutments or other fixtures for the 
support of electric wires unless the applicant for such permit, except in 
the case of a city department, shall bear the expense of the notification 
required by the provisions of chapter 2387 of the Acts of 1903; the bills 
for said expense to be made hy the city clerk, and to be paid to the city 
collector. 

RULE 29. Every license or permit hereafter granted for the location 
of a street railway track, the erection of a pole or post, the construction 
of an underground conduit, the laying of a pipe or wire, or for the doing 
of any other work which may involve the disturbance of a surface of a 
street, shall specify the time within which the contemplated work shall 
be done, and shall not confer authority to do any such work after the 
expiration of such specified time. 


LAMPS. 


RuLE 30. Any person desiring a lamp to be erected in any way, shall 
make application therefor to the superintendent of lamps, who shall 
examine the place where it is proposed to locate the lamp and report 
thereon to the board; provided, however, that if the lamp is to be an. 
electric lamp the superintendent shall obtain the opinion of the com- 
missioner of wires on the location, and forward to the board the opinion 
with his report. 


: AMENDMENT AND SUSPENSION. 

RuLE 31. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, amended, sus- 
pend or repealed, at any time, except by the votes of two-thirds of the 
members of the board of aldermen present and voting thereon. 
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RULES AND ORDERS OF THE COMMON COUNCIL. 


Rue 1. Unless otherwise ordered from time to time, the regular 
meeting of the common council shall be held on every Thursday, at 
7.45 o’clock P.M., and, on the appearance of a quorum, the council 
shall be called to order. In the absence of the president the oldest 
senior member present shall take the chair; and a president pro 
tempore shall be chosen by ballot; and, if an election is not effected on 
the first trial, on subsequent trials a plurality vote shall elect. 

The roll shall be called at each meeting of the council, at the dis- 
cretion of the president, but not later than nine o’clock. 

When the meeting of the common council is called to order, it shall 
be the duty of the city messenger to cause the electric bell in the ante- 
chamber to be rung for the purpose of notifying the members that the 
body is in session, and for the three minutes next following the ringing 
of the bell no business shall be transacted and no member recognized by 
the chair for any purpose. 


PRESIDENT. 


Rute 2. The president shall appoint and announce all committees, 
unless otherwise ordered, and shall communicate his appointments to 
the council at the meeting following such action, if not made during a 
session. All vacancies upon committees shall be filled in the manner 
of original appointment, and members so appointed shall take rank 
according to the date of their appointment, unless otherwise designated 
by the president. j 

Rute 38. The president may, at any time, call another member 
to the chair, but such substitution shall not continue beyond an 
adjournment. In all cases the president may vote. 

Rute 4. The president shall preserve order in the council chamber, 
during sessions of the council, and in case any member other than 
the one recognized by the chair insists on occupying the floor for 
any purpose, except to rise to a point of order or question of per- 
sonal privilege, he shall, upon request of the president, take his seat, 
and upon refusal to comply with such request, said member shall by a 
majority vote of the members present and voting be removed from the 
council chamber, such removal to remain in effect during the remainder 
of the session, unless otherwise ordered. The president shall forbid 
smoking in the council chamber. 


CLERK. 


Rute 5. The clerk shall keep a record of the acts, votes, and pro- 
ceedings of the common council, and a separate record of all decisions 
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of the chair upon questions of order. He shall have the care and 
custody of all papers belonging to this branch of the city council, and — 
shall prepare a schedule of business in order for each meeting, in such 
manner as the president may direct. 

He shall draw up and send all messages to the board of aldermen; 
and shall retain in his possession all papers until the right to file a 
notice of reconsideration has expired, and if such notice is made he 
shall keep the papers pertaining thereto until the right of reconsidera- 


tion has expired. 
CONDUCT OF MEMBERS. 


Rute 6. Except when otherwise provided, no member shall speak 
for more than fifteen minutes, and a further equal time if the council 
so vote. No member shall speak a second time on a question, if another 
member, who has not spoken, claims the floor. 

Rute 7. No member speaking shall be interrupted by another, 
except upon a point of order. ; 

Every member, while speaking, shall confine himself to the question 
under debate, and shall refrain from personalities, and shall not refer 
to any other member of the council except by a respectful designation; 
and no member shall speak or vote out of his place without leave of 
the president. 

QUORUM. 


Rute 8. Whenever a member raises a doubt of a quorum being 
present, the chair shall ascertain and declare. whether a quorum is 
present or not. For this purpose he may at his discretion, or on 
motion, sustained by one-fifth of the members present, order the roll to 
be called. If a quorum is not present he shall declare the council 
adjourned. : 

; COMMITTEES. 


Rute 9. All matters relating to the election of members shall be 
referred to the standing committee on elections, which shall consist of 
five members. 

Rute 10. There shall be a standing committee on judiciary, consist- 
ing of five members, who shall have the power to obtain the opinion of 
the corporation counsel on all matters that shall be referred to them. 

Rute 11. All committees of this council shall be notified of their 
meetings by the clerk of committees. They shall not sit during 
sessions of the council without special leave, nor be called on less 
notice than twenty-four hours from the time the notices are mailed by 
the clerk or despatched by special messengers, unless all the members 
consent; and the clerk shall keep a record of their doings. The mem- 
ber first named shall be chairman, unless otherwise ordered by the 
committee, in which case the council shall be notified of the change; 
and the same rule shall apply to the members serving on joint com- 
mittees. 
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RULE 12. Special committees of the council shall consist of three 
members, unless otherwise ordered. 

RULE 13. No report of any committee shall be received unless agreed 
to by such committee at a duly notified meeting thereof. Such report, 
when presented, may be ordered to be printed, and shall then take its 
place among the unfinished business for consideration at the next 
meeting. 

COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 

Rue 14. When the council shall determine to go into a committee 
of the whole, the president shall appoint the member who shall take 
the chair. 

RuLeE 15. The rules of proceedings in the council shall be observed 
in the committee of the whole, so far as they are applicable; but the 
previous question shall not be moved, and a motion to rise, report 
progress, and ask leave to sit again shall be fir st in Lege te and shall be 
decided without debate. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


Rute 16. At every meeting of the council the order of business shall 
be as follows: 

First. Reading of the records of the preceding meeting, if called for 
by a majority of the members present. 

Second. Messages from his honor the mayor, reports of city officers, 
and other communications addressed to the council, 

Third. Papers from the board of aldermen. 

Fourth. Reports of committee on finance. 

Fifth. Reports of committees, which shall be called for by divisions 
in numerical order. 

Sixth. Motions, orders, and resolutions. Orders and resolutions 
shall be read once, and, upon motion, referred to their appropriate com- 
mittees or assigned to the next meeting. If no objection is made or 
the rules are suspended, orders and resolutions may, at the time they 
are offered, be given a second reading and passed. All orders relating - 
to heads of departments shall, unless otherwise ordered, be referred to 
the mayor. 

Seventh. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

Eighth. Notices of motions for reconsideration. (See Rule 35.) 

Ninth. Motions, orders, and resolutions, which shall take the same 
course as provided in the sixth section of this rule; provided, however, 
that not more than thirty minutes shall be allowed for the presentation 
of papers under the sixth order of business. Papers shall be called for 
by divisions in numerical order, and only one member in division one, 
two members in division two, two members in division three, and one 
member in division four, shall be recognized until each division has 
been called. 

Rute 17. All papers addressed to the council shall be presented by 
the president or by a member; and, unless the council shall otherwise 
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determine, they shall be read by the president, or such other person as 
he may request, and ‘be taken up in the order in which they have 
been presented. 

Rute 18. All ordinances, orders, and resolutions shall, unless re- 
jected, have two several readings, after each of which debate shall be 
in order, and they shall then be put on their passage. Whenever the 
second reading immediately follows the first, the document may be 
read by its title only. 

Rue 19. No ordinance, and no order or resolution imposing penal- 
ties, or authorizing the expenditure of money, shall have more — 
than one reading on the same day; but this rule shall not apply to an 
order to print a document. 


MOTIONS. 


RuLE 20. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if the president 
shall so direct, and no other motion shall be entertained until a reason- 
able time be afforded for compliance with such direction. 

RuLeE 21. In naming sums and fixing times, the largest sum and 
longest time shall first be put to the question. 

RuLE 22. When a question is under debate the president shall 
_receive any of the following motions, but no others: 

1. To adjourn. 
To lay on the table. 
The previous question. 
To close debate at a specified time. 
To assign to a time certain. 
To amend. 
To refer to a committee. 
8. To refer to another board. 
9. To postpone indefinitely. 

These several motions shall not be applied to each other, except that 
the motion to assign, amend, refer, or to close debate at a specified 
time, may be amended; and the previous question may be demanded 
upon an amendment, which motion shall be decided without debate. 
When one of these motions has been made, none of the others in- 
ferior to it in precedence shail be made, and, in proceeding to vote, 
motions pending shall be put in the order of their rank, as above 
arranged. No motion or proposition of a subject different from that 
under consideration shall be admitted under color of amendment. 

RULE 23. When a matter has been assigned to be taken up at a fixed 
hour, or at a certain stage of proceedings, such matter shall, at the 
time appointed, or at any time subsequent thereto, during the same or 
succeeding meetings, be in order upon the call of any member, and take 
precedence of all other business. 

RuLE 24. When an order or resolution relates to a subject which 
may properly be examined and reported upon by an existing committee 
of the city council, such order or resolution shall, upon presentation, 
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be referred to such committee. When a motion is made to refer any 
subject, and different committees are proposed, the motion shall be put 
in the following order: 

A standing committee of the council. 

A special committee of the council. 

A joint standing committee. 

_ A joint special committee. 

RuLeE 25. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, provided 
business of a nature to be recorded on the journal has been transacted 
since a motion to adjourn was rejected; and such motion shall be 
decided without debate. 

RULE 26. Debate on a call for the previous question, or on a motion 
to close debate at a specified time, or on a motion to lay on the table 
or take from the table, shall not exceed ten minutes, and no member 
shall speak more than three minutes. In such debate, however, the 
merits of the main question shall not be discussed. 

RULE 27. Any member may require the division of a question when 
the sense will admit of it; and any member may move at any time for 
the suspension of any rule or rules. 


PREVIOUS QUESTION. 


RULE 28. The previous question shall be put in the following form: 
‘* Shall the main question be now put?” and all debate upon the main 
question shall be suspended until the previous question has been 
decided. 

RuLE 29. When the previous question is ordered, the vote shall be 
taken upon all pending amendments, and finally upon the main ques- 
tion. 

Rute 30. All incidental questions of order, arising after a motion 
is made for the previous question, shall be decided without debate, 
except on an appeal; and on such an appeal no member shall be allowed 
to speak more than once, without leave of the council. 


APPEAL. 


Rue 31. No appeal from the decision of the president shall be 
entertained unless it is seconded; and no motion but to adjourn shall 
be in order till the question on the appeal has been decided. The 
question shall be put as follows: ‘‘ Shall the decision of the chair stand 
as the judgment of the council ?”’ And it shall be deemed to be decided 
in the affirmative, unless a majority of the votes given are to the con- 
trary. 

VOTING. 

RuLE 32. If the president is unable to decide, or if any member 
doubts a vote, the president shall cause a rising vote to be taken on the 
question, without further debate. The president shall appoint two 
tellers for each division of the council, as fixed by him, who shall 
agree ona count, and report the result aloud to him. 
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Rue 33. A motion that any pending vote shall be taken by yeas 
and nays shall be in order at any time, and no debate shall be allowed 
thereon, but it shall be passed by the assent of one-fifth of the members 
present. Every member present shall answer to his name unless excused 
before the vote is taken, and shall rise when announcing his vote. 

Rute 34. After the announcement of a vote not taken by yeas and 
nays, any member may move for a verification thereof by yeas and nays, 
and on such motion a debate of the original question, not exceeding 
five minutes, shall be permitted, and the yeas and nays shall be taken, 
provided one-fifth of the members voting shall so require. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


RULE 35. Whena vote has been passed, any member may move a 
reconsideration thereof at the same meeting, either immediately after 
the announcement of such vote, or whenever motions are in order; or 
if any member, who is not shown by a yea and nay vote to have voted 
against the prevailing side, shall give notice to the clerk, before ten 
o’clock A.M. of the next day but one following that on which a meet- 
ing was held, except the final meeting of the year, or that preceding any 
adjournment for over two weeks, of his intention so to do, he may 
move a reconsideration at the next meeting at which said motion is 
reached in the drder of proceedings. 

RuLeE 36. Debate on motions to reconsider shall be limited to thirty , 
minutes, and no member shall speak more than five minutes. When- 
ever a matter has been especially assigned, a notice, as above specified, 
to reconsider any vote affecting it, shall be considered whenever such 
special assignment takes effect. 

RuLE 87. When a motion for reconsideration has been decided, that 
decision shall not be reconsidered, and no question shall be -twice 
reconsidered unless it has been amended after the reconsideration; nor 
shall any reconsideration be had upon the following motions: 

To adjourn. 

The previous question. 

To lay on the table. 

To close debate at a specified time. 


RESCINDING VOTES. 


RuLE 38. After a vote has been refused a reconsideration, it shall 
not be rescinded unless two-thirds of the whole number of the members 
of the common council vote in the affirmative. 


ELECTIONS. 


RuLE 39. All elections of city officers by this branch shall be held 
in accordance with the provisions of chapter 170 of the Acts of the year 
1899. ? 
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SEATS OF MEMBERS. 


RuuE 40. No person except a member of the council shall be per- 
mitted to occupy the seat of any member while the council is in session. 
The seats of the members of the council shall be numbered, and shall 
be determined, in the presence of the council, by drawing the names of 
members and the number of the seats simultaneously; and each mem- 
_ ber shall be entitled for the year to the seat bearing the number so 
drawn against his name, and shall not change it except by the permis- 
sion of the president. 


SPECTATORS. 


Rue 41. The city messenger shall allow no person upon the floor 
of the council chamber, or in either of the ante-rooms, except members 
of the city government, heads of departments, and reporters, without 
the permission of the president; and, while the council is in session, no 
person, except members of the city government, heads of departments 
and reporters shall be allowed in either of the ante-rooms on the easterly 
side. The president shall order such accommodations on the floor for 
reporters and spectators as he shall deem proper; provided, however, 
that no spectators shall be seated behind members of the council. 

Rute 42. The council chamber shall be used for meetings of the 
council only, unless by special vote of the common council; provided, 
that during the summer recess the president may allow the chamber to 
be used for public purposes, in all cases reporting his action to the 
council at its next meeting. The ante-room and large committee-room 
on the east shall be subject to the same rules, except that the president 
may allow committee meetings to be held therein at times when the 
council is notin session. The clerk’s room shall be assigned to the 
clerk of the common council for occupancy and use. The ante-room 
between the council chamber and the clerk’s room shall be used during 
the meetings of the council to give access to the seats on the floor, and 
for such other purposes as the president may direct; provided, that 
smoking there shall not be allowed on the part of visitors. The general 
care and supervision of these rooms are hereby intrusted to the city 
messenger, subject to the direction of the president; but no expendi- 
ture of money shall be made except by direct vote of the common 
council. 

PARLIAMENTARY PRACTICE. 


Rute 43. The rules of parliamentary practice as contained in Cush- 
ing’s ‘‘ Law and Practice of Legislative Assemblies”? shall govern this 
council in all cases in which they are applicable, and in which they are 
not inconsistent with these rules or the joint rules of the city council. 


REPEAL. 
Rute 44. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, amended, sus- 
pended, or repealed, at any time, except by the votes of two-thirds of 
the members of the common council present and voting thereon. 
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JOINT RULES AND ORDERS OF THE CITY COUNCIL. 


JOINT STANDING COMMITTEES. 


RuuE 1. There shall be appointed at the commencement of the 
municipal year the following joint standing committees, the members 
of which shall be appointed by the respective branches in such manner 
as they may determine. Said committees shall respectively examine, 
as often as they deem necessary, the accounts of public moneys received 
and expended by the several departments. Each of said committees 
to consist of five aldermen and eight councilmen, namely: 


1. A committee on the Art Department. 
2. A committee on the Assessing Department. 
3. A committee on the Auditing Department. 
4. A committee on the Bath Department. 
5. A committee on the Bridge Department. 
6. A committee on the Building Department. 
7. A committee on the Cemetery Department.

10. A committee on the Clerk of Committees Department. 
11. A committee on the Collecting Department. 
12. A committee on the Consumptives’ Hospital Department. 
13. A committee on the Election Department. 
14. A committee on the Engineering Department. 
15. A committee on the Fire Department. 
16. A committee on the Health Department. 
17. A committee on the Hospital Department. 
18. A committee on the Institutions Departments. 
19. A committee on the Lamp Department. 
20. A committee on the Law Department. 
21+ A committee on the Library Department. 
22. A committee on the Market Department. 
23. A committee on the Music Department. 
24. A committee on the Overseeing of the Poor Department. 
25. A committee on the Park Department. 
26. A committee on the Public Buildings Department. 
27. A committee on the Public Grounds Department. 
28. A committee on the Registry Department. 
29. A committee on the Sanitary Department. 
30. A committee on the Sewer Department. 
31. A committee on the Statistics Department. 
32. A committee on the Street Department. 
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33. A committee on the Street Cleaning and Watering Department. 
34. A committee on the Street Laying-out Department. 

35. A committee on the Supply Departmen. 

386. A committee on the Treasury Department. 

387. A committee on the Vessels and Ballast Department.

40. A committee on the Wire Department. 


There shall also be appointed annually, in like manner, the following 
joint standing committees to perform the duties assigned them: 


1. A committee on Appropriations, to consist of eight members of 
the board of aldermen and ten members of the common council, to 
whom shall be referred the estimates of the departments prepared 
annually, and any suggestions thereon from his honor the mayor. 
They shall report an order appropriating such sums as they deem 
necessary for the lawful public uses, and setting forth in detail, as far 
as convenient, the purposes. 

2. A committee on Claims, to consist of five aldermen and eight 
councilmen, to whom shall be referred all claims against the city arising 
from the act or neglect of any of its departments. They shall report 
annually a list of the claims awarded or approved by them, and: the 
amount of money awarded or paid in settlement thereof. 

3. A committee on Finance, to consist of seven members of the board 
of aldermen and ten members of the common council, to whom shall 
be referred all applications for expenditures which involve a loan, ora 
transfer of any part of an appropriation named in the general appropri- 
ation order, or from the resetve fund, as provided in Rule 17. - 

4, A committee on Legislative Matters, to consist of five aldermen 
and eight councilmen, who shall, unless otherwise ordered, appear before 
committees of the General Court and represent the interests of the city; 
provided, said committee shall not, unless directed so to do by the city 
council, oppose any legislation petitioned for by the preceding city 
council. 

5. A committee on Ordinances, -to consist of the members of the 
committee on law department, to whom shall be referred all ordinances 
introduced in either branch, or transmitted to them by vote of any 
standing committee. Unless specially instructed, they shall pass upon 
the question of the form and legality of the ordinances so referred; they 
may append an order that such ordinance ‘‘ ought not to pass,’’ and give 
their reasons therefor, or report such ordinance in anew draft. Such 
report shall be made in not over two weeks from the meeting at which 
the reference was ordered, or the ordinance received from a committee. 

6. A committee on Police, to consist of five aldermen and eight 
councilmen, to whom shall be referred all matters relating to the police 
department. 

7. A committee on Printing, to consist of five aldermen and eight 
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councilmen, who shall have the charge of all printing, advertising, or 
publishing ordered by or for the city council, or either branch, as one 
of its contingent or incidental expenses, and the supply of all stationery 
or binding for the same purpose. The committee shall fix the number 
of copies to be printed of any document printed as above, the minimum, 
however, to be six hundred; and they shall have the right to make rules 
and regulations for the care, custody, and distribution of all documents, 
books, pamphlets, and maps by the city messenger. 

8. A committee on Public Lands, to consist of five aldermen and 
eight councilmen, to whom shall be referred all matters relating to 
public lands. 

9. A committee on Schools and School-houses, to consist of five 
aldermen and eight councilmen, to whom shall be referred matters 
relating to the public schools, and requests for additional school accom- 
modations. x 

JOINT SPECIAL COMMITTEES. 

RuLE 2. Every joint special committee ordered by the city council 
shall, unless otherwise provided in the order, be appointed in the man- 
ner provided in Rule 1. 

JOINT COMMITTEES. 

RuLE 3. The member of the board of aldermen first named on every 
joint committee shall be the chairman; and, in case of his resignation or 
inability, the other members of the same board in the order designated 
by the chairman of the board, and after them the members of the com- 
mon council in the order named, shall act as chairman. Meetings of 
committees shall be called at the discretion of the chairman, or at the 
written request of a majority of the members. 

RuLE 4, Every joint committee shall cause records of their proceed- 
ings to be kept in books provided for that purpose; and at every meet- 
ing of a committee the records of the previous meeting shall be read, 
unless otherwise ordered by the committee. In all such meetings of 
committees all votes shall, at the request of any member, be taken by 
yeas and nays and recorded. 

RULE 5. No meeting of any committee shall, without the consent of 

all the members thereof, be called upon less notice than twenty-four 
hours from the time the clerk shall have mailed the notices or 
despatched them by special messenger. 
_ Rute 6. Any joint committee may expend from the appropriation 
for contingent expenses an amount not exceeding two hundred dollars 
in any one year, for purposes connected with the duties of said 
committee for which no provision has been otherwise made. 


CONFERENCE COMMITTEES. 


RuLE 7. In every case of disagreement between the two branches of 
the city council, if either branch shall request a conference, and appoint 
a committee of conference, the other branch shall also appoint such a 
committee, and such committees shall consist of not less than five mem-

bers each. Both committees shall, at an hour to be agreed upon by 
their chairmen, meet and state to each other, verbally or in writing, as 
either shall choose, the reasons for the action of their respective branches 
in relation to the matter in controversy, shall confer freely thereon, and 
shall report to their respective branches. 


REFERENCE TO COMMITTEES. 


Rute 8. When an order or resolution relates to a subject which 
may properly be examined and reported upon by an existing committee 
of the city council, such order or resolution shall, upon presentation, 
be referred to such committee... Either branch of the city council may 
commit or recommit to a joint committee; but a reference with instruc- 
tions shall require concurrent action. 


REPORTS OF JOINT COMMITTEES. 


RuLE 9. No report of a joint committee shall be received by either 
branch of the city council unless agreed to by such committee at a duly 
notified meeting thereof. The report of a committee upon any subject 
referred to them shall, unless otherwise ordered by the city council or by 
the committee, be presented to the branch in which the order of refer- 
ence originated. It shall be the duty of every joint committee to which 
any subject may be specially referred, to report thereon within four 
weeks, or to ask for further time. 

RuueE 10. All reports submitted to the city council shall be written or 
printed, and no indorsement of any kind shall be made on the reports, 
memorials, or other papers, excepting those made by the officers of either 
branch, or the name of the member offering the same. Every report of 
a committee shall be signed by a member belonging to the body to 
which it shall be presented, unless otherwise directed by the committee. 
Every member presenting an order, ordinance, or resolution, shall have 
his name indorsed thereon. Such member shall be informed by the 
clerk of committees of the time fixed for its consideration, if he give 
notice of his desire to be heard thereon. 

RuLeE 11. Any report containing any recommendation, other than 
‘* leave to withdraw,”’ or ‘‘ inexpedient to take further action,” or refer- 
ence to another board or committee, shall be accompanied by an ordi- 
nance, order, or resolve, embodying such recommendation; and such 
report shall be acted upon separately. 

Rute 12, Any member of a joint committee may submit a minority 
report at the same time as the majority report, and, if the latter be in 
print, he shall be allowed to submit his report also in print. Either 
branch may order to be printed the report of any committee submitted 
to it, or any document relating to a subject under consideration, the 
expense thereof to be charged to the general appropriation for printing. 


NOTICE TO OTHER BRANCH. 
Rute 13. All papers requiring concurrent action shall be trans- 
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mitted from one branch of the city council to the other before the next 
regular meeting of the latter branch, with the action of the branch 
sending them indorsed thereon, and signed by the regular presiding 
officer of such branch, or, in his absence, by the clerk, or assistant 
clerk, of such body. In case of votes or action by either branch, not 
based on written orders or papers, notice of the same shall be trans- 
mitted to the other branch, signed as hereinbefore directed. In case 
any ordinance, order, or resolution, originating in one branch, shall fail 
to pass in the other, notice thereof shall be given, under the signature 
of the clerk, to the branch in which the same originated. 


ORDERS AND RESOLUTIONS. 


RuuE 14. In all votes requiring concurrent action the form of 
expression shall be ‘‘Ordered’’ for everything by way of command; 
and the form shall be ‘‘ Resolved’’ for everything expressing opinions, 
principles, facts or purposes. 


APPROPRIATIONS AND EXPENDITURES. 


RuLeE 15. Whenever the city council shall order an expenditure by 
any committee, board, or officer, either in addition to the estimates on 
which the appropriation was made, or for any object not included in 
such estimates, it shall provide for the payment of the same. 

RuLeE 16. No expenditure shall be made from the reserve fund 
except by a transfer to some other appropriation, or to a new appropria- 
tion to be established, and no expenditure shall be charged to the 
appropriation for incidental expenses except transfers and the expendi- 
tures therefrom provided for in the ordinances. 

Rute 17. Every application for an additional appropriation, to be 
provided for by transfer or loan, shall be referred to the committee on 
finance, and no such additional appropriation shall be made until the 
said committee have reported thereon. 

Rute 18. No order authorizing the borrowing of money, or the 
transfer of one appropriation or part of an appropriation to another ° 
appropriation, shall be passed, unless two-thirds of the whole number 
of the members of each branch of the city council vote in the affirma- 
tive, by a vote taken by yea and nay. 


BILLS AND ACCOUNTS. 
RuLE 19. No presiding officer of a board, or chairman of a committee, 
unless duly authorized by such board or committee, shall approve any 
bill or account against the city. 


AMENDMENT OR REPEAL. 

Rue 20. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, amended, sus- 
pended, or repealed, at any time, except: by the votes of two-thirds of 
the members of each branch of the city council present and’ voting 
thereon.

By Chap. 875 of the Acts of 1897, the Mayor was authorized to ap- 
point a board of five trustees, subject to confirmation of the Board of 
Aldermen, to have charge of Mt. Hope Cemetery and all other burying- 
grounds owned by or in charge of the City of Boston. 

Mt. Hope Cemetery was bought by the City in 1857 for $35,000, and 
additional land has been purchased since. This cemetery now contains 
117 acres and 36,536 square feet, and is situated in Ward 23, West 
Roxbury. The board of trustees was first appointed under the 
ordinance of December 21, 1857, and annual reports have been published 
since 1859.

The trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston, who are five 
in number, are appointed by the Mayor, one each year, for aterm of five 
years. They were incorporated by an act of the General Court passed April 
4, 1878, and are authorized to receive and hold real and personal estate 
which may be given, granted, bequeathed or devised to the said corpora- 
tion, to an amount not exceeding $1,000,000. The first trustees were 
appointed under an ordinance of October 14, 1852. The old Library 
Building on Boylston street was opened to the public in September, 1858, 
and closed finally in January, 1895. The new Library Building on Copley 
square was first opened on March 11, 1895. The Library is maintained 
by an annual appropriation voted out of the general funds of the City 
by the City Council. About $33,000 of this appropriation was used in 
1907 for the purchase of books and periodicals. The Library also holds 
trust funds aggregating $418,350, the interest of which is devoted to 
the purchase of books. 

The annual reports, the first of which appeared in 1852, have been con- 
tinued without interruption. 

Of the Quarterly Bulletins begun in 1867, fourteen volumes have been 
published. The series closed in 1896. 

A Quarterly Bulletin of a new series is now issued, and a weekly list of 
new books added to the library. The trustees have issued also general 
and special catalogues of the Central Library, and of its branches and 
special collections, as well as hand-books for readers, and other docu- 
ments. 

LIBRARY SYSTEM, 

The Library system consists of the Central Library in Copley square; 
eleven branch libraries with independent collections of books; seventeen 
stations, all of which contain deposits of books from the Central Library, 
reference books and periodicals, and are classed as reading-rooms, 
There were, on May 1, 1908, in the Central Library, Branch Libraries 
and Delivery Stations, including the evening and Sunday service, 454 
employees. 

Between the Central Library and these twenty-eight stations, by 
Library wagons and local expresses, there is a daily exchange of books 
and cards, whereby persons living in outlying districts can draw books 
from the Central Library without the necessity of coming in person. 

The delivery or deposit of books is also undertaken in one hundred 
and eight public and parochial schools, thirty-one institutions and 
forty-six fire company houses. 

Cards allowing the use of two books without restriction as to class, 
for two weeks, are issued to all residents of Boston with no further 
attendant delay than is involved in identification. No guaranty is 
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asked, except in case of a sojourner. Such cards are also issued to 
non-resident pupils attending Boston schools who furnish guaranties. 
For reading and reference the Library is open to all without formality. 
Special cards for more extended privileges are issued to clergymen 
officiating in the City, and to teachers giving instruction in Boston 
institutions of learning; a special card is also issued in certain cases 
by the trustees. On May 1, 1908, there were 81,861 card-holders having 
the right to draw books for home use. The total number of volumes 
was 930,234, and of periodicals currently received about 2,400. Books 
issued in 1907, for home use, numbered 1,529,111; of reference use, on 
account of the freedom with which books may be consulted, no adequate 
statistics are kept.

The Fine Arts Department has facilities for 
copying and photographing, a collection of photographs of architecture, 
sculpture and painting, numbering 27,059 (including process pic- 
tures), besides illustrated books, portfolios, lantern slides, etc. Special 
assistance is offered to classes, travel clubs, etc. Free lectures, mostly 
on art topics, are given during the winter season. The room for younger 
readers has about 9,500 volumes on open shelves for reading and circu- 
lation. The Bindery has twenty-nine and the Printing Department 
seven employees. The Library is open from 9 A.M. to 10 P.M.; Sundays 
from 2 to10 P.M. Closed at 9 P.M. during June, July, August, and 
September.

The Overseers of the Poor in the Town of Boston, a corporation 
established in 1772, by act of the Legislature, in 1864, were succeeded 
by the corporation called the ‘‘Overseers of the Poor in the City of 
Boston,’’ consisting of twelve residents of Boston, four of whom are 
appointed annually to serve for the term of three years from the first 
day of May. The board has issued annual reports since 1865. 

The Overseers of the Poor are also incorporated as a Board of Trus- 
tees of John Boylston’s and other charitable funds, left for the assist- 
ance of persons of good character and advanced age, ‘‘who have been 
reduced by misfortune to indigence and want.”’ 

A Lodge for Wayfarers who apply at station-houses for accommo- 
dations has been established in Hawkins street, where work of some 
kind is exacted as the equivalent for food and shelter.

$18,798,080.90, expended as follows: For land, $8,438,773.22; for con- 
- struction, $10,345,951.58; for betterment expenses, $13,356.10. 

The Arnold Arboretum, containing originally 122.6 acres, belonging to 
Harvard College, was taken with other lands, in 1881, for a public 
park, and in 1895 another tract of about 68 acres on Peters’ Hill, also 
belonging to Harvard College, was taken, and the name Bussey Park was 
added tothe title. All the land in these tracts not required for drive- 
ways and walks, a quarry reservation and traffic road, was leased to 
Harvard College, to be used only for the purposes of an arboretum 
under the trusts created by the wills of Benjamin Bussey and James 
Arnold. The arboretum is open to visitors daily from 7 A.M. untilsunset.

This department, which was established by Chapter 473 of the Acts 
of 1901 (amended by Chapter 376 of the Acts of 1904), is in charge of a 
board of three commissioners, appointed by the Mayor without con- 
firmation. Since 1902 one commissioner is to be appointed in each year 
for a term of three years, beginning with June 1 in the year of appoint- 
ment. The salaries of the commissioners and the ordinary expenses of 
the department are met by appropriations of the School Committee. 

The authority and duties of the board are those formerly conferred 
and imposed upon the City Council and the School Committee in rela- 
tion to selecting lands for school purposes and requesting the Street 
Commissioners to take the same, providing temporary school accom- 
modations, and making, altering and approving designs and plans for 
school purposes; erecting, completing, altering, repairing, furnishing, 
and preparing yards, for school buildings, and making contracts and 
selecting architects for doing said work.

Chapter 3, Ordinances 1908, approved by the Mayor April 6, 1908, 
consolidated the Bridge, Sanitary, Sewer, and Street Cleaning and Water- 
ing Departments, created by Chapters 1, 2 and 3, Ordinances 1906, and 
the Lamp Department, created by Chapter 22, Revised Ordinances 1898, 
with the Street Department, which was placed under the charge of the 
Superintendent of Streets. 

The Superintendent of Streets is charged with the construction of 
streets, sidewalks und sewers, and the repair of streets, sewers and 
bridges.

the City; he pays all executions against the City when duly certified as 
correct by an officer of the Law Department, even if the appropriation 
to which the execution is chargeable is not sufficient. He pays the 
principal and interest of the City debt, as the same becomes due, and 
has charge of the issue, transfer, and registration of the City debt. He 
receives and invests all trust funds of the City, and holds the income 
thereof subject to expenditure for the purposes designated in the gift. 
He disposes of the balance remaining at the end of each financial year 
as the City Council may direct. 

The City Treasurer is also County Treasurer and Treasurer of the 
Sinking-Funds Department.

The first water document published by the City of Boston appeared 
in 1825. The public introduction of water from Lake Cochituate took 
place on October 25, 1848. The history of the Boston Water Works up 
to January 1, 1868, has been written by Nathaniel J. Bradlee; from 1868 
to 1876, by Desmond FitzGerald; of the ‘‘ Additional Supply from Sud- 
bury River,’’ by A. Fteley. In addition to the annual reports on the 
Cochituate supply, from 1850, and of the Mystic supply, from 1866, 
there are numerous special reports. By Chapter 449, Acts of 1895, the 
Boston Water Board, the Water Income Department, and the Water 
Registrar were abolished, and the Water Department created, a single 
commissioner being intrusted with all the powers previously exercised 
by the Boston Water Board and the Boston Water Registrar.

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The office of Commissioner of Wires was established in 1894, in 
accordance with chapter 454 of the Acts of that year. 

The department has issued annual reports, beginning February 1, 
1895. . 

Under the statute of 1894, it was made the duty of the Commissioner 
of Wires to have all unexempted electric wires, cables and conductors 
in the City north of Dover and Berkeley streets, and between the 
_Charles River, the Harbor and Fort Point Channel placed under ground, 
and to remove all unexempted poles and structures in the streets within 
the said district before January 1, 1900. 

He was authorized to supervise and inspect both underground and 
overhead wires, cables and conductors; to regulate the direction of 
such wires, cables and conductors, and see that they were sufficiently 
insulated; to secure the removal of dead or abandoned wires, and the 
protection of all buildings by proper safety devices; to inspect all wires 
carrying electric light, heating, or power current within buildings, and 
to see that all wires, posts, machinery, and appliances are kept in good 
order and condition. 

Chapter 249 of the Acts of 1898 provides that in each of the years 
1900-1909, inclusive, the Commissioner of Wires shall prescribe the 
limits of a district within which, for not more than two miles of streets, 
avenues or highways, certain wires, cables and conductors shall be 
removed or placed underground during the calendar year. 

In accordance with chapter 347 of the Acts of 1908, the Commissioner 
is authorized, in 1910, and in each year thereafter, to and including the 
year 1919, to prescribe not more than two miles of streets, etc., within 
which all wires, cables and conductors shall be put underground. Under 
section 3 of the same Act, the Commissioner is authorized to make such 
rules and regulations relating to the insulation of overhead and under- 
ground wires, cables and conductors and appliances as may be reason- 
ably necessary for the purposes of safety. : 

The Commissioner is sole judge of what constitutes proper and safe 
insulation of electric conductors and appliances within buildings, and 
is authorized to make such rules and regulations as he may deem 
necessary to secure safe insulation.

The Art Department was established by Chapter 410 of the Acts of 


the Legislature of 1898. It is in charge of five commissioners, who are ~ 


appointed by the Mayor, without confirmation. Each of the follow- 
ing-named bodies, namely, the Trustees of the Museum of Fine Arts, 
the Trustees of the Boston Public Library, the Trustees of the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, the Boston Art Club, and the Boston 
Society of Architects, submits a list of three persons to the Mayor; 
and the Mayor appoints one person as Art Commissioner from each of 
_ the lists so submitted. Whenever the term of a member of the board 

expires, the Mayor appoints his successor from a list selected by the 
body which made the original selection, as aforesaid. The board may 
appoint a secretary outside of its own nS ee who serves without 
compensation. 

No work of art can become the property of the City without the 
approval of the Art Department; which may also be requested by the 
Mayor or the City Council to pass upon the design of any municipal 
building, bridge, approach, lamp, ornamental gate or fence, or other 
structure to be erected upon land belonging to the City. Moreover, all 
contracts or orders for the execution of any painting, monument, statue, 
bust, bas-relief, or other sculpture, for said City, shall be made by said 
board, acting by a majority of its members, subject to the approval of 
the Mayor.

The Board consists of five members appointed by the Mayor in the 
_following manner: One member from two candidates, one to be 
nominated by the Real Estate Exchange and Auction Board, and one by 
the Massachusetts Real Estate Exchange; one member from two candi- 
dates, one to be nominated by the Bo&ton Society of Architects and one 
by the Boston Society of Civil Engineers; one member from two candi- 
dates, one to be nominated by the Master Builders’ Association and one 
by the Contractors and Builders’ Association; one member from two 
candidatés to be nominated by the Building Trades Council of the Boston 
Central Labor Union; and one member selected by the Mayor. Theterm 
of office is five years. Each member is paid ten dollars per day for actual 
service, but not more than one thousand dollars in any one year. 

Any applicant for a permit from the Building Commissioner whose 
application has been refused, and any person who has been ordered by 
the Commissioner to incur any expense, may appeal to the Board of 
Appeal by giving notice in writing to the Commissioner within the 
time fixed by the statute. All cases of appeal are referred to this board, 
which may, after a hearing, direct the Commissioner to issue his permit 
under such conditions, if any, as the board may require, or to withhold 
the same. Any citizen of Boston may obtain the opinion of the board 
as to the true construction of the language under which a decision of 
the Commissioner has been rendered. Permits to restore damage by 
fire can only be issued with the approval of the board. The board 
has authority to enter any building or premises in Boston. 

Appeal may also be made to this Board from certain requirements of 
the Commissioner of Wires. (See Statutes 1907, Chap. 550, § 7.)

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This commission was established by statute in 1870, to have charge 
of the maintenance of the West Boston, Canal or Craigie’s, and the 
Prison Point bridges. (Statutes of 1870, Chaps. 300, 302.) In 1892 the 
Harvard bridge was placed in their charge (Statute of 1882, Chap. 155). 
The powers of the commission were greatly enlarged by Statutes 
of 1898, Chapter 467, Sect. 14. This Act places all bridges and draws 
between the two cities in their charge, to support, manage and keep in 
repair, and to authorize exclusively the placing of poles, wires and other 
structures upon them. The expense of maintenance is borne equally 
by the City of Boston and the City of Cambridge. The two commission- 
ers, who serve without pay, are appointed by the Mayors of Boston and 


Cambridge.

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The Finance Commission was appointed by Mayor Fitzgerald in July, 
1907, to serve till December 31, 1908, unless it shall be dissolved mean- 
while by its own vote. The commission was established by virtue of 
an Order of the City Council, approved January 29, 1907, which author- 
ized the Mayor to appoint a Finance Commission to consist of seven 
citizens of Boston, to be recommended, one each respectively, by the 
Associated Board of Trade, the Chamber of Commerce, the Boston Mer- 
_ chants’ Association, the Clearing House Association, the Real Estate 
Exchange, the Central Labor Union, and the Cltizens’ Associations of 
Boston. 

The commission was instructed to examine into all matters pertaining 
to the finances of the City, including appropriations, debt, loans, taxa- 
tion, expenditures, bookkeeping, auditing and administration, and to 
make its final report not later than December 31, 1908. 

Appropriations to the amount of $85,001 have been placed at the dis- 
posal of the commission by the City Council, viz.: $50,001 in 1907, and 
$35,000 in 1908. 

Authority to summon witnesses and to order the production of books, 
papers, etc., was given the commission by Chapter 481, Acts of 1907. 
By Chapter 562, Acts of 1908, the commission was ordered to report its 
_ findings and recommendations to the General Court; and its powers 
were enlarged to enable it to secure testimony, both within and without 
the Commonwealth, on any matter within the scope of its investigation, 
through application to the courts. 

The commission has presented several communications to the Mayor, 
to the Board of Aldermen and to the City Council, embodying its find- 
ings and recommendations on many important matters.

The commissioners were originally appointed for the term of five 
years from the first of July, 1894. By Stat. 1899, Chap. 375, the term 
was extended to July 1, 1902. By Stat. 1902, Chap. 534, accepted by 
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the voters of Boston at ‘the Municipal Election of 1902, the term of the 
commission was further extended to July 1, 1906. By Stat. 1906, Chap. 
218, the term of the commission was further extended to July 1, 1909. 

The commission had charge of the construction of the Tremont-street 
subway, of the Charlestown bridge, and of the tunnel to East Boston, 
and is now carrying out the provisions of the Act of 1902. 

This Act provides for a tunnel so designed as to be adapted 
for, the accommodation of two tracks especially for use by elevated 
cars. This tunnel, now called the Washington-street tunnel, is nearly 
completed. 

By Chap. 573, Acts of 1907, the commission is further charged with 
the construction of an east and west subway, called the Riverbank 
Subway, mainly under the Charles river embankment. The work of 
construction cannot begin until a year after the completion of the 
Washington-street tunnel. The commission is also authorized to con- 
struct, under the provisions of Chap. 520, Acts of 1906, a tunnel under 
Beacon Hill from the new Cambridge bridge to the Park-street station 
of the Tremont-street subway, as a connection with the Cambridge 
subway system to be built by the Boston Elevated Railway.

The commission has had charge of the construction of the steel and 
masonry bridge across the Charles river, known as the Cambridge 
bridge, from Cambridge street in Boston to Main street in Cambridge. 
The cost of the bridge is apportioned among three parties. The Boston 
Elevated Railway Company pays such portion as shall be rendered 
necessary by reason of the bridge being of additional size and strength 
for the use of the elevated railroad, and shall construct or pay for con- 
structing its railway, both elevated and surface, across the bridge. The 
balance of the cost is payable one-half by the City of Boston and one- 
half by the City of Cambridge. This bridge was opened to the public 
and placed in charge of the Boston and Cambridge Bridge Commissioners

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in December, 1907. The surface railway is now in operation, but the 
construction necessary for elevated railway service will probably not be 
completed before 1910. 

The commission has also had charge of the construction of the high- 
level bridge, known as the ‘‘ Brookline-street bridge,’? over the tracks 
of the Bostonand Albany railroad and across the Charles river, between 
Essex street, Boston, and Brookline street, Cambridge, which was 
- completed in 1907, and will supervise the rebuilding of the bridge across 
Charles river, between North Harvard street, Boston, and Boylston 
street, Cambridge, to be known as ‘‘Soldiers’ Field bridge,’ and to be 
built with or without a draw, as the commission may determine.

The Licensing Board for the City of Boston was established by Chap- 
ter 291 of the Acts of 1906. It consists of three members, appointed by 
the Governor, with the advice and consent of the Council. The mem- 
bers must be citizens of Boston who have resided in the city for at least 
two years preceding the date of their appointment. The two prin- 
cipal political parties must be represented after the first appointments. 
The term of the members will be six years; one member retiring every 
two years. The board was created to exercise all the powers and per- 
form all the duties conferred or imposed upon the Board of Police of 
the City of Boston by Sections 10 to 90 (both inclusive) of Chapter 100 
of the Revised Laws, and amendments thereof, relative to intoxicating 
liquors; and by Chapter 102 of the Revised Laws and amendments 
thereof, relative to innholders and common victuallers. 

The board will also exercise all the powers and perform all the duties 
previously conferred or imposed by law on the Board of Police relative 
to the licensing of picnic groves, skating rinks, intelligence offices, 

billiard tables and bowling alleys.

The Franklin Fund is the proceeds of a bequest of one thousand 
pounds to ‘‘ the Inhabitants of the Town of Boston in Massachusetts ”’ 
made by Benjamin Franklin, in a codicil to his will dated June 23, 1780. 
The codicil provided that the fund ‘if accepted by the Inhabitants of 
the Town of Boston’’ be managed ‘‘under the direction of the Select- 
men, united with the Minister of the oldest Episcopalian, Congregational, 
and Presbyterian Churches in that Town,’’ who were to make loans on 
certain conditions to ‘‘ young married artificers under the age of 
twenty-five years.’’ 

Dr. Franklin, who died April 17, 1790, calculated that, in one hundred 
years, the thousand pounds would grow to £131,000, ‘‘ of which,’’ he 
says, ‘‘I would have the managers then lay out at their discretion 
£100,000 in Public Works which may be judged of most general utility 
to the Inhabitants. The remaining £31,000, I would have continued to 
be let out on interest for another hundred years. At the end of this 
second term, if no unfortunate accident has prevented the operation, the 
sum will be £4,061,000, of which I leave £1,061,000 to the Town of 
Boston, and £3,000,000 to the disposition of the Government of the 
State, not presuming to carry my views farther.’’ The Town accepted 
the donation at a Town Meeting held June 1, 1790. 

A futile suit brought by the Franklin heirs in 1891 prevented the 
division of the fund at the expiration of one hundred years; but on 
January 17, 1894, by direction of the three Ministers and the Board of 
Aldermen of the city, which board claimed to be the successors of the 
‘¢ Selectmen,’’ $329,300.48 (429 of the fund) was paid to the City 
Treasurer, for ‘‘ the purchase of land and the erection thereon of the 
Franklin Trades School and for the equipment of the same.’”’ Owing 
to a series of complications the money has remained in the custody of 
the Treasurer. Mayor Collins, in 1902, caused a petition of the city to 
be filed in the Supreme Court, praying for instructions as to the 
authority of the persons then acting as managers of the fund. The 
Court rendered an opinion November 25, 1903 (184 Mass. 378, page 43), 
to the effect that the three ministers were managers of the fund under 
Franklin’s will, but that the Aldermen did not succeed the ‘‘selectmen”’ 
as managers and had no powers with reference to it. The Court, under 
its general power to care for public charitable funds, appointed, on 
March 16, 1904, the above nine managers to take the place of the ‘‘select- 
men,’’ and provided in the decree of the Court that the Mayor of Boston 
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should be one, ex officio. On October 20, 1904, the City Treasurer, ex 
officio, was appointed by the Board of Managers as treasurer of the fund. 

On December 2,.1905, the City Treasurer received from Mr. Andrew 
Carnegie $408,396.48, said sum being the amount of the Franklin Fund, 
August, 1904, which Mr. Carnegie agreed to duplicate. 

On January 31, 1906, the fund available for expenditure by the 
managers amounted to $426,824.78, and the residue, which, with its 
accumulations; will become available in 1991, to $163,923.74. 

The Franklin Trades School, or Franklin Union as it is now called, 
will be opened about October 1, 1908. The building will contain about 
24 class-rooms and 6 draughting-rooms, and will accommodate about 
1,700 students. It will also provide a technical and scientific library, 
and a large hall with a seating capacity of 1,000, for lectures, concerts, 
discussions and similar purposes. The building with equipment will 
cost about $450,000. The site was purchased in 1906 for $100,000.

Two Commissioners of Pilots for the harbor of Boston, having the 
recommendation of the trustees of the Boston Marine Society, are ap- 
pointed by the Governor for the term of three years.

The Board of Police for the City of Boston was established by 
Chapter 823 of the Acts of 1885, and was composed of three citizens of 
Boston, appointed for five years from the two principal political parties. 
by the Governor, with the advice and consent of the Executive Council. 
The Board assumed office on July 28,1885. By Chapter 291 of the Acts. 
of 1906, the department was placed in charge of a single head, to be , 
known as the Police Commissioner. 

The powers of the Board of Police, except those relating to the grant- 
ing of licenses, which were transferred to the newly created Licensing 
Board, devolve upon the Police Commissioner. The Police Com- 
missioner assumed office June 4, 1906. 

The City is divided into sixteen Police Districts, in each of which isa 
station-house, the headquarters of a captain and force of men. The 
Commissioner appoints a Harbor-Master and assistants from the police 
force, and they receive pay in accordance with their rank in the force. 
The police steamer ‘‘Guardian’’ and the steam launches ‘‘ Ferret”’ and 
‘¢ Watchman’’ are employed in this service. 

By Chapter 279 of the Acts of 1903, the Board of Police were required 
to ascertain, within the first seven days of May in each year, the num- 
ber of polls for assessment in the City of Boston and also to make lists 
of the women voters in the city. Chapter 480 of the Acts of 1908 pro- 
vides that the transmission of lists to the Election Commissioners may 
be deferred not more than ten week days beyond the 18th of May if 
public exigency require it. 

By Chapter 291 of the Acts of 1906, the powers and duties of the 
Board of Police relative to the listing and registration of voters were 
transferred to a Listing Board, to be composed of the Police Com-

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missioner and one member of the Board of Election Commissioners to 
be annually appointed by the Mayor of Boston. Such member must 
belong to that one of the two leading parties of which the Police Com- 
missioner is nota member. In case of disagreement the Chief Justice 
of the Municipal Court becomes a member for the purpose of settling 
such disagreement.

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TERMS, HOLIDAYS AND VACATIONS. 


The school year begins on the first day of September, and consists of 
two terms, viz.: The fall term, beginning on the second Wednesday in 
September, and the spring term, beginning on the first Monday in 
February. 

All day schools are in session from the second Wednesday in September 
up to and including the Friday of the second calendar week preceding 
the fourth day of July, except on Saturdays and Sundays, and the fol- 
lowing vacations and holidays: From 12 o’clock noon on the day before 
Thanksgiving Day until the following Monday; from 12 o’clock noon on 
the calendar day immediately preceding Christmas Day to and including 
the first day of the following January; the Twenty-second of February; 
Good Friday; the week beginning with the first Monday in April; the 
Nineteenth of April; Memorial Day; and the Seventeenth of June. 
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Whenever any of the aforesaid holidays, except the first day of January, 
fall upon Sunday, the schools are not in session on the following 
Monday. Graduating exercises are held during the calendar week next 
preceding the Fourth of July. 

The evening schools open on the second Monday in October and 
continue for twenty-two school weeks. The sessions of these schools 
are suspended on the evenings of legal holidays, on the Friday follow- 
ing Thanksgiving, and from the second Friday preceding Christmas 
Day to and including the first day of the following January; but when 
the first day of January falls later than Tuesday of any week the ses- 
sions are suspended on the remaining days of that week. 

The term of the vacation schools begins on the Monday following the 
fourth day of July, and continues usually for six weeks.

MANUAL TRAINING ROOMS. 

There are fifty-one rooms used for instruction in wood-working, of 
which four are in East Boston, three in Charlestown, seven in Boston 
proper, eight in South Boston, eight in Roxbury, twelve in Dorchester, 
three in Jamaica Plain, two in Allston, two in Brighton, one in Roslin- 
dale, and one in West Roxbury. 


SCHOOL KITCHENS. 


There are forty-two rooms fitted as kitchens and used for the pur- 
poses of instruction in cookery, of which three are in East Boston, 
two in Charlestown, ten in Boston proper, four in South Boston, six 
in Roxbury, nine in Dorchester, three in Jamaica Plain, two in Allston, 
one in Brighton, one in Roslindale, and one in West Roxbury. 


EVENING SCHOOLS. 


The term of the evening schools begins on the second Monday in 
October and continues for twenty-two school weeks. The sessions of 
these schools are suspended from the second Friday preceding Christ- 
mas Day to and including the first day of the following January ; but 
when the first day of January falls later than Tuesday of any week, the 
sessions are suspended on the remaining days of that week. 

There are five Evening High Schools, viz.: Central (English High 
School), Charlestown, East Boston, Roxbury, and South Boston. These 
schools are held in the several high school-houses of the districts 
named.

There are fourteen of these schools, held in the following-named 
school buildings:

The sessions 
of these schools are held on Monday, Wednesday and Friday evenings 
during the weeks that the other evening schools are in session. 

There are five evening drawing schools. They are held at the follow- 
ing-named places:

Chapter 534 of the Acts of 1906 provides for the enlargement of the 
Suffolk County Court House, under direction of a commission of three, 
one to be appointed by the Mayor of Boston, one by the Governor, and 
one by the Chief Justices of the Supreme Judicial Court, the Superior 
Court, and the Municipal Court of Boston, or a majority of them. The 
compensation of the Commissioners shall be such as the Governor and 
Council may determine. The Commissioners, on behalf of the Com- 
monwealth, may contract for the constructing and furnishing of the 
necessary enlargement of the building; but no such contract shall be 
entered into without the approval of the Governor, the Chief Justice 
of the Supreme Judicial Court, and the Mayor of Boston, or a majority 
of them. The total expense of additional stories to the Court House 
shall not exceed $800,000. The City of Boston is to pay two-thirds of 
the expense incurred under this act.

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ELECTION OF ALDERMEN. 


In 1904 the Legislature passed an act (Acts of 1904, 
chapter 404) providing for the election of thirteen aldermen 
at large at the city election of 1904, and annually thereafter. 
This act provides that no voter shall vote for more than 
seven aldermen. Lach political party is required to nomi- 
nate thirteen candidates in eleven districts ; every candidate 
to be a voter of the district from which he is nominated. 
The districts are designated in the act as follows:

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The essential sections of chapter 404 of the Acts of 1904 
are as follows: 


‘‘SecTION 1. In Boston there shall be elected at the city election in 
the year nineteen hundred and four, and annually thereafter from the 
voters of that city, thirteen aldermen at large. 

‘‘SmcTION 2. No voter shall vote for more than seven aldermen, and 
the thirteen aldermen receiving the highest number of votes shall be 
declared elected. 

‘‘SmcTION 3. In case a vacancy shall occur in the Board of Aldermen, 
from failure to elect, death, resignation or otherwise, an election to fill 
the vacancy shall be held on such day as shall be determined by the 
remaining members of the board, and the same proceedings shall be 
had as are herein provided for at an annual election. 

‘*SecTion 4. The City of Boston is hereby divided, for the purpose 
of nominating candidates for aldermen by a political party, into eleven 
districts, as follows: . . me

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WARDS. 


New wards were established for the city in the year eighteen hundred 
and ninety-five, the first division into new wards since the year1875.! An 
attempt was made by the City Council to make a new division of wards 
in the year 1885, and an ordinance to that effect was prepared by a 
special committee appointed for the purpose and passed by the City 
Council, and approved by the Mayor.? Certain questions were raised, 
however, in the General Court of 1886, relative to establishing State, 
‘senatorial and representative districts, and as to whether such districts 
should be established according to the territorial boundaries of cities 
and towns and their wards as they existed on the first day of May, 1885, 
or whether new ward lines, as in the case of the city of Boston, should 
be followed. On May 21, 1886, the opinion of the Justices of the 
Supreme Judicial Court was asked by the Legislature on this matter, 
and they decided that the district divisions referred to must be made 
according to territorial and other boundaries existing on the first day of 
May, 1885, and that the new ward divisions were illegal. On account 
of this opinion of the Justices of the Supreme Judicial Court, an act 
was passed by the Legislature in June, 1886, which provided that the 
several wards, precincts, and assessment districts of the several cities 
of the Commonwealth, existing May 1, 1885, should be established as 
the wards, precincts, and assessment districts of said cities, any acts or 
ordinances of the city councils of said cities to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing. The new division of wards was thus set aside and the ward lines 
established in 1875 remained in effect until they were changed in 1895, 
and established under the provisions of Chap. 417, of the Acts of 1893, 
as follows:

REGULATION OF THE HEIGHT OF BUILDINGS. 175 


REGULATION OF THE HEIGHT OF BUILDINGS. 
[Stat. 1904, Chap. 333; Stat. 1905, Chap. 383.] 


By Stat. 1904, Chap. 333, the Legislature provided that the City of 
Boston should be divided into two or more districts, designated as Dis- 
' tricts A and B, and that if not obnoxious to some other statute, buildings 
could be erected in District A to a height of 125 feet, but that except as 
to certain projections above the roof no buildings could be erected in 
District B to a height greater than 80 feet. A commission consist- 
ing of Nathan Matthews, Joseph A. Conry, and Henry Parkman was 
appointed by Mayor Collins, June 7, 1904, to determine the limits of 
these districts, and it madea preliminary order on‘July 5, 1904, which was 
revised December 3, 1904. Under Stat. 1905, Chap. 383, the Legislature 
made certain minor changes in the law, and also authorized the eréction 
of buildings to a height not exceeding 100 feet in such parts of District 
B, and on such conditions, as a commission should determine. The 
same commission was reappointed under this act and made a prelimi- 
nary order July 21, 1905, which was revised November 20, 1905. [See 
Document 133, 1905.] 


A. The boundaries of the District A, established by the commission- 
ers, are as follows, to wit: 

1. Beginning on the northerly side of that part of the said city known 
as East Boston, at the Chelsea-street bridge, thence running southeast- 
erly, southerly and southwesterly through the centre of Chelsea street 
to Eagle square, thence westerly through said Eagle square and the 
centre of Eagle street to Glendon street, thence northerly through the 
centre of said Glendon street to Condor street, thence westerly through 
the centre of said Condor street to Border street, thence southerly and 
southwesterly through the Centre of said Border street to Sumner 
street, thence southeasterly through the centre of said Sumner street 
to Orleans street, thence southwesterly through the centre of said 
Orleans street to Marginal street, thence southeasterly and easterly 
through the centre of said Marginal street to Jeffries street, thence 
northeasterly through the centre of said Jeffries street to Maverick 
street, thence northwesterly through the centre of said Maverick 
street to the location of the Boston, Revere Beach & Lynn Rail- 
road, thence northerly and northeasterly along the said railroad to the 
property of the said city known as Wood Island Park, thence southeast- 
erly along the line dividing the said property of the said city from the 
property of the East Boston Company and the property of the Common- 
wealth to the harbor, thence southwesterly, westerly, northwesterly, 
northerly, northeasterly, and easterly along the said harbor and Chelsea 
creek, around the said East Boston to the point of beginning at 
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said Chelsea-street bridge; meaning to include in the said District A all 
those portions of wards one and two of the said city, as now established 
by law, which are situated within the boundary line hereinbefore 
described. 

2. Beginning on the southerly side of that part of the said city known 
as Charlestown at the Charlestown bridge, and thence running north- 
westerly through the centre of said bridge and the approaches thereof 
to a point on said approaches immediately over the centre of the arch 
connecting Warren avenue with Water street, thence northeasterly 
through the centre of said Water street to the property of the United 
States known as the United States Navy Yard, thence northwesterly 
along the southwesterly boundary line of said property of the United 
States to Chelsea street, thence northeasterly through the centre of said 
~ Chelsea street to Medford street, thence northwesterly and westerly 
tbrough the centre of said Medford street to the junction of said Med- 
ford street, Bunker Hill street and Main street, thence northwesterly 
through the centre of said Main street to the property of the said city 
known as the Charlestown Playground, thence northeasterly along the 
southeasterly boundary of said playground to the Mystic river, thence 
easterly, southeasterly, southerly and southwesterly along said Mystic 
river and the harbor around said Charlestown to the point of beginning 
at said Charlestown bridge; meaning to include in the said District A 
all those portions of wards three, four and five of the said city as now 
established by law, which are situated within the boundary line herein- 
before described. 

8. Beginning on the easterly side of that part of the said city known 
as the City Proper at the Congress-street bridge, thence running south- 
easterly across said bridge to that part of said city known as South 
Boston, thence northeasterly, easterly, southeasterly, westerly, south- 
erly and easterly around the northerly part of said South Boston and 
the Reserved Channel, so called, to the point on the southerly boundary 
of said Reserved Channel where Q street extended northerly would 
meet the said channel, thence southerly through the centre of said Q 
street to East First street, thence westerly through the centre of East 
First street to I street, thence southerly through the centre of said I 
street to East Second street, thence westerly through the centre of said 
East Second street to the junction of said East Second street, Dorches- 
ter street and West First street, thence northwesterly through the cen- 
tre of said West First street to Dorchester avenue, thence southerly 
‘through the centre of said Dorchester avenue to Dexter street, thence 
westerly through the centre of said Dexter street to Ellery street, thence 
southerly through the centre of said Ellery street to Southampton 
street, thence westerly through the centre of said Southampton street 
to Massachusetts avenue, thence northwesterly through the centre of 
said Massachusetts avenue to Albany street, thence northeasterly 
hrough the centre of said Albany street to East Dedham street, thence 
northwesterly through the centre of said East Dedham street to Harri- 
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son avenue, thence northeasterly through the centre of said Harrison 
avenue to Troy street, thence southeasterly through the centre of said 
Troy street to Albany street, thence northerly through the centre of 
said Albany street to Broadway, thence northwesterly through the cen- 
tre of said Broadway to Washington street, thence northwesterly across 
said Washington street and through the centre of Pleasant street to 
Piedmont street, thence westerly through the centre of said Piedmont 
street to Ferdinand street, thence northwesterly through the centre of 
‘said Ferdinand street to Columbus avenue, thence southwesterly 
through the centre of Columbus avenue to a point where a line passing 
along the boundary line between the estates now numbered 352 and 356 
on Boylston street and extended southeasterly would meet said point on 
Columbus avenue, thence from said point northwesterly along said line 
and between said estates above mentioned to a point in the centre of 
Boylston street, opposite, or nearly opposite, the westerly boundary of | 
the lot on which the Arlington-street Church now stands, thence east- 
erly through the centre of said Boylston street to Tremont street, thence 
northerly and northeasterly through the centre of said Tremont street 
to Park street, thence northwesterly through the centre of said Park 
street to Beacon street, thence northeasterly through the centre of said 
Beacon street to Bowdoin street, thence northerly through the centre 
of said Bowdoin street to Cambridge street, thence westerly through 
the centre of said Cambridge street to Staniford street, thence north- 
erly through the centre of said Staniford street to Green street, thence 
northwesterly through the centre of said Green street to Leverett street, 
thence northwesterly through the centre of said Leverett street to the 
Charles river at Craigie bridge, thence northeasterly, easterly, south- 
easterly, southerly and southwesterly by the said Charles river and the 
said harbor around the said City Proper to the point of beginning at 
said Congress-street bridge; meaning to include in said District A the 
whole of ward six and all those portions of wards seven, eight, nine, 
ten, eleven, twelve, thirteen, fourteen, fifteen and seventeen of the said 
city, as now established by law, which are situated within the boundary 
line hereinbefore described. : 

B. The boundaries of the District b include all those portions of the 
said city not included in the districts established as District A. 

Wherever in this order the words ‘‘harbor,’’ ‘‘river,’’ ‘‘ creek,’’ are 
found, the same are intended to mean the farthest line towards deep 
water on said harbor, river or creek respectively on which the erection 
of wharves or other structures is permitted by the State and United 
States authorities. 

In District A buildings may be erected to a height of not more than 
125 feet above the grade of the street. 

In District B buildings may in general be erected to a height of not 
more than 80 feet; but on streets exceeding 64 feet in width buildings 
may be erected to a height equal to one and a quarter times the width of 
the widest street upon which the building stands; the height to be 
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measured from the mean grade of the curbs of all streets upon which 
the building is situated and not to exceed in any event 100 feet above such 
point of measurement. On all streets or portions of streets upon which 
buildings may be erected on one side only the buildings may be erected 
to a height of 100 feet. No building may be erected to a height greater 
than 80 feet unless its width on each and every public street upon which 
it stands be at least one-half its height. Certain special exceptions 
to the general regulations affecting District B have been made as 
follows: 

1. No building can be erected to a height greater than 70 feet, 
measured on its principal front in the territory bounded by Beacon 
street, Joy street,-Myrtle street, Hancock street and Hancock avenue. 

2. So long as the property owned by the City of Boston on Dalton, 
Belvidere and Scotia streets shall be used for a Mechanic Arts High 
School any building or buildings thereon may be erected toa height of 
100 feet. ; 

8. Buildings may be erected to a height not exceeding 125 feet in 
that portion of District B which lies 50 feet westerly from the boundary 
line running from Columbus avenue to the centre of Boylston street 
separating District A from District B, provided that said portion of 
District B is owned by the same person or persons who own the ad- 
joining premises in District A. 

4, No building can be erected on a parkway, boulevard or public 
way on which a building line has been established by the Board of Park 
Commissioners or by the Board of Street Commissioners acting under 
any general or special statute, to a greater height than that allowed by 
the order of said Boards. 

5. No building upon any land, any owner of which has received and 
retained compensation in damages for any limitation of height, or who 
retains any claim for such damages, can be erected to a height greater 
than that fixed by the limitation for which such damages were received 
or claimed.

The Police Court of the City of Boston was established in 1822, and 
at the same time the Justices’ Court for the County of Suffolk (civil 
business) was established. The duties of the Justices of the Justices’ 
Court were discharged by the Justices of the Police Court. The juris- 
_ diction of the Justices’ Court was transferred to the Police Court for 
civil business, June 1, 1860. In 1866 this court was succeeded by the 
Municipal Court of the City of Boston.

DEAR Sir, — Referring to your letter of the 23d ultimo 
enclosing copy ot order of the Boston Common Council 
based upon complaint that the accommodations afforded by 
this company to its patrons on the Shawmut Branch are in- 
adequate and that the existing conditions are dangerous to 
the safety and comfort of passengers and citizens : 

A complaint so serious merits the most careful considera- 
tion. 

Twenty-four outward and twenty-three inward trains are 
run daily over the Shawmut Branch, and in order to show 
the actual facts we have tabulated the record of these trains 
as to the seating capacity and number of passengers for the 
week December 2d to 7th, inclusive, when travel was nor- 
mal, and for the week preceding Christmas, December 16th 
to 21st, inclusive. The record shows that during the time 
specified there were thousands of seats in excess of the num- 
ber of passengers, and that only on a comparatively few days 
(and this was confined to some of the early morning or late 
evening trains) there was a small excess of passengers over 
the seating capacity, a condition which no railroad company 
can prevent or anticipate. 

The seating capacity of all of our trains, whether running on 
the Mattapan Branch or elsewhere, is always gauged a little 
ahead of the business offered, as shown by experience and 
record. ‘The conditions are carefully watched from day to 
day, and whenever it is found that any train is habitually 
overloaded additional cars are assigned. 

At times it happens that an outgoing or an incoming 
suburban train is slightly delayed, with the result that the 
delayed train catches the passengers who usually take the 
following train. An example of this is shown by the record 
of December 5th, when the train from Mattapan due in 
Boston at 8.29 A.M. arrived with a seating capacity of 335 
and with 632 passengers, an overflow of 297. The following 
train from the same stations due in Boston only seven min- 
utes later, 8.36 A.M., came in with a seating capacity of 495 
and only 89 passengers. Such a condition could not be 
avoided. 
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For a fuller explanation of the facts I enclose herewith the 
tabulated record, which we think shows a good service, and 
furthermore we can say that the equipment furnished on 
these trains is excellent. The cars are well lighted and com- 
fortably heated.

ANNUAL ESTIMATES OF THE DEPARTMENTS. 


OFFICE OF THE MAYOR, 
Boston, MAss., February 20, 1908. 
To the Gentlemen of the City Couneil : 

In accordance with section 8 of chapter 266 of the Acts of 
1885, I transmit herewith estimates of the several depart- 
ments for the financial year 1908-09, together with my 
recommendations as to the appropriations. 

For your information I also transmit the basis of estimate 
prepared by the City Auditor, showing the amount which can 
be raised within the tax limit for the current expenditures 
of the city, with an estimate of the income for the present 
year, which is also included within the total amount which 
can be appropriated by the City Council. 

The gross amount requested by the various heads of 
departments is $14,361,965; this, together with $6,312,553, 
the amountrequired for interest and sinking-fund requirements 
and county expenses, is $20,674,518. I recommend that 
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$18,110,735 be appropriated. This is $659,521 less than the 
total amount authorized to be raised by taxation under the 
law, and $2,563,783 less than the total amount requested, 
but I believe that by proper economy and the application of 
business methods the departments can be successfully main- 
tained within the amounts which I have recommended to be ~ 
appropriated for their support. 

On account of the present financial condition of the city it 
is essential that the strictest economy prevail, and I ask your 
assistance and co-operation in my effort to attain that end.

APPROPRIATION AND TAX ORDERS FOR THE FINANCIAL 
YEAR 1908-1909. 


Ordered, That to meet the current expenses payable during the finan- 
cial year beginning with the first day of February, 1908, of performing 
the duties and exercising the powers devolved by statute or ordinance, 
or by vote of the City Council during the year, upon the City of Boston, 
or the County of Suffolk, or the departments or officers thereof, and to 
meet their respective obligations for interest on debt, sinking-fund 
requirements, and maturing debt not provided for by sinking-fund, the 
respective sums of money hereinafter specified be, and the same are, 
hereby appropriated for the several departments, and for the objects 
and purposes hereinafter stated. 

Ordered, That the appropriations for Water Department, current 
expenses, and the payments to the State under the provisions of 
Chapter 488 of the Acts of 1895 and acts in addition or amendment 
thereto, and for the interest requirement for loans issued for water 
purposes, be met by the income from said works and any excess over 
income from taxes; that the other appropriations hereinafter specified 
be met out of the money remaining in the treasury at the close of busi- 
ness on January 31, 1908, exclusive of the money raised by loan or 
needed to carry out the requirements of any statute, gift, trust, or 
special appropriation, and by the income of the financial year, beginning 
February 1, 1908, and by taxes to the amount of $14,630,032, and that 
said amount be raised by taxation on the polls and estates taxable 
in the City of Boston. 

Ordered, That all sums of money which form no part of the income 
of the city, but shall be paid for services rendered or work done by any 
department or division for any other department or division, or for any 
person or corporation other than the City of Boston, be paid into the 
general treasury and then credited to the appropriation of the depart- 
ment or division rendering such service or doing such work, and that 
all contributions made to any appropriation be expended for the objects 
and purposes directed by the several contributors thereof. 

Ordered, That to provide temporarily money to meet the appropria- 
tions aforesaid, the City Treasurer issue and sell, at such times and in 
such amounts as he may deem best, notes, or certificates of indebted- 
ness of the City of Boston, not exceeding nine million dollars in the 
total, in anticipation of the taxes of the current municipal year; that 
all such notes or certificates of indebtedness be dated the day the money 
for the same is received, be made payable with the interest thereon at 
the office of the City Treasurer within the current financial year, from 
the taxes of said year, and bear interest from their date until the same 
are made payable at such rate as said Treasurer shall deem proper. 

Ordered, That all taxes raised to meet the appropriations of the City 
Council, and all taxes assessed for meeting the city’s proportion of the 
State tax of the year 1908, or of any other taxes or assessments payable 
to the Commonwealth, be due and payable on the first day of October, 
1908; that all such taxes paid after the first day of November, 1908, 
bear interest from and including said day until paid, at the rate of six 
per cent. per annum, except the taxes assessed upon shares of stock 
of national banks shall bear interest at the rate of twelve per cent, per 
annum from and including said first day of November until paid; and 
that all interest which shall have become due on taxes shall be added 
to and be a part of such taxes. 
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Ordered, That the City Auditor, from time to time during the year, 
may, with the approval of the Mayor, make transfers within any depart- 
ment from the appropriation for current expenses of one division of a 
department to the appropriation for current expenses of any other divi-

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


BRISTOL STREET, Boston, December 20, 1907. 


Hon. JoHN F. FITZGERALD, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Str, —I present herewith the amounts necessary, con- 
servatively estimated, for the running expenses of this 
department for the year 1908-09, together with the estimated 
expenditures for the year 1907-08. 

I submit the following in explanation of the increase in 
the expenditure fér the past year above the appropriation, 
which you will note may be exceeded by the sum of 
$41,600. 

To begin with, the estimate presented for the year was 
reduced by the amount of $26,000. I enclose herewith the 
amount estimated for the year 1907-08 expenditures and the 
amount actually expended, and you will note that the esti- 
mate and the expenditures come very close, except in cer- 
tain items where the increase in cost over price at time of 
estimate has increased the expenditure. The principal cause 
for the excess expenditure over the appropriation is found in 
the pay-roll account, fuel, hay and grain, horses and pensions. 
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The force has been kept down to the minimuin for safety, 
and the items of fuel, hay and grain are necessarily fixed 
charges, and the amounts vary according to the cost of the 
product, which this year has shown a great increase in cost. 

The number of alarms for the year has exceeded the 
alarms for 1906 by 56 per cent., and exceeds the average of 
the past four years by 52 per cent. This means an increase 
in the cost of repairs and horseflesh. 

The item of “* Purchase of Horses’ exceeded the estimate 
by $4,800; this is partly due to the increase in the price, 
and also because of the wear and tear and injuries to horses 
because of the great number of runs unfitting them for 
service. 

The item of “ Furniture and Bedding” exceeds the esti- 
mate by $2,700. This is due to a change made necessary by 
the filthy and unsanitary condition of the comforters form- 
erly furnished to the department, and the adoption of the 
regular army blanket in place of the blankets in use, which 
in most part were in poor condition. This change has been 
going on for the past two years, until the department is 
nearly equipped with the new standard bedding. 

Owing to the severe weather of last year, horse hire and 
keeping increased some $3,000 over the year before. These 
factors are the main cause of the excessive expenditures, 
and are items which cannot be controlled. | 

In explanation of the increase in item “Repairs of 
Houses,” at least $2,000 of the increase is due to the unex- 
pected forced removal from the old quarters to new quarters 
for the fire-boat crew. 

The item for “New Hose” is reduced by about ’$2,200 
from the estimate; but this amount appears under item 
“Small Supplies,” due to a change in charging certain items. 

“Small Supplies,” increase due to bringing over $2,200 
from the “Hose Account” —this for hose pipes, nozzles, 
etc., formerly charged to new hose. 

“Construction and Material — Fire Alarm Branch.” A 
larger number than estimated of new boxes was found 
necessary, and owing to certain building conditions, removal 
of poles, etc., extra work was required. 

In explanation of the increase asked for the ensuing year, 
I submit the following statement : 


Pay Roll Account . é : : . $40,000 (53 weeks). 


There will be fifty-three pay-rolls, thus $22,000 is required 
for the extra roll; $18,000 covers the increases coming to 
the new men who receive $100 additional for each year of 
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service up to the fourth, and also for the slight addition in 
the regular force; the increase.in pay for the Fire Alarm 
Branch and shop force, occasioned by the acceptance of the 
union scale in certain lines of work and on account of the 
addition to these forces by the enforcement of the eight-hour 
and six-day laws. 

The increase in item “ Underground Construction” is to 
average up for the small amount of work done this year. 

I again refer to certain sections in Charlestown, Kast 
Boston, and along the valuable water front where wires 
should be placed underground without delay. 

The other items have been kept down to an absolutely 
bed rock basis, and are figured on the expectation of some- 
what lower prices for supplies.

We submit herewith a table of the estimated expenditures 
of the Hospital Department for the present fiscal year. <A 
comparison of the ordinary expenditures for the present 
fiscal year with the estimates for the coming year, show 
a considerable increase. ‘This increase is due to various 
reasons, mostly self-evident, upon an analysis of the expen- 
ditures of the present year. The Trustees have been obliged 
to keep to their practice of keeping their expenditures within 
their appropriation. This they have done with much diff- 
culty for the following reasons : 

The expenditures upon ‘“ Salaries and Labor” were $19,306 
more than the amount of that item two years ago. The 
wages of the engineer’s department alone are $7,284 more 
than two years ago. This increase is due solely to the 
obligation of the Trustees to keep within the new labor laws. 
The increase in the number of employees, made necessary by 
the 48-hour law, and the increased scale of wages, made 
necessary to meet union labor prices, is almost entirely 
responsible for this increase of $7,284. Many classes of 
employees do not seek hospital work when times are pros- 
perous, and in order to obtain competent help and retain 
those already employed it has been necessary to raise the 
wages more or less, and while the amount in no one instance 


* Including two new Measles Wards, ,% of year 1908-09. 
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has been large, the considerable number of people employed 
has made a larger expenditure necessary. 

A careful analysis of the increased cost per unit for the 
present year and two years ago shows, almost without excep- 
tion, a radical increase in cost. ‘This applies to subsistence, 
general and medical supples in all four Hospital depart- 
ments. The Trustees have been able to meet this increased 
cost of living mainly by neglecting repairs upon the buildings © 
and grounds, as well as renewals in furnishing, much less 
than in former years, and in fact abstaining from purchasing 
almost everything that was not an absolute necessity. 

The Trustees desire to call your attention to the fact that 
the new Burnham Building will be put in commission for 
about one-half of the coming year. ‘There will be two new 
measles wards at the South Department ready for occu- 
pancy for one-half of the year.. The East Boston Relief 
Station will require an appropriation necessary to operate 
the station for one-half of the year. These new buildings 
and wards, if they are to opened and operated for the benefit 
of the public, will require an additional appropriation. 

A special item is the remodelling of the steam-heating 
plant. In fourteen years the plant has suffered great deteri- 
oration. Of this work a large proportion will be absolutely 
necessary, in order to insure the safety of the patients. In 
the opinion of the Trustees the whole should be done during 
the coming year, rather than take the risk if postponed. 

In the preparation of the foregoing estimates, an analysis 
of the finances of the Hospital has been made, and an 
increase has been found in nearly every subdivision of 
expenditure. Itis also to be noted that the per capita 
weekly cost per patient in this Hospital has been less than 
in sixteen other leading hospitals in Boston and New York. 
There has been a large increase in the number of patients 
treated, both in the wards and in the Out-Patient Depart- 
ments. At, the South Department alone there were fur- 
nished in the first ten months of the present year, 15,612 
more days’ board than in the preceding year. At the present 
time, the South Department is crowded to a degree beyond 
all Hospital standard of practice. 

The Trustees will be obliged to ask for a special appropri- 
ation in the coming year for furnishing the two new measles 
wards and the East Boston Relief Station. The Lamont 
G. Burnham Fund will probably be sufficient to furnish the 
two Burnham wards, according to the will of the testator. 

The total income from paying patients is estimated to be 
about $75,000. It should, however, be noted that during 
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the present year the Hospital has paid into the City Treas- 
ury $86,720 and it is estimated that $100,000 will be paid 
in before the close of the present fiscal year. This means 
that of the money appropriated, about $100,000 will return 
to the City Treasury during the year. It is to be regretted 
that the City of Boston is not able to obtain from the 
Commonwealth its just dues for the support of State cases. 

The per capita weekly cost of supporting patients is 
$9.80, but the Commonwealth will only allow $5 a week, 
and they also decline to pay for a large number of patients 
who are justly chargeable to the State.

The estimated increase in the expenditures for the coming 
year is almost entirely in the matter of fuel, due to the 
present and probable future increase in the price of coal, 
and not to an increase in the size of the heating plant. 

The Trustees desire to record the fact that the eight-hour 
law and the payment of the union rate of wages to engineers 
and firemen have increased the cost of running the heating 
and lighting plants $5,700 in wages over the amount paid 
for this service in 1906-07. 

For the first time in years no allowance is made in the 
above estimate for extraordinary repairs and improvements 
(heretofore estimated under repairs and improvements), and 
if the estimate for the other items proves to be fairly accurate 
nothing can be done this coming year in needed additions to 
the plant.

Sir,— In accordance with the provisions of chapter 3, 
section 23, of the Revised Ordinances, the estimates in detail 
for the appropriation for maintenance of the Pauper Institu- 
tions Department during the financial year— February 1, 
1908, to February 1, 1909 —are hereby respectfully submit- 
ted, together with an estimate of the income of the Depart- 
ment for the same year, and an estimate of the expenditures 
for the year ending January 31, 1908. 
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Boston Almshouse and Hospital . - . ‘ : $171,000 


The only material increase needed on the Long Island 
appropriation will be on salaries and wages, repairs and 
improvements and electric lights. 

The estimate for salaries is based upon the present pay- 


roll, taking into account all increases in salary that will fall. 


due during the coming year, according to the sliding scale of 
wages now in force, the figures being made up with as much 
accuracy as possible, although irregularities in service will 
make some difference. 

For a long time the accommodations in the hospital at 
Long Island have been inadequate to meet the demands made 
on the department, and extensive alterations in the men’s 
building are under consideration by which hospital employés 
can be accommodated in that building, thereby making more 
room for patients in the hospital. The estimated cost of 
these alterations is about $10,000. A new sewing-room 
should be provided as soon as possible, and work on the sea- 
wall should be resumed. With the usual repairs in addition 
to the above mentioned improvements, a sum of not less than 
$15,600 should be allowed for this item. 

‘While the usual expenditure for electric lights is in the 
neighborhood of $3800, the work of rewiring the hospital — 
and women’s building, which was begun some time ago, is 
not yet completed. Itis estimated that the cost of this work 
may be as much as $3,000, and it must be completed without 
delay. 


Almshouse, Charlestown ‘ : 3 . $18,000 


At the Charlestown Micahauee the expenses for the last 
year have been over $17,000, $1,300 in excess of the appro- 
priation. Almost the entire increase has been on the item of 
food, the cost of which has been very high. 

New roofs for the two sun-rooms, new floors in the dining- 
rooms, a new boiler or furnace and various other repairs will 
be necessary during the ensuing year, and $18,000 does not 
appear to be an excessive amount in comparison with the 
expenditures of the past year, which amouted to $17,352.17. 


Epileptics, Inebriates and Feeble-minded, Care of. . $383,000 


On this appropriation, the expenses for 1908-09 will not 
be so great as for the previous year, in which was included 
a large amount ($20,500) for payment of bills that had been 
withheld for over a year owing to a legal question regarding 
the liability of the City of Boston for the support of patients 
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at the Massachusetts School for Feeble-minded. Whereas 
this appropriation was $52,000 last year, it is estimated that 
the current expenses for the ensuing year will be about 
$33,000.

With the exception of admissions to the Massachusetts 
State Sanatorium at Rutland, this department has very little 
control over the expenditures under this appropriation. 
Based on the expenditures of the past year, $4,000 should 
be allowed for this appropriation for the ensuing year.

The work of the Boston office has increased during the 
past year, as the purchasing is now all done from this office. 
The salaries at present paid for the clerical force, consisting 
of three women, are not commensurate with the responsibility 
taken and the work accomplished. In all probability, also, 
some additional help may be necessary before the end of the 
year, as the detail of the purchasing leaves very little time for 
the bookkeeping, both of these branches of the work being 
at the present time handled by one of the clerks. It does 
not seem possible that the work of the office can be satisfac- 
torily carried on with an appropriation of less than $5,500.

Str, — In response to your Circular Letter No 32, and in 
accordance with the ordinance, I beg to submit herewith 
estimates in detail for the maintenance of the Library 
Department for the ensuing year. The slight increase as 
compared with last year is chiefly attributable to greater 
expense for fuel under present prices, and.to the greater 
cost of rent, transportation and service, partly due to the 
natural increase in the work of the Library, and partly to 
higher prices for items beyond our control. 

Mindful of the necessity for rigid economy these estimates 
have been drawn very closely, even to the exclusion of 
certain exterior painting at the Central Library building, and 
other unusual repair work which could well be done at once 
if we had perhaps $1,500 more than this schedule calls for, 
and which must be provided for soon.

In an adjoining column 
the various items of work for which this increase is needed 
are noted. The principal item is that of preparing for and 
-planting the trees on Commonwealth-avenue extension. The 
other items of importance are $5,584 for making the Fens’ 
playground available for play, $18,000 for the repairs, now » 
imperative, of our forty-three miles of roads, for which we 
have endeavored each year for several years to get a larger 
appropriation, and $2,500 for a fence at Charlesbank, which 
is very much needed.

Sir, —In response to Circular 32, I beg to submit the 
following estimates of amounts needed for the general and 
ordinary work of the department for the financial year next 
ensuing, and also several estimates of amounts for extra 
work and improvements on public grounds, as detailed, for 
which special appropriations should be allowed. Every item 
is estimated at the very lowest figure for which the work can 
be properly done. 

In regard to the item for the suppression of the gypsy and 
brown-tail moths on private estates, I wish to say that the 
Legislature imposed this work upon the city, and the Mayor 
‘delegated the duty to this department. This work com- 
menced energetically,in the fall of 1906 on an allowance of 
$30,000, was continued during this year under an appropria- 
tion of $50,000. It is only by persistent energy and a 
corresponding outlay of money that we can hope to rout these 
pests which are well established throughout the city and its 
suburbs. Therefore, in order to reap the benefit of the 
money thus far expended, it,is absolutely necessary to con- 
tinue the work with unabated vigor the coming year. For 
this purpose I have included an estimate of $50,000 in the 
special appropriations and trust it will be deemed expedient 
to approve this. most important item. 

In this connection I wish to remind you that, in accordance 
with special legislation, the city obtains a proportionate reim- 
bursement for the amounts so expended bya special assessment 
on owners whose trees and property have been treated. 

As public sentiment seems to favor the establishment of 
sand gardens and swings in public places, I have also 
included figures for these items in the special appropriations. 
Heretofore we have rented a few vacant lots of land for 
playgrounds and have founded a few sand gardens, in a 
limited way. Ishall be pleased to extend our efforts in these 
lines if I can obtain sufficient funds. The parade ground in 
the Common affords a splendid opportunity for a modern 
recreation and athletic field, and I therefore direct particular 
attention to the amount estimated for this purpose. 

For many years it has been the custom to advocate a 
concrete bottom for the Public Garden pond, without which 
it is impossible to maintain clear, transparent water. This 
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pond is cleaned out twice each year and the water changed 
frequently, but in spite of these precautions an unsightly 
and unhealthy condition prevails during the summer months, 
menacing the health of the thousands of children and adults 
who patronize the boats or merely visit the garden. ‘There- 
fore I consider this improvement absolutely necessary for 
the general good of the public. 
The concrete walk in Independence square, South Boston, 
is in a deplorable condition and requires a thorough reno- 
vation. The people of this district have frequently and 
justly complained of the shabby appearance of this walk, and 
it is now unsafe as well. As it is a work of some magni- 
tude I trust a special appropriation of $5,000 for a new 
granolithic pavement will be approved. |

By the provisions of chapter 584 of the Acts of the Legis- 
lature of 1907, the Board of Street Commissioners is required 
to fix the license fees and rentals for stands in public streets 
used for the sale and storage of merchandise. On account » 
of this act the Board has already collected about $6,500. 
It is difficult to fairly estimate what the revenue from this, 
source will be. It is an entirely new means of obtaining 
revenue, and the Board has had to work out the question of 
license fees and rentals without the benefit of any precedent. 
However, it is believed that when the system is fully estab- 
lished the revenue from this source will amount to fully 
$50,000 a year, though for the next year the Board does not 
expect that it will exceed $35,000 or $40,000. Because of 
the additional work which this act has placed upon the 
department, the Board believes that the appropriation for the 
cee should be increased about $3,000.

I desire to call your attention to a few of the items 
needed for the House of Correction: 

The item of “subsistence” will show an increase of 
eleven thousand five hundred (11,500) dollars, which .is 
made necessary by the increased cost of subsistence, as well 
as the fact that we will be without a large part of our farm, 
which was taken by the government, and which yielded 
yearly produce used in the institution; we will now be 
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obliged to purchase this produce at a cost of not less than 
forty-five hundred (4,500) dollars. 

The increased cost of flour, as well as the other necessaries 
of life, makes this additional increase necessary, in my opin- 
ion. 

The increase of six thousand (6,000) dollars in the item 
of ‘‘ salaries’ was made necessary by the general increase in 
the salaries of the employees of this department, and the 
increase in the number of engineers and firemen at the 
institution in order to fulfill the requirements of the statute 
law, passed during the year, regulating the hours of labor of 
such employees. 

The item of “fuel” will show a reduction from twenty- 
three to sixteen thousand (23,000 to 16,000) dollars, because 
of the fact that we now have on hand sufficient fuel to war- 
rant the belief that we will not need any more than that. 
asked for. 

The item of “repairs,” showing an increase of about eight 
thousand (8,000) dollars; this increase will be necessary 
for the regular departmental improvements and the connec- 
tion of the hospital and old prison with our power-house, 
which will reduce the cost of fuel very materially in a very 
short time. 

These are the only substantial increases asked for in the 
appropriation for the department, and which I believe are 
absolutely necessary.

The special committee appointed to prepare rules for the 
government of the Board of Aldermen for the current year 
report herewith the accompanying draft, which they recom- 
mend for adoption, the only changes from the rules of 1907 
being the omission of old rule 28, the striking out of the 
sub-committees of the Committee on Public Improvements, 
and the rewriting of old rules 29 and 32, making them more 
specific.

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RULES OF THE BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


CHAIRMAN. 


RuLE 1. The chairman of the board shall take the chair 
at the hour to which the board shall have adjourned, and 
shall call the members to order, and, a quorum being present, 
shall cause the minutes of the preceding regular meeting to 
be read. In the absence of the chairman, the senior ‘member 
present shall preside as chairman pro tempore, but if there are 
two or more members present of equal degree of seniority, 
the board shall by vote designate the one who shall so preside. 

Rute 2. The chairman shall preserve decorum and order, 
may speak to points of order in preference to other members, 
and shall decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal 
to the board; and no other business shall be in order until 
the question on appeal shall have been decided. 

Rue 8. The chairman shall propound all motions in 
the order in which they are moved, unless the subsequent’ 
motion shall be previous in its nature, except that, in nam- 
ing sums and fixing times, the largest sum and the longest 
time shall be put first. 

Rute 4. The chairman shall, at the request of any mem- 
ber, make a division of a question when the sense will admit. 

RvuueE 5. The chairman shall, without debate, decide all 
questions relating to priority of business to be acted upon. 

RULE 6. The chairman shall declare all votes; but if any 
member doubts a vote, the chairman shall cause a rising vote 
to be taken, and, when any member so requests, shall cause 
the vote to be taken or verified by yeas and nays. 

Rute 7. The chairman shall appoint all committees, fill 
all vacancies therein, and designate the rank of the members 
thereof. 

Rue 8. When the chairman of the board or the chair- 
man pro tempore shall desire to vacate the chair he may call 
any member to it; but such substitution shall not continue 
beyond an adjournment. : 


Morrons. 


Rue 9. Every motion shall be reduced to writing if the 
chairman shall so direct. 
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Rute 10. A motion to strike out and insert shall be 
deemed indivisible; but a motion to strike out being lost 
shall not preclude amendment, or a motion to strike out and 
insert. 

RuLE 11. No motion or proposition of a subject different 
from that under consideration shall be admitted under color 
of amendment. 

RuLE 12. When an order or resolution relates to a sub- 
ject which may properly be examined and reported upon by 
an existing committee of the city council, such order or reso- 
lution shall, upon presentation, be referred to such committee. 
When a motion is made to refer any subject, and different 
committees are proposed, the motion shall be put in the fol- 
lowing order: 


1. Toa standing committee of the board. 
2. ‘To a special committee of the board. 
3. To a joint standing committee. 

4. To a joint special committee. 


Rove 13. After a motion has been put by the chairman 
it shall not be withdrawn except by unanimous consent. 

Rute 14. When a question is under debate the following 
motions only shall be entertained, and in the order in which 
they stand arranged: 


To adjourn. 

To lay on the table. 

To postpone to a day certain. 
To commit. 

To amend. 

To postpone indefinitely.

RvuxLE 15. A motion to adjourn shall be in order at any 
time, except on an immediate repetition, or pending a verifi- 
cation of a vote; and that motion, the motion to lay on the 
table, and the motion to take from the table, shall be decided 
without debate. 


READINGS. 


Ruue 16. Every ordinance, order, and resolution reported 
by a committee shall, unless rejected, have two several 
readings, both of which may take place at the same session, 
unless objection is made. Whenever the second reading 
immediately follows the first reading the document may be 
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read by its title only. Orders from the board of street com- 
missioners changing the names of streets, and orders grant- 
ing locations for poles or posts, shall, however, have one 
reading only at the same session. 


CONFIRMATIONS. 


RuLE 17. -The question of confirming a nomination made 
by the mayor shall be decided by a yea and nay ballot. 


RECONSIDERATON. 


Rute 18. When avote has been passed, any member may 
move a reconsideration thereof at the same meeting; or he 
may give notice to the clerk, within twenty-four hours of the 
adjournment, cf his intention to move a reconsideration at 
the next regular meeting; in which case the clerk shall retain 
possession of the papers until the next regular meeting; and 
when a motion for reconsideration is decided that vote shall 
not be reconsidered. 


Conpuct oF MEMBERS. 


RvuLE 19. Every member when about to speak shall rise, 
address the chair, and wait until he is recognized, and in 
speaking shall confine himself to the question and avoid 
personalities. Any member who, in debate or otherwise, 
indulges in personalities or makes charges reflecting upon 
the character of another member shall make an apology in 
open board at the meeting when the offence is committed or 
at the next succeeding regular meeting, and, failing to do 
so, shall be named by the chairman or held in contempt and 
suspended from further participation in debate until said 
apology is made. 

RuxE 20. No member speaking shall, without his con- 
sent, be interrupted by another; except upon a point of order. 

RuuE 21. No member shall be permitted to vote on any 
question, or serve on any committee, where his private right 
is immediately concerned, distinct from the public interest. 

RULE 22. Every member who shall be present when a 
question is put, where he is not excluded by interest, shall 
give his vote, unless the board for special reason shall excuse 
him. Application to be so excused on any question must 
be made before the board is divided, or before the calling of 
the yeas and nays; and such application shall be accom- 
panied by a brief statement of the reasons, and shall be 
decided without debate. 
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STANDING COMMITTEES. 


RuLE 23. The following standing committees of the 
board, to consist of five members each, except where other- 
wise herein provided, and the members of the joint standing 
committees on the part of this board, named in the joint 
rules and orders of the city council, and all other commit- 
tees, unless otherwise provided for, or specially directed by 
the board, shall be appointed by the chair: 


Committee on Armories and Military Affairs — County 
Accounts — Electric Wires— Faneuil Hall and County 
Buildings — Lamps — Licenses — Markets — Railroads — 
Public Improvements, to consist of all the members of the 
board. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


Rute 24. At every regular meeting of the board the 
order of business shall be as follows: 


1. Communications from his honor the mayor. 
2. Presentation of petitions, memorials and remon- 
strances. 
Hearings. 
‘ Papers from the common council. 
Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 
Orders of notice of hearings. 
Reports of city officers. 
Reports of committees. 
Motions, orders, and resolutions. 
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REPORT OF COMMITTEES. 


RULE 25. Committees of the board, to whom any matter 
is especially referred, shall report within four weeks or ask 
for further time. | 


SPECTATORS. 


RuLE 26. No person, except a member of the board, 
shall be permitted to occupy the seat of any member while 
the board is in session. 

RuuE 27. No person, excepting members of the city 
council, heads of departments, and reporters, shall be allowed 
in the anteroom of the aldermanic chamber while the board 
is in session. No person shall be allowed to enter the alder- 
manic chamber while the board is in session, after the seats 
furnished for spectators are occupied. The city messenger 
shall enforce this rule. 
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LICENSES. 


Rue 28. . No permission for the use of land for the 
purpose of burial, nor for the construction of underground 
conduits, shall be granted until a public hearing shall have 
been given by the board of aldermen on the application 
for such permission. No permission shall be granted for the 
erection of poles, piers, abutments or other fixtures for the 
support of electric wires unless the applicant for such permit, 
except in the case of a city department, shall bear the expense 
of the notification required by the provisions of chapter 237 
of the Acts of 1903; the bills for said expense to be made 
by the city clerk, and to be paid to the city collector. 

RuLE 29. Every license or permit hereafter granted for 
the location of a street railway track, the erection of a pole 
or post, the construction of an underground conduit, the lay- 
ing of a pipe or wire, or for the doing of any other work 
which may involve the disturbance of a surface of a street, 
shall specify the time within which the contemplated work 
shall be done, and shall not confer authority to do any such 
work after the expiration of such specified time. 


LAMPS. 


Rue 30. Any person desiring a lamp to be erected in 
any way shall make application therefor to the superintend- ° 
ent of lamps, who shall examine the place where it is pro- 
posed to locate the lamp and report thereon to the board; 
provided, however, that if the lamp is to be an electric lamp 
the superintendent shall obtain the opinion of the commis- 
sioner of wires on the location, and forward to the board the 
opinion with his report. 


AMENDMENT AND SUSPENSION. 


Rute 31. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended or repealed, at any time, except by the 
votes of two-thirds of the members of the board of aldermen 
present and voting thereon.

There shall also be appointed annually, in like manner, 
the following joint standing committees to perform the duties 
assigned them: 

1. A committee on Appropriations, to consist of eight 
members of the board of aldermen and ten members of the 
common council, to whom shall be referred the estimates of 
the departments prepared annually, and any suggestions 
thereon from his honor the mayor. ‘They shall report an 
order appropriating such sums as they deem necessary for the 
lawful public uses, and setting forth in detail, as far as con- 
venient, the purposes. 

2. A committee on Claims, to consist of five aldermen 
and eight councilmen, to whom shall be referred all claims 
‘against the city arising from the act or neglect of any of its 
departments. They shall report annually a list of the claims 
awarded or approved by them, and the amount of money 
awarded or paid in settlement thereof. 

3. A committee on Finance, to consist of seven members 
of the board of aldermen and ten members of the common 
council, to whom shall be referred all applications for 
expenditure which involve aloan, or a transfer of any part of 
an appropriation named in the general appropriation order, or 
from the reserve fund as provided in Rule 17. 

4. A committee on Legislative Matters, to consist of five 
aldermen and eight councilmen, who shall, unless otherwise 
ordered, appear before committees of the General Court and 
represent the interests of the city; provided, said committee 
shall not, unless directed so to do by the city council, oppose 
any legislation petitioned for by the preceding city council. 

5. A committee on Ordinances, to consist of the members 
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of the committee on law department, to whom shall be 
referred all ordinances introduced in either branch, or trans- 
mitted to them by vote of any standing committee. Unless 
specially instructed, they shall pass upon the question of the | 
form and legality of the ordinances so referred ; they may 
append an order that such ordinance “ ought not to pass’ ’ and 
give their reasons therefor, or report such ordinance in a new 
draft. Such report shall be made in not over two weeks 
from the meeting at which the reference was ordered, or the 
ordinance received from a committee. 

6. A committee on Police, to consist of five aldermen 
and eight councilmen, to whom shall be referred all matters 
relating to the police department. 

7. A committee on Printing, to consist of five aldermen 
and eight councilmen, who shall have the charge of all print- 
ing, advertising, or publishing ordered by or for the city 
council, or either branch, as one of its contingent or inci- 
dental expenses, and the supply of all stationery or binding 
for the same purpose. The committee shall fix the number 
of copies to be printed of any document printed as above, 
the minimum, however, to be six hundred; and they shall 
have the right to make rules and regulations for the care, 
custody, and distribution of all documents, books, pamphlets, 
and maps by the city messenger. 

8. A committee on Public Lands, to consist of five alder- 
men and eight councilmen, to whom shall be referred all 
matters relating to public lands. 

9. A committee on Schools and School-houses, to consist 
of five aldermen and eight councilmen, to whom shall be 
referred matters relating to the public schools, and requests 
for additional school accommodations. 


JOINT SPECIAL COMMITTEES. 


RuLE 2. Every joint special committee ordered by the 
city council shall, unless otherwise provided in the order, be 
appointed in the manner provided in Rule 1. 


JOINT COMMITTEES. 


RuLE 38. The member of the board of aldermen first 
named on every joint committee shall be the chairman; and 
in case of his resignation or inability the other members of 
the same board, in the order designated by the chairman of 
the board, and after them the members of the common coun- 
cil in the order named, shall act as chairman. Meetings of 
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committees shall be called at the discretion of the chairman, 
or at the written request of a majority of the members. 

Rue 4. Every joint committee shall cause records of 
their proceedings to be kept in books provided for that pur- 
pose; and at every meeting of a committee the records of the 
previous meeting shall be read, unless otherwise ordered by 
the committee. In all such meetings of committees all votes 
shall, at the request of any member, be taken by yeas and 
nays and recorded. 

RuLE 5. No meeting of any committee shall, without the 
consent of all members thereof, be called upon less notice 
than twenty-four hours from the time the clerk shall have 
mailed the notices or despatched them by special messenger. 

RuLE 6. Any joint committee may expend from the 
appropriation for contingent expenses an amount not exceed- 
ing two hundred dollars in any one year for purposes con- 
nected with the duties of said committee for which no 
provision has been otherwise made. 


CONFERENCE COMMITTEES. 


Rue 7. In every case of disagreement between the two 
branches of the city council, if either branch shall request a 
conference, and appoint a committeé of conference, the other 
branch shall also appoint such a committee, and such com- 
mittee shall consist of not less than five members each. 
Both committees shall, at an hour to be agreed upon by their 
chairmen, meet and state to each other, verbally or in writing, 
as either shall choose, the reasons for the action of their 
respective branches in relation to the matter in controversy, 
shall confer freely thereon, and shall report to their respective 
branches. 

REFERENCE TO COMMITTEES. 


Rute 8. When an order or resolution relates to a subject 
which may properly be examined and reported upon by an 
existing committee of the city council, such order or resolu- 
tion shall, upon presentation, be referred to such committee. 
Either branch of the city council may commit or recommit 
to a joint committee, but a reference with instructions shall 
require concurrent action. 


REPORTS OF JOINT COMMITTEES. 


RuLE 9. No report of a joint committee shall be received 
by either branch of the city council unless agreed to by such 
committee at a duly notified meeting thereof. The report 
of a committee upon any subject referred to them shall, 
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unless otherwise ordered by the city council or by the com- 
mittee, be presented to the branch in which the order of 
reference originated. It shall be the duty of every joint 
committee to which any subject may be specially referred, to 
report thereon within four weeks, or to ask for further time. 

Rue 10. All reports submitted to the city council shall — 
be written or printed, and no indorsement of any kind shall 
be made on the reports, memorials, or other papers, except- 
ing those made by the officers of either branch, or the name 
of the member offering the same. Every report of a com- 
mittee shall be signed by a member belonging to the body to 
which it shall be presented, unless otherwise directed by the 
committee. Every member presenting an order, ordinance, 
or resolution shall have his name indorsed thereon. Such 
member shall be informed by the clerk of committees of the 
time fixed for its consideration, if he give notice of his desire 
to be heard thereon. 

Rue 11. Any report containing any recommendation 
other than “leave .to withdraw,” or “inexpedien't to take 
further action,” or reference to another board or committee, 
shall be accompanied by an ordinance, order or resolve. 
embodying such recommendation ; and such report shall be ' 
acted upon separately. 

Rue 12. Any member of a joint committee may submit 
a minority report at the same time as the majority report, 
and, if the latter be in print, he shall be allowed to submit 
his report also in print. Hither branch may order to be 
printed the report of any committee submitted to it, or any 
document relating to a subject under consideration, the 
expense thereof to be charged to the general appropriation 
for printing. 


NotTicE TO OTHER BRANCH. 


RvuLE 138. All papers requiring concurrent action shall 
be transmitted from one branch of the city council to the 
other before the next regular meeting of the latter branch, 
with the action of the branch sending them indorsed thereon, 
and signed by the regular presiding officer of such branch, 
or, in his absence, by the clerk, or assistant clerk, of such 
body. In case of votes or action by either branch, not based 
on written orders or papers, notice of the same shall be 
transmitted to the other branch, signed as hereinbefore 

directed. In case any ordinance, order, or resolution, origi- 
~ nating in one branch, shall fail to pass in the other, notice 
thereof shall be given, under the signature of the clerk, to 
the branch in which the same originated. 
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ORDERS AND RESOLUTIONS. 


Rue 14. In all votes requiring concurrent action the 
form of expression shall be “Ordered” for everything by 
way of command; and the form shall be “Resolved” for 
everything expressing opinions, principles, facts, or purposes. 


APPROPRIATIONS AND EXPENDITURES. 


RuLE 15. Whenever the city council shall order an 
expenditure by any committee, board or officer, either in 
addition to the estimates on which the appropriation was 
made, or for any object not included in such estimates, it 
shall provide for the payment of the same. 

RuLE 16. No expenditure shall be made from the reserve 
fund except by a transfer to some other appropriation, or to 
a new appropriation to be established, and no expenditure 
shall be charged to the appropriation for incidental expenses 
except transfers and the expenditures therefrom provided for 
in the ordinances. 

Rue 17. Every application for an additional appropria- 
tion, to be provided for by transfer or loan, shall be referred 
to the committee on finance; and no such additional appro- 
priation shall be made until the said committee have reported 
thereon. 

Rue 18. No order authorizing the borrowing of money, 
or the transfer of one appropriation, or part of an appropria- 
tion, to another appropriation, shall be passed, unless two- 
thirds of the whole number of the members of each branch 
of the city council vote in the affirmative, by a vote taken by 
yea and nay. 


BILLS AND ACCOUNTS. 


RuxEe 19. No presiding officer of a board or chairman 
of a committee, unless duly authorized by such board or 
committee, shall approve any bill or account against the city. 


AMENDMENT OR REPEAL. 


RuLE 20. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended, or repealed, at any time, except by 
the votes of two-thirds of the members of each branch of the

The special committee appointed to prepare and report a 
draft of the rules to govern the common council for the 
present year, having considered the subject, respectfully 
submit herewith the accompanying draft, being substantially 
the same rules as were in force for the year 1907.

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RULES AND ORDERS OF THE COMMON COUNCIL. 


Rute 1. Unless otherwise ordered from time to time, 
the regular meeting of the common council shall be held 
on every Thursday at 7.45 o’clock P.M., and on the appear- 
ance of a quorum the council shall be called to order. In 
the absence of the president the oldest senior member 
present shall take the chair, and a president pro tempore 
shall be chosen by ballot; and if an election is not effected 
on the first trial, on subsequent trials a plurality vote shall 
elect. 

The roll shall be called at each meeting of the council, 
at the discretion of the president, but not later than nine 
o’clock. | 

When the meeting of the common council is called to 
order, it shall be the duty of the city messenger to cause » 
the electric bell in the ante-chamber to be rung for the pur- 
pose of notifying the members that the body is in session, 
and for the three minutes next following the ringing of the 
bell no business shall be transacted and no member recog- 
nized by the chair for any purpose. 


PRESIDENT. 


Rue 2. The president shall appoint and announce all 
committees, unless otherwise ordered, and shall communicate 
his appointments to the council at the meeting following such 
action, if not made during a session. All vacancies upon 
committees shall be filled in the manner of original appoint- 
ment, and members so appointed shall take rank according 
to the date of their appointment, unless otherwise designated 
by the president. 

Rue 38. The president may, at any time, call another 
member to the chair, but such substitution shall not con- 
tinue beyond an adjournment. In all cases the president 
may vote. : 

_ Rue 4. The president shall preserve order in the 
council chamber, during sessions of the council, and in case 
any member other than the one recognized by the chair 
insists on occupying the floor for any purpose, except to 
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rise to a point of order or question of personal privilege, he 
shall, upon request of the president, take his seat, and upon 
refusal to comply with such request, said member shall by a 
majority vote of the members present and voting, be removed 
from the council chamber, such removal to remain in effect 
during the remainder of the session, unless otherwise ordered. 
The president shall forbid smoking in the council chamber. 


CLERK. 


RuLeE 5. The clerk shall keep a record of the acts, votes 
and proceedings of the common council, and a separate record 
of all decisions of the chair upon questions of order. He 
shall have the care and custody of all papers belonging to 
this branch of the city council, and shall prepare a schedule 
of business in order for each meeting, in such manner as the 
president may direct. 

He shall draw up and send all messages to the board of 
aldermen; and shall retain in his possession all papers until 
the right to file a notice of reconsideration has expired, and 
if such notice is made he shall keep the papers pertaining 
thereto until the right of reconsideration has expired. 


Conpbuct oF MEMBERS. 


RuLE 6. Except when otherwise provided, no member 
shall speak for more than fifteen minutes, and a further equal 
time if the council so vote. Nomember shall speak a second 
time ona question, if another member, who has not spoken, 
claims the floor. 

RuLe 7. No member speaking shall be interrupted by 
another, except upon a point of order. 

Every member while speaking shall confine himself to 
the question under debate, and shall refrain from person- 
alities, and shall not refer to any other member of the 
council except by a respectful designation; and no member 
shall speak or vote out of his place without leave of the 
president. 


QUORUM. 


RuLE 8. Whenever a member raises a doubt of a quorum 
being present, the chair shall ascertain and declare whether 
a quorum is present or not. Tor this purpose he may, at his 
discretion, or on motion, sustained by one-fifth of the members 
present, order the roll to be called. If a quorum is not 
present he shall declare the council adjourned. 
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COMMITTEES. 


RvuLeE 9. All matters relating to the election of members 
shall be referred to the standing committee on elections, 
which shall consist of five members. 

RuutE 10. There shall be a standing committee on judi- ~ 
clary, consisting of five members, who shall have the power 
to obtain the opinion of the corporation counsel on all mat- 
ters that shall be referred to them. 

Ruxe 11. All committees of this council shall be notified 
of their meetings by the clerk of committees. They shall 
not sit during sessions of the council without special leave, 
nor be called on less notice than twenty-four hours from the 
time the notices are mailed by the clerk or dispatched by 
special messengers, unless all the members consent; and the 
clerk shall keep a record of their doings. The member first 
named shall be chairman, unless otherwise ordered by the 
committee, in which case the council shall be notified of the 
change; and the same rule shall apply to members serving’ 
on joint committees. 

Rute 12. Special committees of the council shall consist 
of three members, unless otherwise ordered. 

Rute 13. No report of any committee shall be received 
unless agreed to by such committee at a duly notified meet- 
ing thereof. Such report, when presented, may be ordered 
to be printed, and shall then take its place among the unfin- 
ished business for consideration at the next meeting. 


COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 


Rute 14. When the council shall determine to go into a 
committee of the whole, the president shall appoint the mem- 
ber who shall take the chair. * 

RuLE 15. The rules of proceedings in the council shall 
be observed in the committee of the whole, so far as they 
are applicable; but the previous question shall not be moved, 
and a motion to rise, report progress, and ask leave to sit 
again, shall be first in order, and shall be decided without 
debate. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


RuLE 16. Atevery meeting of the council the order of 
business shall be as follows: 

First. Reading of the records of the preceding meeting, 
if called for by a majority of the members present. 

Second. Messages from his honor the mayor, reports of city 
officers and other communications addressed to the council. 
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Third. Papers from the board of aldermen. 

Fourth. Reports of committee on finance. 

Fifth. Reports of committees, which shall be called for 
by division in numerical order. 

Sixth. Motions, orders and resolutions. Orders and 
resolutions shall be read once, and, upon motion, referred 
to their appropriate committees or assigned to the next 
meeting. If no objection is made or the rules are suspended, 
orders and resolutions may, at the time they are offered, be 
given a second reading and passed. All orders relating to 
heads of departments shall, unless otherwise ordered, be 
referred to the mayor. 

Seventh. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

Eighth. Notices of motions for reconsideration. (See 
Rule 35.) 

Ninth. Motions, orders, and resolutions, which shall take 
the same course as provided in the sixth section of this rule; 
provided, however, that not more than thirty minutes shall 
be allowed for the presentation of papers uuder the sixth 
order of business. Papers shall be called for by divisions 
in numerical order, and only one member in division one, two 
members in division two, two members in division three, and 
one member in division four shall be recognized until each 
division has been called. | 

Rue 17. All papers addressed to the council shall be 
presented by the president or by a member; and unless the 
council shall otherwise determine, they shall be read by the 
president, or such other person as he may request, and be 
taken up in the order in which they have been presented. 

Rue 18. All ordinances, orders, and resolutions shall, 
unless rejected, have two several readings, after each of 
which debate shall be in order, and they shall then be put on 
their passage. Whenever the second reading immediately 
follows the first the document may be read by its title only. 

Ruut 19. No ordinance, and no order or resolution, 
imposing penalties, or authorizing the expenditure of money, 
shall have more than one reading on the same day; but this 
rule shall not apply to an order to print a document. 


MOTIONS. 


Rue 20. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if 
the president shall so direct, and no other motion shall be 
entertained until a reasonable time be afforded for compliance 
with such direction. 
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Rue 21. In naming sums and fixing times the largest 
sum and longest time shall first be put to the question. 

Rute 22. When aquestion is under debate the president 
shall receive any of the following motions, but no others: 


‘To adjourn. 

To lay on the table. 

The previous question. 

To close debate at a specified time. 
To assign to a time certain. 

To amend. 

To refer to a committee. 

To refer to another board. 

To postpone indefinitely.

These several motions shall not be appled to each other, 
except that the motion to assign, amend, refer, or to close 
debate at a specified time, may be amended; and the pre- 
vious question may be demanded upon an amendment, which 
motion shall be decided without debate. When one of these 
motions has been made, none of the others inferior to it 
in precedence shall be made, and in proceeding to vote 
motions pending shall be put in the order of their rank as 
above arranged. No motion or proposition of a subject dif- 
ferent from that under consideration shall be admitted under 
color and amendment. 

RuLE 23. When a matter has been assigned to be 
taken up ata fixed hour, or at a certain stage of proceed- 
ings, such matter shall, at the time appointed, or at any 
time subsequent thereto, during the same or succeeding 
meetings, be in order upon the call of any member and 
take precedence of all other business. 

Ruxe 24. When an order or resolution relates to a sub- 
ject which may properly be examined and reported upon by 
an existing committee of the city council, such order or 
resolution shall, upon presentation, be referred to such com- 
mittee. When a motion is made to refer any subject, and 
different committees are proposed, the motion shall be put in 
the following order: 


A standing committee of the council. 
A special committee of the council. 
A joint standing committee. ~ 

A joint special committee. 


Rute 25. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, 
provided business of a nature to be recorded on the journal 
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has been transacted since a motion to adjourn was rejected ; 
and such motion shall be decided without debate. 

Rue 26. Debate on a call for the previous question, or 
on a motion to close debate at a specified time, or on a motion 
to lay on the table, or take from the table, shall not exceed 
ten minutes, and no member shall speak more than three 
minutes. In such debate, however, the merits of the main 
question shall not be discussed. 

Route 27. Any member may require the division of a 
question when the sense will admit of it; and any member ° 
may move at any time for the suspension of any rule or 
rules. 


PREVIOUS QUESTION. 


‘RuLE 28. The previous question shall be put in the fol- 
lowing form: “ Shall the main question be now put?” and all 
debate upon the main question shall be suspended until the 
previous question has been decided. 

Rue 29. When the previous question is ordered, the 
vote shall be taken upon all pending amendments, and finally 
upon the main question. 

Rue 30. All incidental questions of order arising after 
a motion is made for the previous question, shall be decided 
without debate, except on an appeal; and on such an appeal 
no member shall be allowed to speak more than once without 
leave of the council. 


APPEAL. 


Rute 31. No appeal from the decision of the president 
shail be entertained unless itis seconded; and no motion but 
to adjourn shall be in order till the question on the appeal 
has been decided. The question shall be put as follows: 
“Shall the decision of the chair stand as the judgment of the 
council?’’ and it shall be deemed to be decided in the 
affirmative unless a majority of the votes given are to the 
contrary. 


VOTING. 


Rue 32. If the president is unable to decide, or if any 
member doubts a vote, the president shall cause a rising vote 
to be taken on the question without further debate. The 
president shall appoint two tellers for each division of the 
council, as fixed by him, who shall agree on a count, and 
report the result aloud to him. 

Rute 33. A motion that any pending vote shall be taken 
by yeas and nays shall be in order at any time, and no debate 
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shall be allowed thereon, but it shall be passed by the assent 
of one-fifth of the members present. Every member present 
shall answer to his name unless excused before the vote is 
taken. 

Rute 34. After the announcement of a vote, not taken 
by yeas and nays, any member may move for a verification 
thereof by yeas and nays, and on such motion a debate of the 
original question, not exceeding five minutes, shall be per- 
mitted, and the yeas and nays shall be taken, provided one- 
fifth of the members voting shall so require. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


RuLE 35. When a vote has been passed, any member 
may move a reconsideration thereof at the same meeting, 
either immediately after the announcement of such vote, or 
whenever motions are in order; or if any member, who is 
not shown by a yea and nay vote to have voted against the 
prevailing side, shall give notice to the clerk, before ten 
o'clock A.M. of the next day but one following that on 
which a meeting was ‘held, except the final meeting of the 
year, or that preceding any adjournment for over two weeks, 
of his intention so to do, he may move a reconsideration at 
the next meeting at which said motion is reached in the 
order of proceedings. 

RuLeE 86. Debate on motions to reconsider shall be 
limited to thirty minutes, and no member shall speak more 
than five minutes. Whenever a matter has been especially 
assigned, a notice, as above specified, to reconsider any vote 
affecting it, shall be considered whenever such special assign- 
ment takes effect. 

Rute 387. When a motion for reconsideration has been 
decided, that decision shall not be reconsiGered, and no 
question shall be twice reconsidered unless it has been 
amended after the reconsideration } nor shall any reconsidera- 
tion be had upon the following motions: 


To adjourn. 

The previous question. 

To lay on the table. 

To close debate at a specified time. 


RESCINDING VOTES. 


Rute 38. After a vote has been refused a reconsidera- 
tion, it shall not be rescinded unless two-thirds of the

whole number of the members of the common council vote 
in the affirmative. 


ELECTIONS. 


Rute 39. All elections of city officers by this branch 
shall be held in accordance with the provisions of chapter 
170 of the Acts of the year 1899. 


SEATS OF MEMBERS. 


Rue 40. No person except a member of the council 
shall be permitted to occupy the seat of any member while 
the council is in session. ‘The seats of the members of the 
council shall be numbered, and shall be determined, in the 
presence of the council, by drawing the names of members 
und the number of the seat simultaneously ; and each mem- 
ber shall be entitled for the year to the seat bearing the 
number so drawn against his name, and shall not change it 
except by the permission of the president. 


SPECTATORS. 


Ruxe 41. The city messenger shall allow no person upon 
the floor of the council chamber, or in either of the ante- 
rooms, except members of the city government, heads of 
departments and reporters, without the permission of the 
president; and, while the council is in session, no person, 
except members of the city government, heads of depart- 
ments and reporters, shall be allowed in either of the ante- 
rooms on the easterly side. The president shall order such 
accommodations on the floor for reporters and spectators as 
he shall deem proper; provided, however, that no spectators 
shall be seated behind members of the council. 

Rue 42. The council chamber shall be used for meet- 
ings of the council only, unless by special vote of the com- 
mon council; provided, that during the summer recess the 
president may allow the chamber to be used for public pur- 
poses, in all cases reporting his action to the council at its 
next meeting. The anteroom and large committee-room on 
the east shall be subject to the same rules, except that the 
president may allow committee meetings to be held therein 
at times when the council is not in session. ‘The clerk’s 
room shall be assigned to the clerk of the common coun- 
cil for occupancy and use. The anteroom between the 
council’ chamber and the clerk’s room shall be used during 
the meetings of the council to give access to the seats on the 
floor, and for such other purposes as the president may direct ; 
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provided, that smoking there shall not be allowed on the part 
of visitors. The general care and supervision of these rooms 
are hereby intrusted to the city messenger, subject to the 
direction of the president; but no expenditure of money shall 
be made except by direct vote of the common council. 


PARLIAMENTARY PRACTICE. 


Rue 43, The rules of parliamentary practice as con- 
tained in Cushing’s “Law and Practice of Legislative 
Assemblies ” shall govern this council in all cases in which 
they are applicable, and in which they are not consistent 
with these rules or the joint rules of the city council. 


REPEAL. 


Rute 44. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended or repealed, at any time, except by the 
votes of two-thirds of the members of the common council 
. present and voting thereon.

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ORDINANCES OF 1905.— CHAPTER 1. 


CONCERNING COMMONWEALTH PARK. 


Chapter twenty-eight of the Revised Ordinances of 1898 
is hereby amended in the first section thereof by inserting 
between the word “ Boston” and the word “and” in the 
tenth line of said section, the words “ the grounds of Com- 
mouwealth park.” [ Approved June 28, 1905. 


CHAPTER 2. 


CONCERNING A PORTION OF COMMONWEALTH AVENUE. 


Section one of chapter twenty-eight of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1898 is hereby amended by inserting, in the fifth 
line of said section, after the words ‘ Beacon street,” the 
words “and from Brighton avenue to Chestnut Hill avenue.”

REGULATIONS OF 1905, CHAPTER 1. 


CONCERNING THE USE oF ROADWAYS FOR VEHICLES. 


Section six of chapter six of the Revised Regulations of 
1898, as amended by chapter four of the Regulations of 
1902, is hereby amended by striking out the following words : 
“ provided, however, that no load, the weight whereof exceeds 
three tons, shall be carried on any vehicle in State street 
between the Old State House and Kilby street, during the 
construction of the East Boston Tunnel, unless delivery 
of said Joad is to be made in said portion of said State street ’’, 
and by inserting in place thereof the following words: “ pro- 
vided, however, that no load, the weight whereof exceeds 
three tons, shall be carried on any vehicle in any street or 
section of a street through or under which tunnels or subways 
are in process of construction by the Boston Transit Com- 
mission.” [Approved March 14, 1905. 
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ORDINANCES OF 1906.—CHAPTER 1. 


CONCERNING THE STREET DEPARTMENT. 


Sxction 1. Chapter thirty-eight of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1898, establishing the street department and defining the 
duties thereof, is hereby repealed. 

Sect. 2. The following departments are hereby created to 
perform the duties given to the superintendent of streets by 
said chapter, to wit, a street department, a bridge depart- 
ment, a sanitary department, a sewer department, a street 
cleaning and watering department, and a supply department, 
the duties of said departments being defined by the follow- 
ing chapters to be inserted in their proper places in the 
Revised Ordinances: 


CHAPTER STREET DEPARTMENT. 


SEcTION. 1. The street department shall be under the 
charge of the superintendent of streets, who shall constfuct 
all streets, shall have discretionary power as to the grades, ; 
materials and other particulars of the construction of streets 
and sidewalks, and shall have charge of and keep in good 
condition and repair streets and public ways. 

SEcT. 2. Said superintendent, through a deputy superin- 
tendent of the ferry division, to be appointed by the mayor, 
shall have the care and management of the ferries owned by 
the city, shall purchase or build all boats and make the neces- 
sary repairs and alterations on the-slips, drops, buildings and 
boats used for ferry purposes, and shall cause all moneys 
received by him or his subordinates from tolls and other 
sources to be paid to the city collector on the day following 
the date of the receipt thereof, but may leave in the posses- 
sion of the clerk to the superintendent of the ferry division ~ 
a sum not exceeding one thousand dollars for making change 
and for other-purposes. 

SEcT. 3. Said superintendent shall place and maintain in 
one or more suitable conspicuous places, to be selected by 
him on each street of the city, the name of the street and of 
the ward in which the street is situated, as shown by the 
records; shall require the number of each building on a 
street which he shall designate as the street number thereof 
to be affixed to or inscribed on the building by the owner, 
and may determine the form, size and material of any such 
number and the place and mode of affixing or inscribing it. 
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Secor. 4. Said superintendent may issue permits to persons 
having authority in the premises to open, occupy, obstruct 
and use portions of the streets, and, should the portion of 
the street which has been so opened or used require repaving 
or resurfacing within a period of twelve months from the 
time it has been so used, the superintendent of streets shall 
notify the person applying for the permits under authority of 
which the portion was so used, to make such repairs as in the 
opinion of said superintendent are necessary, and, in case of 
the failure of the said person to make such repairs within 
one week from the date of the said notification, then the 
superintendent of streets shall have the right to make 
such necessary repairs, and the expense of the same shall 
be paid by such person; all amounts received by the city 
collector for work done or materials furnished under noti- 
fication of the superintendent of streets, as above authorized, 
shall be placed to the credit, and used as a part, of the 
appropriation for the street department. Every permit issued 
as aforesaid shall specify the time, place, size, and use of 
such opening, occupation, or obstruction, and the time within 
which the street must be put in good condition, and shall be 
on a condition the terms of which shall be those stated in 
chapter three, section twenty-one, of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1898, and, in addition, that the person applying. for the 
permit shall place and maintain, from the beginning of twilight 
through the whole of every night, over or near the place so 
occupied, opened, obstructed or used, and over or near any 
dirt, gravel, or other material placed in or near such place, 
a light or lights sufficient to protect travelers from injury ; 
shall place and maintain a safe and convenient way for the use 
of foot travelers and for vehicles around or over such place; 
shall provide suitable sanitary accommodations for his employ- 
ees; shall protect such trees as shall be designated by the 
superintendent of public grounds in such manner as he shall 
specify ; shall, if he does not within the time prescribed by 
said superintendent put the street into good condition satis- 
factory to said superintendent, pay whatever sum the said 
superintendent shall expend for putting it into such condition ; 
and shall deliver up the permit to an officer of the police force 
of said city on or before the expiration of the time fixed in the 
permit for completing work, such permit to be returned by 
said officer to the street department ; said superintendent may, 
in addition to said specifications, specify in the permit, or after 
the issuing thereof, in writing, the kind of rail or fence to 
enclose the place, and the kind of way over or around such 
place, and the manner of constructing the same. 
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Sect. 5. Said superintendent may issue such a permit 
to any person who presents a permit from the water depart- 
ment to repair or lay water pipes, and to any person who 
presents a permit from the lamp department to erect or repair 
a lamp. 

Sect. 6. Said superintendent may issue such a permit to a 
responsible person for the purpose of raising and lowering 
goods and merchandise into and from buildings, on a condi- 
tion the terms of which shall be those stated in chapter three, 
section twenty-one, of the Revised Ordinances of 1898, and 
in addition that the person applying- for the permit shall 
maintain, during the whole time the work is in progress, good 
and sufficient barriers across the sidewalk, from the wall of 
the building to or from which the goods or merchandise are 
so raised out to the curbstone or edge of the sidewalk, on 
each side of said goods or merchandise, sufficient to protect 
travelers from injury or danger; and that he will not encum- 
ber the sidewalk for more than fifteen minutes at a time for 
such work. 

SEcT. 7. Said superintendent shall issue such permit to 
any person authorized by the board of aldermen to place 
a coal hole, vault, or coal slide under a street, or a cover 
thereto, on a condition the terms of which shall be those 
hereinbefore stated in section four of this chapter, and 
in addition that the person applying for the permit shall 
make the underground structure, if a coal slide, with the 
sides at least eight inches thick, of good hard brick, laid 
in cement; if other than a coal slide, with the outer wall 
next to the roadway at least two and a halt feet thick, of 
heavy granite blocks, laid in cement, the side walls at least 
one foot thick, of good hard brick, or of granite blocks laid in 
cement; the top of iron, or iron and glass, or of rough sur- 
faced iron, or, at least six inches thick, either of good hard 
brick laid in the form of an arch turned in a good and suffi- 
cient manner, or of rough hammered granite or bluestone, 
or North river flagstone; shall make the opening of a coal 
hole or coal slide circular, and not more than eighteen inches 
in diameter, and furnish a cover therefor of iron, made with 
a rough upper surface, and with three or more iron rods or 
legs at least two feet in length, fitting closely to the side of 
the opening, and projecting downwards from the under side 
of the cover, and so constructed that while the cover can be 
lifted perpendicularly it cannot be tipped or easily removed 
from the opening. 

Sect. 8. Said superintendent shall, when authorized 
thereto by the board of aldermen, issue such a permit to a 
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building mover actually engaged in the business, for the pur- 
pose of moving a building through the streets, on a condition 
the terms of which shall be as far as applicable those stated 
in section four of this chapter; provided, that an application 
for such permit, describing the locations from and to which, 
and the route over which, the building is to be moved, the 
length, width, and height of the building, and the principal 
material of its exterior and roof, and accompanied by the 
written consent of the building commissioner to the placing | 
of the building on the lot proposed, shall be first made to 
said superintendent, who shall make an examination ‘of the 
premises and report thereon to the board of aldermen for its 
action. Whenever it appears that the moving of the building 
will encumber the tracks of any railroad corporation, a public 
hearing shall be given by the board of aldermen upon the 
subject before such permit is authorized. 

Secr. 9. Said superintendent shall, when authorized 
thereto by an order of the board of aldermen, issue such a 
permit to a responsible person for the purposes of laying, 
maintaining and using wires, railway tracks or rails in the 
streets, or wires, pipes, or conduits under the surface thereof, 
on a condition the terms of which shall be those stated in 
section four of this chapter, and in addition that the person 
applying for the permit shall, whenever requested so to do 
by the mayor, furnish in his conduits for wires accommoda- 
tions, free of charge, for all wires belonging to, or to be used 
by, the city; shall remove the conduits and wires whenever 
directed, and not until directed, so to do by the board of 
aldermen; and shall not disturb or interfere with any wires, 
pipes, or sewers lawfully laid in such street or connected 
therewith. 

SreoT. 10. Said superintendent shall, when authorized 
thereto by an order of the board of aldermen, issue such a 
permit to a responsible person for the purpose of placing 
and maintaining in the streets poles for the support of wires, 
on a condition the terms of which shall be those hereinbefore 
stated in section four of this chapter, and in addition that the 
person applying for the permit shall keep said poles well 
painted and in good condition, to the satisfaction of the 
superintendent of streets ; shall place the wires on said poles 
not less than twenty-five feet from the ground; shall keep 
the name of the person owning the pole distinctly painted on 
the cross bars used and occupied by him on the pole, and also 
on the pole at a point not less than six feet nor more than 
eight feet from the ground; shall allow the departments of 
the city the exclusive use of the upper cross bar and top of 
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each pole, free of all charge, for the purpose of placing wires 

thereon; shall not suffer or permit any other person to place 
or keep wires on said poles, or upon the fixtures thereto 
affixed, without permission being first obtained in writing 
from the board of aldermen; shall not remove any pole 
erected under this order until, and shall remove any pole 
when, directed by the board of aldermen so to do; and that 
on the violation of any term of these conditions the said 
superintendent shall remove the poles at the expense of the 
person owning them. 

SEcT. 11. Said superintendent, before he delivers any 
such permit to any person for the applicant therefor, shall 
have received from such person a certificate that a copy of 
the permit, entered in a book kept for the purpose, is a cor- 
rect copy of the permit he receives, and.the applicant, unless 
an employee of the city applying for a permit for public 
work, shall have given a bond, in the case of permits under 
sections four, six and seven of this chapter of one thou- 
sand dollars, under section eight of this chapter of three 
thousand dollars, and under sections nine and ten of this 
chapter of twenty thousand dollars, each bond with one or 
more sureties satisfactory to said superintendent, conditioned 
to the faithful observance of the conditions and specifica- 
tions of each and every permit thereafter issued on his 
application by the superintendent of streets; and said 
superintendent of streets may at any time require a new 
bond, which shall be considered a strengthening bond unless 
the sureties on the former bond or bonds are expressly 
released from their liability by vote of the city council. No 
bond shall be required of any person for a permit to open a 
public street for the purpose of planting a tree therein if 
said person has been duly authorized by the proper municipal 
authorities to plant trees in said highways. 

SecT. 12. Said superintendent shall not issue any such 
permit to a person who has within twelve months previous to 
his application violated or failed to observe the conditions or 
specifications of any such permit; but the issuing of such 
permits, and the opening, occupation, obstruction, and use 
of portions of streets, and the making and maintaining of 
coal holes, vaults, and other permanent excavations under 
the surface o! streets, and their covers, shall be subject to 
any permission, control, regulation, restriction, or revocation 
which the board of aldermen may make. 

Sect. 13. Every owner of an estate hereafter maintaining 
any cellar, vault, coal hole, or other excavation under the 
part of the street adjacent to, or which is a part of, his estate, 
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shall do so only on condition that such maintenance shall be 
considered as an agreement on his part to hold the city 
harmless from any claims for damage to himself or the occu- 
pants of said estate resulting from gas, sewage, or water 
leaking into such excavation or upon such estate; and every 
such owner, and every person maintaining a post, pole, or 
other structure in a street, or a wire, pipe, conduit, or other 
structure under a street, shall do so only on the condition 
that such maintenance shall be considered as an agreement — 
on his part with the city to keep the same and the covers 
thereof in good repair and condition at all times during his 
ownership, and to indemnify and save harmless the city 
against any and all damages, costs, expenses, or compensa- 
tion which it may sustain or be required to pay by reason of 
such excavation or structure being under or in the street, or 
being out of repair during his ownership, or by reason of 
any cover of the same being out of repair or unfastened 
during his ownership. 

Sect. 14. Said superintendent shall require every person 
who maintains an entrance on a level with, or below, or a 
flight of steps descending immediately from, or near, the 
line of a street, and which is not otherwise safely and 
securely guarded to the satisfaction of said superintendent, 
to enclose such entrance or steps with a permanent iron rail- 
ing on each side, at least three feet high from the top of the 
sidewalk or pavement, and to provide the same with a gate, 
opening inwardly, or two iron chains across the entrance 
way, one near the top and the other half way from the 
ground to the top of the railing, and to keep said gates or 
chains closed during the night, unless the entrance or steps 
are sufficiently lighted to prevent accidents. 

Sect. 15. Said superintendent shall keep a record of the 
notices of defects in streets sent to him, with the name of 
the person giving the notice, and the time when given, and 
he shall without delay cause the locality of the alleged defect 
to be examined, and, if the defect is of such a character as 
to endanger the safety of public travel, shall-do whatever 
may be necessary to protect the public from injury by the 
defect, and cause it to be immediately repaired; and every 
person in the employ of the city shall send to said superin- 
tendent notice of every such defect which may come to his 
notice. 

Sect. 16. Said superintendent shall perform all the duties 
concerning streets given to superintendents of streets by the 
statutes of the Commonwealth. 
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CHAPTER SEWER DEPARTMENT. 


SECTION 1. The sewer department shall be under the 
charge of the superintendent of sewers, who shall have 
the general supervision of all sewers under the control of 
the city; shall make all necessary repairs thereon and keep 
the same in proper condition; he shall construct all sewers, 
shall have discretionary power as to grades, materials, and | 
other particulars of the construction of sewers, but shall not 
commence the construction of a sewer in any street until 
after he has notified the superintendent of streets of his 
intention to construct said sewer, and has received the con- - 
sent in writing of the superintendent of streets to the open- 
ing of the street or streets for the construction of said sewer 
at the time proposed; shall, after receiving a statement 
from the superintendent of streets fixing the location thereof, 
build all such catch basins for the public ways as the super- 
intendent of streets may deem necessary ; shall, when build- 
ing a new sewer, also build all catch basins to be connected 
therewith in the locations fixed therefor by the superintend- 
ent of streets; shall clean and maintain all catch basins of the 
city in the public streets connected with the public sewers ; 
shall have charge of the pumping station, reservoirs, and other 
apparatus and appliances of the improved system of sewer- 
age; shall have the care and custody of all property acquired 
by the city for said purposes, and shall make and deliver 
to the city collector or other official designated by statute 
all bills for sewer assessments. Said superintendent shall 
carry out any directions of the board of aldermen as to 
matters in the control of said board relating to drains and 
sewels. 

SEcT. 2. Said superintendent shall keep a book in which 
he shall record the date of every order for constructing the 
sewer, the name of the contractor or builder constructing it, 
the date of commencing and the date of completing the work, 
and the cost of the sewer; also a book in which he shall 
certify the names of the owners of estates assessed for the 
construction of the sewer, the number of feet of land of each 
estate bordering on the street or strip of land in which the 
sewer was laid, the amount of each assessment, the date of 
the completion of the sewer, and the dates when the notices 
of assessment were given. 

SECT. 3. Said superintendent shall keep a plan for every 
existing and every new sewer, showing its depth, breadth, 
mode of construction, and general direction, and shall, from 
time to time, ascertain and insert on said plans all entries 
made into the sewers. 
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SrcT. 4. Said superintendent shall, when about to builda 
new sewer or repair an old sewer, notify all abutters on that 
part of the line of said sewer when he proposes to do work, 
and afford them facilities for entering the sewer; and shall, 
when about to construct a hew sewer, at least four weeks 
before beginning work, notify the superintendent of lamps, 
the water commissioner and all persons authorized to place 
any structure in the street or streets through which said 
sewer is to be built, and require and see that all said depart- 
ments or persons having any work to be done in the streets _ 
so designated shall do all such work before the surface of 
such street is again prepared for and opened to public travel. 

SECT. 5. Said superintendent may issue a permit to com- 
petent mechanics for the purpose of entering particular drains 
into public drains and sewers, on a condition the terms of 
which shall be those hereinbefore stated in section four of 
chapter headed “Street Department,” and, in addition, that 
the person applying for the permit shall make connection of 
the said drain with the said sewer only in the manner shown 
on the back of said permit, and only in the presence of an 
inspector of the sewer division; shall have on the ground, 
when the inspector arrives to see the connection made, any 
slant, bend, or curve to be used in making the connection ; 
shall not cover up any work until inspected by one of said 
inspectors ; shall not lay the drain in the same trench with a 
water pipe ; shall not connect any exhaust from a steam engine, 
any blow off from asteam boiler, or any other pipe for deliv- 
ering steam or hot water with a drain or sewer; shall, when 
he receives any pipe from the sewer department in exchange 
for another, return such other to the yard of the sewer 
department within twenty-four hours after receiving. such 
exchange. Said superintendent shall in each drain permit 
specify the size, material, and mode of construction of the 
particular drain, and the direction and grade for laying it, 
but, before issuing a permit for entering a drain into a particu- 
lar public sewer from land upon which a sewer assessment 
has not been paid, he shall be paid for the city an assess- 
ment of two cents per square foot for all land in the estate 
from which the entry is made within one hundred feet of 
the street or strip of land in which ue sewer or particular 
drain is laid. 


CHAPTER BRIDGE DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. The bridge department shall be in charge of 
the superintendent of bridges, who shall have the care and 
management of all bridges which are used as highways and 
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are, in whole or in part, under the charge of the city, and of 
so much of Harvard bridge and of Prison Point bridge as are 
under the charge and control of the board of aldermen or 
of the city; shall be the commissioner to act with another 
commissioner for the city of Cambridge, and as such com- 
missioner shall have and exercise all the powers in relation 
to West Boston bridge and Craigie bridge conferred by 
chapter three hundred and two of the Acts of the year 
1870; shall, when he exposes any portion of the structure 
on which the strength of a bridge depends, notify the 
city engineer and afford him an opportunity to inspect the 
same; shall make all repairs affecting the strength of any 
bridge, under the supervision of the city engineer; shall 
keep the rails and planks in good order, and all dirt, 
snow and ice removed from the sidewalks; shall keep all 
said bridges, or those parts thereof under his care, and the 
abutments, guards, draws and wharves thereof, clean and 
in good condition and repair; shall appoint drawtenders 
for the draws in bridges of which he has the care, and 
see that they properly perform their duties, and may 
remove them for such cause as he shall deem sufficient, and 
shall assign in his order of removal. Each drawtender so 
appointed shall take charge by night and by day of the draw 
of which he is drawtender; shall require from the person in 
charge of a vessel applying to pass through the draw a true 
_ Statement of the name, extreme width, and draught of the 
vessel; shall determine the order in which vessels may pass 
through the draw, and may direct the placing of warping 
lines, anchors and cables, and the use of any warping 
apparatus. provided by the city; shall cause the draw to be 
opened for the passage of vessels when moving with the tide, 
and, in his discretion, when moving against the tide, if the 
wind is favorable or if the vessel is in tow; but he shall not 
allow any vessel to pass through the draw of the Charlestown 
bridge, so-called, except such vessels as shall be ready to go 
through at the following times: 6.80 A.M., 9.30 A.M., 11 
A.M., 12 M., 1.30 P.M., 3 P.M., 8.30 P.M., 11.30 P.M., and 
from 11.30 P.M. until 6 A.M.; nor shall any vessel be 
allowed to pass through the draw of Congress-street bridge 
between the hours of 6 A.M. and 8.30 A.M., or between the 
hours of 4.30 P.M. and 6.30 P.M.; shall cause the draw to 
be closed with all possible expedition after a vessel has 
passed through, not permitting more than one vessel to pass 
through at one opening of the draw, except that, when the 
draw is open and the bridge is free from persons desiring to 
cross, he may, in his discretion, permit other vessels to pass 
through before causing the draw to be closed. 
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SecT. 2. Said superintendent shall in his annual report 
include a statement of repairs and expenditures of each 
bridge under his charge, of the number of times each draw 
of a bridge has been opened for the passage of vessels, of 
the number of vessels laden with cargo that have passed 
through each draw, and shall perform such other duties as 
have been or may be imposed by statute upon the person or 
persons having charge of bridges in the City of Boston. 


CHAPTER ——. SANITARY DEPARTMENT. 


SEcTION 1. The sanitary department shall be under the 
charge of the superintendent of sanitary department, who 
shall have the care and maintenance of the city teams and 
stables and of all the appliances and apparatus now or here- 
after in use in connection with the removal of ashes, house 
dirt, and house offal, and who shall remove the same, and all 
other noxious and refuse substances from yards and areas 
when so placed as to be easily removed; and shall, when 
requested by the superintendent of streets or the board of 
health, render to said superintendent or board in the dis- 
charge of his or its duties concerning the sanitary condition 
of the city, all the assistance that can be given by himself or 
his department. 


CHAPTER ——. STREET CLEANING AND WATERING 
DEPARTMENT. 


SECTION 1. The department of street cleaning and water- 
ing shall be under the charge of the superintendent of street 
cleaning and watering, who shall have the care and mainte- 
nance of the city teams, horses and carts, and the city 
stables, and of all the appliances and apparatus now or here- 
after in use in connection with the cleaning and watering of 
streets; shall keep the streets ina clean and wholesome con- 
dition; shall keep all sidewalks in front of or around city 
buildings free from snow and ice; shall have charge of the 
watering of the streets, squares and public ways, and shall, so 
far as appropriations permit, keep the streets and public 
ways in said city so-watered as to be free from dust; and 
shall, when requested by the superintendent of streets or the 
board of health, render to said superintendent or board in 
the discharge of his or its duties concerning the sanitary 
condition of the city streets all the assistance that can be 
given by himself or his department. 

SrcT. 2. Said superintendent shall, if requested by the 
superintendent of streets, furnish watering carts when said 
superintendent is making or repairing macadam roads. 
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SEotT. 8. Said superintendent shall, if requested so to do, 
perform the duties concerning street watering and assess- 
ments therefor imposed by the street watering act so-called. 


CHAPTER SUPPLY DEPARTMENT. 


SECTION 1. The supply department shall be under the 
charge of the superintendent of supplies, who shall supply 
all the materials, apparatus and other supplies used and to 
be used, except furniture and those supplied by the superin- 
tendent of printing, by the street, bridge, sanitary, sewer, and 
street cleaning and watering departments, and such material 
for the other departments of the city as may be asked for by 
requisition to him in writing, signed by the head of such 
department. Said superintendent shall on the fifteenth day 
of each month send to the city auditor a detailed bill of the 
purchases made for each department during the preceding 
month, which bill shall be approved by the official in charge 
of the department. 

SEcT. 2. Said superintendent shall keep proper books of 
account, and when satisfied of the legality of any requisition 
shall at once comply with it and make proper entries on his 
books. He shall require suitable evidence that the materials 
and supplies furnished are accepted by the officer issuing the 
requisition. 3 

SEcT. 8. ‘Said superintendent shall in his annual report 
include a statement of the cost of all supplies furnished each 
department or officer. [Approved February 14, 1906. 


CHAPTER 2. 


CONCERNING CITY OFFICERS. 


Section one of chapter two of the Revised Ordinances of 
1898 is hereby amended by inserting after the words “ The 
superintendent of streets”, the words “and a deputy super- 
intendent of ferries”; and also by inserting after said inser- 
tion and before the words “The chief weigher and two 
assistant weighers of vessels and ballast’, the words:

Chapter three of the Revised Ordinances of 
1898 is hereby amended in section five in the clause estab- 
lishing the salary of the superintendent of streets by striking 
out the words “‘seventy-five hundred ” and inserting in place 
thereof the words “ five thousand.”

CHAPTER 4. 


CONCERNING CONSUMPTIVES’ HOSPITAL. 


SECTION 1. The comsumptives’ hospital department shall 
be under the charge of a board of seven trustees, who shall 
be legal residents of Boston, and at least two of whom shall 
always be women, to be appointed by the mayor. During 
the current year one of said trustees shall be appointed for 
the term of five years, two for the term of four years, one 
for the term of three years, two for the term of two years, 
and one for the term of one year, beginning with the first 
day of May in the year 1906, and hereafter in the year in 
which any term or terms shall expire a trustee or trustees 
shall be appointed for the term of five years, beginning with 
the first day of May in the year of appointment. Any vacancy 
occurring among said trustees shall be filled by appointment 
of a trustee as aforesaid for the remainder of the term. 
Said trustees shall serve without compensation, but all 
expenses reasonably incurred by them in the performance of 
their duty shall be paid if approved by a recorded vote of the 
board of trustees. They shall organize on the first day of 
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May in each year, or as soon thereafter as may be, by the 
choice of a chairman who shall be one of their number, and 
of a secretary who may, or may not, at their discretion, be 
one of their number. No trustee, nor any person in the 
employ of said trustees, shall be interested in a private 
capacity, directly or indirectly, in any contract or agreement ~ 
for labor or for articles furnished for said department. Said 
trustees shall have charge of the expenditure of one hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars to be raised by a loan heretofore 
authorized, and shall have authority to purchase land suitable 
for such a hospital. The said trustees shall have authority 
to erect upon said land and to furnish in a suitable manner 
a building or buildings suitable for a consumptives’ hospital, 
the total expenditure for such purposes not to exceed the 
amount of said loan. ‘They shall, after the erection and 
furnishing of said building or buildings, have charge of the 
same and the care and maintenance thereof, shall purchase 
all fuel and other supplies needed therefor, shall make all 
needful improvements to the lands and grounds connected 
with said hospital, shall have charge of all real estate held 
for purposes connected with said hospital, and pay, or cause 
to be paid, to the city collector any income thereof. 

SEcT. 2. Said trustees shall admit to said consumptives’ 
hospital only persons who have been inhabitants of Boston 
for at least two years preceding the date of their application 
for admission to said hospital, preference to be given to those 
persons having a legal settlement in Boston. The trustees 
shall have power to make all necessary rules and regulations 
for the carrying on of said hospital, and for the admission 
of patients. ‘The charges for the support of such inmates of 
said hospital as are of sufficient ability to pay for the same, 
or have persons or kindred bound by law to maintain them, 
shall be paid by such inmates, persons or kindred at a rate 
to be determined by the trustees of said hospital and all 
amounts so received shall be paid to the city collector. 

Sect. 3. Said trustees shall, in their annual report, in- 
_ clude a statement of the condition of the hospital, the number 
of its inmates, the admissions thereto and the discharges 
therefrom, and the deaths therein during the year. 

SEecT. 4. Chapter two of the Revised Ordinances of 1898 
is amended in section one by inserting after the words 
“bath trustees,” the words “ consumptives’ hospital trustees.” 

Sect. 5. Chapter six of the Ordinances of 1903 is hereby 
repealed. [Approved February 24, 1906. 
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CHAPTER 5. 


CONCERNING WARD-ROOM, WARD 13.

To the Honorable the Mayor and City Couneil: 


GENTLEMEN,-— On January 7 the Finance Commission 
received a letter from the Mayor’s office submitting, for the 
consideration of the Commission, a statement by the Superin- 
tendent of Sewers, dated January 6, 1908, “that public 
necessity and convenience require the construction of sewer- 
age works in certain streets” after that date, and requesting 
the approval of the Mayor to the immediate prosecution of 
the work specified at an estimate cost of $425,000. 

The magnitude of the sewer problem as affecting the 
finances of the city can hardly be overstated and has clearly 
not been grasped by recent citv administrations. The cost of 
the work now contemplated is estimated at nearly, if not quite, 
$20,000,000. The Commission cannot learn that any syste- 
matic study of this vital problem has been made by the Sewer 
Department, and it would be rash to prophesy that the 
expense will not be nearer $30,000,000, particularly if the 
work is prosecuted under present methods. The work so far 
done has been largely for political rather than for business or 
scientific reasons. 

The Commission is convinced that a halt should be called 
in the further expenditure of money raised by loan for the 
extension of sewers, until certain broad questions can be 
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thoroughly investigated and settled to the satisfaction of the 
city government. 

The difficult and important questions referred to relate : 

1. To the policy of doing work of this character by day 
labor rather than by contract at a loss to the city, as admitted - 
by the superintendent, the engineer and the acting superin- 
tendent of the department, of from 25 to 150 per cent. 

2. To the expediency of prosecuting sewer construction 
during the winter months. 

3. To the general question of the “separate system,” its 
necessity, ultimate cost and the methods of construction 
which should be adopted. 

4. To the proper mode of financing the future sewer 
construction of the city, whether by loan or otherwise, and 
if by loan whether the money should be raised inside or out- 
side the debt limit. 

5. To the question of assessing (as cannot be done under 
the present law) a reasonable proportion of the cost of this 
work upon the property owners immediately benefited. 

The Finance Commission has for several months been con- 
ducting; through its members and competent engineers , 
employed for the purpose, a careful inquiry into the work 
of the Sewer Department. ‘The waste in this department, as 
recently conducted, in the employment of labor, the letting 
of contracts and the purchase of supplies, has been enormous, 
perhaps greater than in any other department of the city 
government. 

As an illustration, the present method of letting contracts 
for cleaning catch-basins, without reference to the necessity 
of the work, may be referred to. It appears that contracts 
have been given out for cleaning basins that do not exist, 
that others are paid for twice in the same contract, that 
others have been contracted to be cleaned where cleaning 
was not necessary, that an excessive price has been paid for 
all the work and that numbers of those demanding cleaning 
have been neglected. 

The Commission has felt that a careful inquiry into the 
manner in which the work now laid out is actually being 
done and paid for should precede a consideration of the 
broader questions indicated above. The labor of investigating 
the methods of administration has been peculiarly difficult in 
this department owing tothe fact that in recent years no 
cost accounts of any value have been published or kept, and 
to the unwillingness of the department to facilitate the work 
of the Commission and its agents.

This work is by no means yet completed, but the Commis- 
sion has seen enough to be of the opinion that the Sewer 
Department is in an utterly demoralized condition in respect 
_to the discipline and efficiency of the force, the mode of 

purchasing supplies and the general methods of administra- 
tion, and that a complete reorganization is necessary if the 
city’s sewers are to be constructed and maintained with any 
honest regard for the interest of the city. 

The Commission has given much thought to the five 
questions of general policy indicated above, and believes it 
now has sufficient information as to the methods of the 
department to justify it in considering these particular 
matters in detail with the assistance of such advice and infor- 
mation as it can procure from the State Board of Health, 
the Metropolitan Water and Sewerage Board, the engineers 
of the Sewer Department and its own professional advisers. 
It will report thereon as soon as possible. 

The Commission desires to call the attention of the city 
government to the astonishing provisions of the present laws 
(Statutes 1899, chapter 450, section 1; Statutes 1903, 
chapter 268; Statutes 1907, chapter 485), which, as inter- 
preted by the department, the City Auditor and the Corpora- 
tion Counsel, prohibit the city from spending any money on 
sewer construction except that which may be raised by loans 
outside the debt limit. This legislation prevents the city, were 
it so inclined, from spending any money raised by taxes or 
loans inside the debt limit upon sewer construction, pro- 
hibits the exercise of economy and actually puts a premium 
upon extravagance and expense. ‘These laws should be. 
changed. 

With reference to the work recommended by the Superin- 
tendent of Sewers in his letter of January 6, 1908, the Com- 
mission notes that it comprises thirty-seven items of sewer 
constructions, twenty-three of which are to be done by con- 
tract and fourteen by day labor. 

The twenty-three contracts have already been let, and 
include one for $4,261 which was awarded after a public 
competition. Of the remaining twenty-two contracts, three 
were let by competition, and in the case of a few others the 
absence of competition was apparently justifiable. Most of 
these contracts, however, involving a total expenditure of 
$20,000, were handed out as “ gift contracts” to political 
friends of the administration. Some of them were for work 
done in connecting or contiguous streets, and these jobs 
should have been let together. Eight of the contracts were 
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for sums varying between $1,400 and $2,000. None of them 
exceeded the latter amount. 

These contracts are to be charged partly to the loans for 
“ Sewerage Works” and partly to the loans for the ‘‘ Separate 
Systems of Drainage.” The unexpended balances available 
from the loans for these purposes already issued are sufficient 
to cover the contracts in question. 

Although the work was “split” into too many contracts, 
and most, if not all, of them— not merely three out of 
twenty-two — should have been advertised and not awarded 
by favor to political contractors, they appear to be valid 
obligations to the city, and the work under them must appar- 
ently be permitted to go on. 

The remaining items, fourteen in all, represent work to be 
done by day labor, at an aggregate estimated cost of about 
$385,000. 

For the moment the unexpended balance of the appropria- 
tion already raised by loan for the “ Separate Systems of Drain- 
age’’ is sufficient to permit the continuance of this part of the 
department programme, at least for some months’ to come; 
but the unexpended balance of the appropriation raised by 


loan for “Sewerage Works” will be exhausted about Feb- 


ruary 15, 1908, if the bills for materials and other purposes 
incurred for the same are paid, as they should be, when due. 
To continue this work in the absence of a fresh appropriation 
will be a violation of the law, and, therefore, unless such 
an appropriation is made, the work should stop on or about 
_ the 15th of February, 1908. 

Pending the completion.of its investigation of this depart- 
ment and the sewerage system generally, the Finance Com- 
mission, in answer to the Mayor’s request, recommends: 

1. The continuance of the contract work outlined in the 
Superintendent’s letter of January 6, 1908. . 

2. The continuance for the present of the day labor work on 
“Separate Systems of Drainage” items; the same to be 
prosecuted, however, with greater efficiency and less waste 
than in the past. 

3. The discontinuance of all work on the Sewerage 
Works items as soon as the appropriation for the same is 
exhausted. 

4. If it is desired to provide a fresh appropriation for the 
continuance of the Sewerage Works items pending a final 
decision on the general question reserved, a reasonable sum 
may, if existing laws do not prevent, be procured by loan 
inside the debt limit through a transfer from those items 
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of the loan bill of July 26, 1907, which the Commission 
recommended in its communication of November 29, 1907, 
should be rescinded.

RULES AND ORDERS 


are established for the regulation of Carts and other Carriages 
with Wood brought by land for sale—yviz. 


From and after Monday, the 26 day of March instant, no 
waggons, cart, or sled with wood for sale, shall be suffered to 
stand in Court street, or Cornhill, or in any other public street of 
the ‘Town of Boston, except those hereafter named.— 


One row of such waggons, carts & sleds with wood shall be 
allowed to stand on the north side of Milk street, from the west- 
erly end thereof on Cornhill, down to Congress street; also on 
the west side of Congress street, between Milk street and Water 
street; and on the south side of Water street, from Congress 
street to Devonshire street. 


As many of such waggons, carts and sleds, shall be allowed to 
stand in Bowdoin Square and the North Square, as shall, upon 
experience, be found convenient for the free passage of Car- 
riages through those Squares.

24, After such Trucks shall be registered and numbered, if 
any owner thereof shall sell, exchange or otherwise dispose of 
his property therein; the same shall be registered anew in the 
name of the person purchasing or otherwise owning the same— 
and the numbers shall be renewed as often as they shall become 
defaced or indistinct.— 


8°, From and after Monday the 8", day of July, Twenty 
Trucks, with two horses harnessed to each shall be allowed to 
stand in State street; to extend from Merchants row to Long 
Wharf on the North side; and from Kilby [438.] street to 
Broad street on the South side, in the following order. 


The Trucks numbered from 1 to 20 to have the privilege of

Copy of a letter from Charles Jackson Esq. in consequence of 
the Vote of the board of 18 September.— 


Sep. 24. 1811 
Sir 
I have considered the questions which you proposed to me, 
on the subject of the Deputy Collectors of Taxes to be appointed 
in this Town. 
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By virtue of the Act of June 18. 1802. and the vote of the 
Town of May 1811. the Collector may appoint four Deputies & 
commit to them at once the whole tax for collection; or he may 
consider them rather as Assistants, & commit to them from time 
to time distinct lists or parts of the tax. Although the Selectmen 
have no power to control or direct the Collector on this subject ; 
yet as they must fix the sum & approve the sureties for the bonds 
to be given by the Deputies, it is important for them to know 
which of the above modes the Collector intends to adopt. In one 
case a bond with sufficient sureties in the sum of five thousand 
dollars might be ample security; and in the other case thirty 
thousand dollars might be insufficient. I would therefore recom- 
mend ['%'%.] that the Selectmen should cause a communication to 
be formally made in writing to the Collector, suggesting the 
motives for the inquiry, & desiring particular information as to 
the course that he intends to pursue. You can also mention, 
either in conversation or in writing, the mode which the Selectmen 
think most advisable; and the Collector will undoubtedly be glad 
to have the aid & countenance he will derive from your opinion 
in a new case like the present. You will request an answer from 
the Collector in writing, which being preserved on your files will 
always shew the grounds on which you have proceeded. It is not 
to be expected that the Collector will decline to give such an 
answer. If however he should do so, you will then take it for 
granted that the Deputies may have the whole Tax committed to 
them at once, & you will fix the amount of their bonds & the 
quality of their sureties accordingly; and if the persons nomi- 
nated by the Collector can not give such bonds, & the intention 
of the Town should be thereby defeated, it will not be justly 
chargeable to the Selectmen. 

As to the question respecting the issuing of notifications by the 
Treasurer, the vote of the Town is not perfectly clear & explicit ; 
but I think theintention was, that every citizen should be allowed 
sixty days after receiving ['78.] his tax bill, to pay it without 
any fees to the officer, if not then paid, he is to have a new 
Notification, apprising him of the consequence of not paying it 
within ten days from that time. If this time also passes without 
payment of the tax the Treasurer must issue his warrant as 
directed in the Town’s Vote. ‘The doubt is, whether the ten 
days are to be part of the sixty days, or to be in addition to the 
sixty. Iam inclined to think that the latter was the intention ; 
& while there is any doubt, it is safest to err on the side of lenity 
in enforcing a new system; & to allow too much, rather than too 
little time, for payment of the Taxes.—

I do not know of any more particular detail I can give to 
the Board, than the one contained in my letter of the 30%

empowers the Selectmen to regulate every description of carriages 
in the streets of this Town; & the Rules and Orders [143.] 
-adopted by them in pursuance of such powers. 
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It is hereby ordered, that from and after Monday, the third - 
day of August next, the following Rules & Orders shall be in 
force, for the due regulation of carriages in the streets of the 
Town of Boston, viz’. 


Of Hay. 


All Waggons, Carts & Sleds with Hay for sale, shall stand in 
Charles street, in one line on the northerly side of said street; 
beginning at the easterly end thereof, by the new hay scales, & 
to extend as far westerly as shall be found necessary to accom- 
modate the numbers. 


Of Wood from the Country. 


The Waggons, Carts & Sleds with wood for sale, shall stand 
in Common street, from the Burying Ground gate southerly, as 
far as shall be found necessary to accommodate the numbers: & 
shall stand in one line along the westerly side of the street leaving 
the entrance to Park street & the foot passages into the mall, 
clear and unincumbered. 

As many Waggons, Carts & Sleds with wood shall be allowed 
to stand in Bowdoin Square, & the North Square, as shall, upon 
experience, be found convenient for the free passage of carriages 
through those Squares. 

And one row of such Waggons, Carts & Sleds shall be allowed 
to stand on the easterly side of Pond street, leading from Hanover 
street to Charles-River-Bridge. . 


Of Hackney Carriages. 


Six Hackney Carriages shall be allowed to stand in the North 
Square, and all other Hackney Carriages shall stand in those 
streets where their stables are situated, and immediately in front 
of their [144.] stables, as near to the side walk as possible— 
provided, that not more than two such Hackney Carriages shall 
be allowed on any such stand at one time; & that no Carriage 
shall be washed or cleaned in the streets. 

Every hackney carriage shall be numbered on each door thereof, 
in a conspicuous place, on the outside, with the figures not less 
than two inches in length; and such figures shall be painted on 
the doors or fixed on them in metal plates, & shall not be 
moveable. 

The price and rate of fare to be demanded & received for the 
conveyance of any person or persons within the limits of the 
Town, shall be for a single person, twenty five cents; & when 
more than one person shall be conveyed at one and the same time, 
twenty cents shall be paid by each & every one of them. 


Market Regulations. 


All Carts, or other carriages, with provisions of any kind for 
sale, which shall stand in Duck square, Market Square, Union 
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& Ann streets, shall be under the direction of the Clerk of the 
Market; all horses shall be taken from such carriages & carried 
to one of the neighbouring stables, or otherwise removed from the 
streets by the owners or drivers. 

No cart nor other carriages shall be suffered to stand in Court 
street, Exchange street, or the passage way between Dock Square 
& Union—street. 

No person shall be allowed to stand with vegetables or fruit 
for sale in Dock Square, until all the stalls in Market Square shall 
be occupied; and no carts, for sale of articles, shall stand in 
Cornhill, until Dock Square shall be filled, at the discretion of the 
Clerk of the Market: & those Carriages which for want of room 
in Dock Square, shall be obliged to stand in Cornhill, shall be 
ranged on one side of the street only. 

No waggons, carts nor sleds, with hogsheads, barrels, boats, 
hoop poles, oars, timber, boards, ladders, spouts nor gutters, 
(145.] wooden nor tin ware, chairs nor baskets, shall be 
suffered to stand in Market nor Dock squares, in State street, nor 
any street contiguous thereto; but shall have a convenient stand 
on land belonging to the Town, about the middle of Pond street, 
between the Baptist Meeting-houses. 

No carts nor other carriages with provisions for sale, and no 
chaises not other riding carriages shall stand in State street. 

All waggons, carts & Sleds with cider, shall stand in Water 
street in one line on the north side thereof, & in Adams street on 
the east side thereof & as many in Liberty square as shall be 
found convenient for the free passage of Carriages through said 
square. 

Of Trucks, Sleds & Carts. 

All trucks owned by any inhabitant of the Town of Boston, 
shall be registered in a book to be kept by the Town Clerk for 
that purpose; & shall be numbered from number one in succes- 
sion; & said numbers shall be distinctly painted on both shafts 
of said trucks, in black letters & figures at least three inches in - 
length on a white ground. 

After such Trucks shall be so registered & numbered, if 
any owner thereof shall sell, exchange or otherwise dispose of 
his property therein, the same shall be registered anew in the 
name of the person purchasing or otherwise owning the same; & 
the number shall be renewed as often as they shall become 
defaced or indistinct. 

Twenty trucks, with two horses harnessed to each, shall be 
allowed to stand in State street: to extend to Merchants row to 
Long Wharf on the North side; & from Kilby—street to Broad 
street on the south side, in the following order: 

The trucks numbered from one to twenty, to have the privilege 
of that stand for one week; those [146.] numbered from 
twenty one to forty, to stand there the second week; & those 
numbered from forty one to sixty, to stand there the third week 
in succession—after which they shall begin again the rotation.— 
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Such trucks as have usually stood in the street at the east end 
of Faneuil Hall, shall be permitted to continue there for the 
present, under the directions of the officers of police. 

All other trucks, not accommodated as above, shall stand in 
Broad street, from Central street southerly; to be arranged in 
one line near the foot walk, on the east side for one week; & in 
the same manner on the west side on the second week; & shall 
change their stands on the east & west sides of the street weekly. 
All sleds drawn by two horses, owned by any inhabitant of this 
Town, shall be registered & numbered; & shall take their stands, 
in the season when they shall be in use, under the same regula- 
tions as are above pointed out for trucks. 

No truck nor sled with one horse, shall be permitted to stand 
in State street. 

All carts with horses, shall stand in Central street, in one line, 
on the north, for one week, & in the same manner on the south 
side, on the second week; & shall change their stands weekly. 

The Hand Carts shall stand on the easterly side of Liberty 
square & Battery March street, & all carts of every description, 
shall be marked with the owners name, legibly printed thereon 
with paint. ' 


Of Boylston Market. 


No cart, wagon, nor sled, with beef or mutton for sale, shall 
be allowed to stand in Orange, Newbury, Boylston, nor Essex 
streets. 

No carriages containing provisions of any kind, nor any empty 
carriage shall be allowed to stand in Boylston street. 

[14'%.] Carriages containing provisions, except beef or mut- 
ton, shall be allowed to stand in Orange street, in front of the 
Market house, in one line on the west side of the street, leaving 
two spaces for entrances to the Market house, to be designated 
& limited by the Clerk of the Market.

Of West Boston Market. 


No person shait be allowed to stand in Cambridge street or 
either of the streets branching therefrom with their waggons, 
carts, sleds or horses, having meat, vegetables, or other articles 
of provisions for sale; nor shall any person be allowed to place 
any stall, bench or block in said streets to exhibit any such pro- 
masons forsale & i 8 a er 

It is hereby ordered in pursuance of the authority above named, 
that if any person shall offend against either of the above rules & 
orders, he shall forfeit & pay the sum of Five Dollars, upon con- 
viction of every such breach of said rules and orders.

Boston Aug. 11, 1812. 


To the Selectmen of the Town of Boston. 

Gentlemen, 

The committee appointed by the Resolve of the inhabitants of 
the town convened on the 6™ instant, are fully aware that the 
town has always been distinguished for the peaceable and orderly 
conduct of all classes of its citizens. And although there is no 
reason to suppose that the peace of the town will be disturbed, 
yet as evils may arise when wholly [151.] unexpected, the com- 
mittee conceive that it would be universally acceptable to have 
due precautions taken against them. 

In behalf of the inhabitants, therefore, we beg leave to recom- 
mend to the Selectmen that one hundred discreet, able-bodied 
citizens should be immediately engaged to perform the duty of 
Watchmen and of special Constables of the town: That these cit- 
izens should be provided with the customary equipment of Watch- 
men, and required to patrole the town at such hours and in such 
numbers and under such regulations as the Selectmen may think 
fit: That in case of any riot or tumult it shall be the duty of the 
Watchmen to cause the bells to be tolled. 

The committee further recommend that in case of any alarm in 
the night time, all citizens, who are well disposed toward the 
preservation of the peace, and order of the town, should imme- 
diately place lights in all their windows which front towards the 
street, and keep their lights so placed untill tranquillity is 
restored. 
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That provision be immediately made, to the end, that all mil- 
itary companies instantly assemble, in case of alarm, at their 
respective places of rendezvous, ready to do duty, & there to 
await the orders of those civil & military officers, who have a law- 
ful right to command their services in support of the laws, and 
of the public peace and order. 

That when any alarm is given, all magistrates, peace officers, 
and constables, and watchmen [152.]| be requested immediately 
to proceed to the place of riot, and there pursue the steps of the 
law to suppress the same, and to seize upon and secure for trial, 
and condign punishment, the leaders and abettors thereof : —And 
in such cases, that all children or boys, and apprentices, servants 
and other persons, not holden, or associated, to do military duty, 
and who do not mean to be considered as part of a riotous assem- 
bly, and dealt with accordingly, be required instantly to retire to, 
and remain at, their respective places of abode; and that parents, 
masters, and heads of families be enjoined to cause a due obser- 
vance of this recommendation by all who are subject to their 
orders.

The military officers are desired to attend to that part of the 
regulations respecting the prompt appearance of the companies 
under their command, to aid the civil authority, in support of the

The Captain shall call every day for his orders on the Chair- 
man of the Selectmen at 12 o’clock—It shall be his duty to be 
present every night at the main watch house at [156.] 10 o’clock 
in winter and at 11 in summer, to call the roll & set the watch 
and give the constables their orders for the night.— 

The constables to make their report to the captain every 
morning of the events of the night, and the captain to lay the 
same before the Chairman of the Selectmen at 12 o’clock when 
he goes to receive his orders for the following night. The watch- 
men shall patrole in such parties and in the way that the con- 
stables shall direct, after receiving their orders from the captain.

Weld bea committee to meet daily at Faneuil Hall, to receive 
communications from the Adjutant General, or the field officers— 
and to concur with them in the plans of public defence which 
they may adopt.—

Boston April 19. 1814. 

Sir 

The Selectmen of the Town of Boston have this morning 
received the communications from the officers of the militia of the 
Town, which I have now the honour to hand to you. The Select- 
men are most fully impressed with the importance and accuracy 
of the statements made to them, and of the duty of making suit- 
able arrangements against any event that may occur.—They have 
accordingly directed me to apply to you as Commissioner for the 
appropriation of the means provided by the Legislature, to request

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in Charles street, in one line on the northerly side of said street ;

Especially we are sensible of the correctness of their views in 
the dispositions ,[269.] made for the defence of this Town; 
which have been communicated to the Board by said Commis- 
sioners in several conferences with them, and in their letter to 
the Board of the 30. June last; under this conviction we feel it 
our duty to rely, with perfect confidence, on our Rulers; and not, 
by calling a meeting of the inhabitants, to excite alarm; and in 
the presence of the Governor and Council, and of the Commis- 
sioners of known military experience, to interfere with their 
duties, or imply any doubt of the wisdom of their measures —

A plan of the street was also exhibited showing the lines as 
they had been run by the Committee—this plan had been laid 
before the petitioners for the improvement, and was approved by 
them, and they had agreed to defray the expence of removing the 
old fences, and of building a handsome new fence in front of said 
estate.—[33%7.| The plan being also approved by the board, 
it was determined to widen the street according to it, and that it 
be recorded as follows.—

The Chairman reported that M’. Sullivan had agreed to their 
proposal for purchasing the land by [the] Court house.—A deed 
was prepared by him to be signed by the board. 

By this deed it was conditioned that the building shall conform 
in appearance, as much as possible to the buildings opposite 
belonging to M*. Lowell, that the centre shall be three stories, 
but the wings both of Mr’. Sullivans buildings and the Engine 
house shall never exceed one story in height. 
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It was agreed to take a note of hand in payment, signed by 
William Sullivan & indorsed by John L & Richard Sullivan pay- 
able on demand with interest.—

Members shall take their seats alternately, on the right and left 
of the Chairman: new members chosen by the Town at the same 
time, to take places in the alphabetical order of their names. 


‘The time of meeting shall be half past three P. M. from March 
to October, and three o’clock from October to March; and punc- 
tual observance of these hours is requested.— 


Five members shall be necessary to form a board.— 


The majority of votes of members present shall be considered 
as the act of the Board; but any member may enter his dissent to 
any measure on the records: and no vote shall be reconsidered 
' by a less number than were present when the same was passed.— 


[5.] All appointments to office, made by the board, in con- 
formity to the laws of the State, or to the bye laws of the Town, 
shall be made by written votes, and at a time assigned for that 
purpose.— 


The Town Clerk shall attend at every meeting of the board, and 
shall make a record of all the proceedings, and enter the names

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of the members present.—In case of the necessary absence of the 
Town Clerk, a member shall be appointed to take the minutes 
pro. tempore. 


At the opening of each meeting, the Town Clerk shall read the 
records of the proceedings of the last meeting. — 


The monthly drafts of accounts drawn upon the Treasurer 
shall be examined by a committee of the board, & shall be 
signed by the Town Clerk and the committee before it is sent to 
the Treasurer; and no addition shall be made to the draft while 
in the hands of the Treasurer, unless the same be signed by a

There shall be standing Committees of the board for the fol- 
lowing purposes.

24, A Committee of one to each Watch house, for the same 
purposes.

5h, A Committee of three on the Market; to direct repairs 
and to attend to the proceedings and accounts of the Clerk of the 
market.— 


6, A Committee of three to have the care and superintend- 
ence of the Neck.— 


7, A Committee of three to have the care of the Common.— 


Each member of the Board shall have a portion of the Town 
assigned to him as his district, in which he shall’ have the direc- 
tion and oversight of the streets, and of the repairs necessary to 
them ;—and shall have liberty to undertake and order any work, 
the expence of which shall not exceed twenty dollars.—but no 
undertaking which shall exceed that sum, shall be begun 
or contracted for, without being first laid before the board, ['%.] 
and agreed to by vote. And the bills for all work in any district 
shall be examined and certified by the member superintending the 
district, before they shall be allowed for payment. 
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For any work that may be done in the streets which divide the 
districts, the gentlemen haying the care of the districts bordering 
thereon, shall confer together, and agree upon the same.— 


Each gentleman is particularly desired to pay attention in his 
district to all drains that may be opened, to see that they be laid 
of proper dimensions; to observe all encroachments and incum- 
brances of the streets, and to inform the Superintendent of the 
same, that measures may be taken for their speedy removal; and

We still indulge the hope, that by an amicable adjustment of 
the present difference, we may in future proceed with mutual 
satisfaction, in advancing yours and the public interest—We 
must however refer you to our former letter for the determination 
which we have adopted; it was made deliberately, and nothing in 
your communication has led us to consider it incorrect.—One 
thing only we would remark upon, that you persist in valuing 
M"*. Scollays property at 5000 dollars at the time your operations 
commenced ;—now it is well known that the rents of the wooden 
building have been about 800 dollars p’ annum during the war, 
which will give some idea of the value of the capital. — 

In hopes to adjust the business, we now offer to your choice 
some other modes of settlement. 

[25.] 1%. That the new street should be reduced two feet 
in width, which will leave it of ample dimensions, and will give 
you 900 feet of land for sale; which at the rate you have already 
sold will produce 20,000 dollars, or even at half price will give 
10,000. which will go far toward paying for M's. Scollays 
land. 

2°, We will agree that the referees who shall be chosen to 
estimate the damages to M’’. Scollay, shall consider the advan- 
tages which the Corporation and the Town will derive from taking 
down her building, and adding her land to the street; and shail 
decide what proportion of the expence the Town shall pay; for 
we are fully of opinion, that the Town and its officers ought to 
be content to leave such a question to the persons to whom 
individuals are compelled to refer their claims for property 
forcibly taken for public use. 

3°, That you should make application to the Town, at the 
next Town meeting, to take measures for removing M's. Scollays 
buildings, and connecting Tremont street with your new street. — 

If you adopt this mode, we must have your application for the 
purpose before Monday next, when the warrant for the Town 
meeting will be prepared. But we beg leave to state that we con- 
sider by thus referring the subject to the Town, all our votes and 
proceedings relative to M's. Scollays property will be cancelled : 
for after that, we can act only as we are ordered.—— 

[26.] or 4.—as there are gentlemen in your Corporation 
of great & deserved influence in the Legislature, that they should 
have the law so amended, that power may be given to proper 
persons, to assess on neighbors who are benefited, their propor- 
tion of the expense of such improvements; this is the case in 
New York, and is the most equitable mode that can be devised.—

Abstract of the new law for regulation of licenced houses, in 
the Town of Boston. 


All houses that shall be licensed for [the] sale of spirituous 
liquors, after the 1*..day of April next, will be divided into classes, 
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to be kept by Innholders, Victualers, retailers & Confectioners. 
every person carrying on business of eitherof the descriptions above 
enumerated, must be licensed for the same, by approbation of the 
Selectmen & confirmed by the Court of Sessions. 

Every person so licensed must have a sign in front of his place 
of business with his or her name thereon, and expressing the kind 
of business for which the license is given. 

No Confectioner to be allowed to sell any spirituous liquors ; 
or any mixed liquors, part of whichis spirituous; to suffer any 
person to be drinking the same in his or her house or store or 
other [98.] place of business. 

No Confectioner or Victualler shall keep open his or her house, 
store or other place of business, or entertain any person therein 
after 10. o’clock of the evening of any working day, or any part 
of the Lord’s day or evening. ; 

Every person offending against either of these regulations, shall 
on conviction thereof, forfeit and pay for each offence, a fine of 
Ten dollars, with costs of prosecution; and shall likewise forfeit 
his or her license, which cannot be restored without a new recom- 
mendation from the Selectmen to the Court of Sessions. 

This law will have no operation upon persons already licensed until 
the regular period for the renewal of their licenses on the first of | 
July next. The Selectmen have ordered the publication of the 
above, that all persons who may apply for license in future may 
be informed of the regulations adopted, and may be prepared to 
conform to the same.

1*. Innholders licences shall be granted in places provided 
for boarding houses, taverns & lodging houses for strangers. 

2°. No Innholders license shall be granted for any cellar what- 
ever.— 

3°. Victuallers licenses may be granted to cellars & shops 
where strangers are not regularly or statedly taken to lodge.— 

4%, Retail licenses, to those persons who sell liquors by retail 
according to law.— 

5, Licenses may be granted to confectioners with liberty to 
retail spirits, not to be drank in their houses, shops or dependen- 
cies.— 
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6, That one suitable person be appointed a Tythingman, to 
execute the duties assigned to that officer by the new law; who 
shall keep a book, with the names, places of residence and places 
of business of every person who shall carry on the employment of 
Innholder, Victualler, Confectioner or Retailer entered therein, in 
order that the conduct of such persons, .in their several places of 
business, may be easily inspected and known. And said officer 
shall follow the directions of the board in inspecting said houses, 
and conform himself to such regulations as shall be adopted by

The Committee appointed to revise the rules & orders of the 
board have attended that service and ask leave to report the fol- 
lowing Rules and Orders for the future regulation of the board.— 


A Chairman shall be chosen annually by written votes, who 
shall preside at the meetings of the board: the senior member 
present shall preside in the absence of the Chairman.— 


The time of the regular meeting of the board shall be on 
Wednesdays at half past three o’clock P.M. from March to Octo- 
ber, and three o’clock from October to March; and punctual 
observance of these hours is requested. The Chairman is author- 
ized to call special meetings of the board whenever it is requisite. — 


[101.] Five members shall be necessary to form a board.— 


The majority of votes of members present shall be considered 
as the act of the Board; but any member may enter his dissent 
to any measure on the records: and no vote shall be reconsidered 
by a less number than were present when the vote was passed.— 


All appointments to office, made by the board, in conformity to 
the laws of the State, or to the bye laws of the Town, shall be 
made by written votes, and at a time assigned for that purpose.— 


The Town Clerk shall attend at every meeting of the board, 
and shall make a record of all the proceedings, and enter the 
names of the members present.—In case of the necessary 
absence of the Town Clerk the Chairman shall take the minutes.

There shall be a Monthly Committee on accounts to consist of 
two members of the board taken alphabetically, who in conjunc- 
tion with the Chairman of the board, shall meet at the Selectmens 
room at o’clock on [102.] the Monday preceding the day 
on which the monthly draft is closed, whose duty it shall be, to 
receive and examine all demands against the town that shall be 
presented for payment, to make a rough draft of the same and lay 
it before the board for their inspection and approbation.—The 
draft when completed shall be signed by the Committee and the 
Town Clerk before it is sent to the Treasurer; and no addition 
shall be made to it while in the hands of the Treasurer unless the 
same is signed by a majority of the board in the form of an order.

same, that measures may be taken for their speedy removal: And 
to suggest such improvements [104.] of the streets or foot walks 
as are practicable, by a right disposition of the common resources 
of the town: and generally to pay attention to the town slips and 
Jand in their districts.

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The committee appointed to examine the state of the drain 
from M's, Dix’s house to the common sewer, reported that M's. Dix 
had consented to pay the late assessment, provided she should 
not be at any future charge for the common sewer, leading down 
Harvard street: the committee had agreed to her proposal and 
had ordered the entrance of her drain into the Harvard street 
sewer to be closed—report accepted. 


[152.] The abutters on the south side of Market square, 
having subscribed one hundred & fifty dollars towards the 
expense of new regulating and paving that part of the square 
south of Faneuil Hall, the committee were empowered to proceed 
to new pave the same wholly, instead of repairing, as formerly 
ordered.— 


An application was received from a number of the abutters on 
Lynde street, requesting that it should be dug down and regu- 
lated, & gutters paved.—Referred to M’*. Phillips with power to 
proceed on the work, unless any material objection was made by 
the other abutters. 


On the report of the committee to consider M*’. Hathaway’s 
application for [an] auction license, voted not to grant a license. 


Complaint having been made by the Clerk of the market against 
the conduct of the hand-cart men in Market square; ordered that 
all the hand-cart men be forbidden to stand in Market Square 
until further orders.—and that the Clerk of the market be desired 
to see to the observance of this order.— 


[153.] Boston ss. Ata Meeting of the Selectmen August 
28, 1817—Present the Board—except M’. Oliver. 


6 Jurors were drawn for District Court of United States.— 


On a representation from M"’. Dix, that a very offensive nuis- 
ance had been occasioned by the stoppage of her drain from its 
connection with the common sewer in Harvard street. Voted 
that M’’. Dix be informed that the board has no objection to her 
renewing the connection of her drain with that sewer if she find 
any ill consequences to follow from cutting it off. 


Representation having been made by the Spanish Consul that a 
vessel belonging to Mess". Prince & Higgins had landed a num- 
ber of Spanish sailors, which were put on board said vessel at sea, 
by the commander of a South American privateer, and requesting 
that provision should be made for them in their present destitute 
condition: or that the person who brought them should be obliged 
to maintain them.—Voted That the Spanish Consul be informed 
that it is not in the power of the Selectmen to make such provision 
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as he requests, [154.] nor do we find that the captain or owner 
of any vessel is liable to the charge of maintaining any persons 
that may be brought from foreign countries: but recommend to 
him to apply to the Overseers of the Poor for such assistance as 
may be necessary—to be defrayed on State account.— 


A petition from the tenants of the Old State House and from 
the proprietors of adjoining estates, requesting that the building 
should be wholly painted—referred to the committee to obtain 
estim ates. 


The application of M*. Stockwell for liberty to extend his 
wharf, late Barrett’s, about ten feet—referred to M’. Austin. 


- The Committee of the South district empowered to repair 
Nassau Street with gravel—in front and near the school house. 


M'. Hunnewell added to the Committee of the Neck, for the pur- 
pose of viewing the same & to report what paving is necessary 
to be done and what measures shall be taken to put the unpaved 
part in order. ; 

An answer was received from the directors of Lechmere point 
corporation in which they object to the closing of the part of 
Bridge street for the use of the hospital—the subject was con- 
sidered, but no decision had thereon.— : 


(155.] Boston ss. At a Meeting of the Selectmen Septem’. 
27, 1817.—Present the Board except M’. Silsby.— 


The Indenture between the Cornhill Corporation and the Select- 
men whereby Belknaps Alley from Court street to Brattle square 
is cancelled and the land conveyed to the Corporation, on condi- 
tion of their making a new street at least thirty feet wide, direct 
from Court street to Brattle square—having been examined and 
corrected by M*. Thacher—was executed by the Chairman & 
President of the Cornhill Corporation.— 


The Committee appointed to view the Neck reported, that it 
was necessary to repair some of the pavements, and to spread 
gravel on the whole of the east side. Voted. that the Committee 
proceed immediately to make these repairs to [the] amount of one 
thousand dollars. — 


The Committee on Boylston street were desired to continue 
the paving of that street as far as the westerly side of Carver 
street.— 


An application was received from the officers of the New Eng- 
land Guards and the company of Sea Fencibles—requesting that 
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the new gun house might [156.] be allowed to remain on the 
common, for the use of those companies.—The Chairman was 
desired to inform the gentlemen in that neighborhood of this 
request that they may have opportunity to show cause why the 
petition should not be granted. » 


The Committee of the third district was desired to pay particu- 
lar attention to prevent the steps to the new meeting house in 
School street from projecting to incommode the foot walk.— 


Return was made by Col. Freeman of the proprietors of 
trucks & carts usually standing east of Faneuil Hall—Voted, that 
the Clerk of the market be consulted respecting the number that 
may be allowed to stand there with convenience to the public, 
and to propose regulations for the trucks, carts & hand carts. — 


The Committee of the second district reported that they had 
viewed the westerly end of Green street, beyond Leverett street 
for the purpose of widening the same, and were of the opinion 
that a piece of land about six feet wide on Leverett street, and to 
run in a direction to make a gore one foot wide on Chambers 
street would be a sufficient addition—making the street thirty 
feet wide throughout.—That they could obtain that part of this 
[157.] land belonging to M'. French for seventy five cents 
p’. foot.—they stated also that M*. French considered that he 
had a claim for land taken. some years since to widen Back 
street, for which he had not received compensation.— Voted to 
accept the report of the Committee, to allow M’. French seventy 
five cents p’. foot for the land to widen Green street, and Fifty 
dollars in full for the land in Back street.—and that the Com- 
mittee apply to M’. John Odin respecting the remainder of the 
land wanted in Green street. | 


Boston ss. At a Meeting of the Selectmen Sep’. 10%. 1817. 
Present Mess’. Bulfinch, Oliver, Lovering, Austin, Phillips, 
Silsby & Dorr.— 


Return was made by M’. Samuel Snelling of the expence of 
repairing the common sewer leading from Back street to Mill 
pond, the account whereof being duly examined by the Select- 
men was by them allowed; they being informed at the same time 
that all persons concerned in said drain had been notified accord- 
ing to law and that no objection had been made.—Assessment 
was now made, an order of payment was passed by the Select- 
men as follows viz. Whereas a drain or common sewer has beer 
laid in a street leading from Back street to Mill pond—con- 
formably to the [158.] directions of the Selectmen the whole 
expense whereof amounts to seventy dollars, which expense is to 
_be borne by such persons whose drains enter therein and receive 
benefit thereby—Wherefore We the Subscribers Selectmen of the 
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Town of Boston certify that having considered the same expense 
and by whom and in what manner it ought to be paid Do Adjudge 
that the same be paid in the proportion following and by the per- 
sons hereafter named—viz.— 
Samuel Snelling, Henry Atkins, D & A. Sigourney, Shubael 
Bell and John Bishop, at $14 each 
and We hereby authorize and empower M*. Samuel Snelling to 
demand and receive the same and to give discharges therefor.— 
sioned by the members of the Board present. 


Whereas upon the twenty eight day of August last, agreement 
was made and concluded with the New Cornhill Corporation of 
the Town of Boston for the discontinuing of the passage way or 
alley, leading from Court street to Brattle Square, called Bel- 
knaps Alley, and for the opening and laying out a new street from 
said Court street to Brattle Square in lieu thereof, the same being 
in the opinion of this Board for the convenience and safety of the 
inhabitants of the Town: [159.] It is thereupon-voted that, the 
said passageway called Belknaps Alley be and the same is hereby 
discontinued throughout the extent of the same; and that the 
said Corporation, being proprietors of the estate lying and being 
on each side of the said alley, be, and they hereby are permitted 
to appropriate the said alley to their own use, and they and their 
assigns are to be forever free from any claim or disturbance 
therefor on the part of the said town of Boston :—it being under- | 
stood however, that the rights of all and any individuals haying 
any rightful claim to said passage way, if any such there are, are 
not to be in any wise affected by this vote. 


Indentures were approved & signed between Peter Ballard a 
minor and Abel Whitney of Cambridge, cabinet maker, the said 
Ballard to serve as an apprentice until April 4". 1823. 


Voted, That M*. Reuben Ramsdell shall have a lease of the 
land at the bottom of Poplar street on which the porch to his 
house now stands.— 


On the petition of a number of persons residing in Leverett 
place & Prospect street, West Boston; the Committee of 2% 
district was desired to have a gutter paved there as far as they 
should find expedient.— 


[160.] A subscription paper being presented of sums sub- 
scribed to assist in paving Hamilton street: it was voted, That 
four hundred dollars should be appropriated to that street, to be 
paid when the same shall be completed to the satisfaction of the 
board.— 


M'. Green who has been constable of one division of the watch 
for several years past having resigned from ill health—the 
i 
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applications of candidates were considered, and Voted that M’. 
William Gardner be appointed constable of one division of the 
Town watch.— 


The Committee appointed on the part of the board to meet and 
consult with a Committee of the Brattle Street Society, & the 
proprietor of certain stores on Market street for the purpose of 
regulating Brattle street, have attended that service and report, 
that they met the parties on Tuesday the 9. instant, and now 
recommend to the board, there being no objection to it on the 
part of the society, that the street be lowered and paved, on the 
following conditions: that the expense attending to it be paid, 
one half by the ‘Town, and the other half by the proprietors of 
the stores, and that one or more of them bind themselves to this 
effect ; and that the gravel or dirt be sold and accounted for; the 
proprietors of the stores paying one half the expense of carting. 
The width of [161.1 the sidewalk to be regulated by the Select- 
men.— 


This report was considered and accepted & the Committee 
desired to proceed on the work.— 


A memorial was received against the Gun House on the 
Common being permitted to remain. The same was read, 
together with the records of proceedings in 1814—when the 
consent for the gun house was first given—after consideration 
voted, that we consider it our duty to refuse the request. And 
the Chairman is desired to communicate the same to the officers 
of the companies who make the application. 

the letter was as follows.— 


Gentlemen, 


Upon receiving your application of the 29". August, 
requesting, in behalf of the members of the Companies of New 
England Guards & Sea fencibles, that the Gun house erected in 
1814 may remain on the Common for the use of those companies ; 
The Selectmen had recourse to the records of the time when the 
first application was made, and find that the consent of the board 
and of the neighbourhood to its erection,’ was on the express 
condition that the building should be removed in ninety days 
after the termination of the war, and tree of expense to the 
Town.—They also tind in a [162.] letter from George Sullivan 
Esq. of August 15™. 1814. ** that the officers of these corps have 
no views to ‘the occupancy of the place after the war.— 


The Selectmen have also received a memorial from a number 
of the inhabitants, against the continuance of the building on 
general principles of preventing encroachment of public ground, 
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but particularly as it would be directly contrary to the agreement 
and contract by which consent was first obtained. — 


The Selectmen feel every wish to accommodate gentlemen who 
volunteer their services, and devote their time to attain any 
branch of exercise or discipline which may be serviceable in time 
of danger; but in the present instance they consider it their duty 
to refuse the request made to them by the officers of the N. E. 
Guards and of the intended company of Sea fencibles, for whom 
they entertain sentiments of respect & esteem.

Powell & Dickson for 
the exhibition of stage plays and other theatrical performances | 
during the ensuing season. 


It was agreed that M’. Nath’. Brewer have the superintendence 
of the lamps on the same terms as last year. he to take measures 
to employ capable lamp lighters and to get the lamps in order 
immediately .— 


M"*. Lovering was desired to procure oil.— 


On the application of M': Benjamin Dearborn, it was agreed 
to allow him seven dollars, on the average cost of lighting each 
lamp through the season, for the supply & lighting of his lamp 
in Theatre alley—it being necessary for the public service to 
have a lamp there, and M’. Dearborn preferring to take charge 
of it himself.— 


Return was made by the Clerk of the market of a statement of 
the number of trucks and carts that could [164.] be allowed to 
stand at the east end of Faneuil Hall without incumbering the 
street: It appearing that there was room for ten trucks & ten 
carts, and that permitting this number would not deprive any 
person of a privilege which he has enjoyed. It was voted that 


ten trucks & ten carts be allowed to stand there owned by the 
following proprietors.— 
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arranged by the Clerk of the market and police officers and con- 
form to the orders of the board communicated by them.— 


The Committees was authorized to proceed on the paving of the 
street from Butlers row to Parkmans wharf—and Lendals lane 
from Congress street to Kilby street.— 


M”*. Lovering was desired to procure a sufficient number of car- 
tridges to be made for the review early in October. [165.] and 
to call on the Brigade Inspector, for an pppeedce of the Town’s 
powder, & camp equipage.— 


It was agreed in addition to the sum appropriated for paving 
Hamilton street, to allow one hundred loads of the earth to be 
dug from Brattle street, to fill the hollows & prepare for paving. 


The Committee of the first district was empowered to procure

M". Phillips was requested to pay to the Town Treasurer the 
money deposited in his hands, being the balance received from 
M’. John Odin for land on Dock square, and rents received from 
the small house near the Green Dragon Tavern.— 


Complaint having been made by Nehemiah Freeman Esq. 
against David Fullam for improper and threatening behaviour to 
the assistant police officer, Voted that M’.

from Friday morning next, until further order of the Board. 


A letter was received from M'’. Howard remonstrating against 
paying the expense on her estate in Lynde street—occasioned by 
digging away the street—The Committee was desired to have the 
side walk laid, & report what further expense was necessary. 


[166.] Boston ss. Ata Meeting of the Selectmen Septem- 
ber 24, 1817.— | ; 
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Present Mess". Bulfinch, Lovering, Austin, Phillips, Dorr, 
Bass & Silsby. 


4 Grand & 4 Petit Jurors were drawn for Circuit Court of 
United States—also 34 jurors for Boston Court of Common Pleas. 


Voted, that agreeably to the vote of the Town, the meat stalls 
west of Faneuil Hall be advertised to be leased at auction for one 
year, on Thursday 9". October next—and that the market Com- 
mittee be desired to consider and report at the next meeting the 
terms & conditions of lease. 


M’. French having applied to have his claim for land formerly 
taken into Back street further considered, M*. Hunnewell was 
added to Committee of first district: they were desired to view 
the place in company with M*. French and report their opinion to 
the Board. 


M’. Curtis of South Boston having applied in behalf of the 
persons residing there, to have certain repairs made on their 
streets. M’. Lovering & M*. Bass were desired to view those 
streets in company with M*. Curtis, and take such measures for 
their repair as they should judge proper. 


[16%.] Voted, That the Town Clerk procure a trunk or tin 
box to contain all original deeds & important papers belonging to 
the Town, and that such papers be placed therein and deposited 
in the vault of one of the banks.— 


Voted, That Mess’. Oliver, Hunnewell & Silsby be a Committee 
to consider what order shall be taken for the deposit and appro- 
priation of monies received for licenses—and of fines received by 
the officers of police.— ; 


M*. Phillips produced a receipt from the Town Treasurer 
acknowledging to have received from him the sum of one thou- 
sand dollars, being the balance paid by John Odin for land on 
Dock Square—&—144—dollars for rent of the house near Green 
Dragon tavern to 1** Sept last. 


Boston ss. At a Meeting of the Selectmen October 1**. 1817.

Application was signed to [the] Judge of Probate, stating that 
Robert Wright, by excessive drinking and idleness, is spending 
and lessening his estate, and exposing himself to become a charge 
upon the town: therefore requesting that measures may [168.]

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M’*. Edward Tuckerman, Jun’. having represented that the 
increased number of tenements in that part of Cornhill, between 
the arch bordering on N°. 1 Market street & Dock square would 
occasion an irregularity & confusion of numbers to the several 
shops & stores in Cornhill, besides an expense to make the 
alterations that will become necessary ;—therefore voted—That 
the buildings extending from the Arch leading to Brattle street to 


Dock square easterly—be hereafter called Market row. 


The Market Committee reported the following terms & con- 


ditions of lease for the stalls west of Faneuil Hall, which were 
considered and accepted.— 


The Market Committee to whom was assigned the duty to con- 
sider and report the terms & conditions of lease of the stalls in 
the Market west of Faneuil Hall, at public auction agreeably to a 
vote of the town. Report— 

That they find on inquiry of the Clerk of the market that there 
is now 395 stalls let, which produce 52 dollars per annum each, 
amounting to 1820 dollars. that a portion of the stalls are 
double & might be divided into two, by which the number 
[169.] would be increased to 56.—they therefore recommend 

that alteration & propose that the stalls be numbered from 1 to 

56 inclusive, that the rent be fixed as follows 16 at one dollar per 
week & 40 at 75 Cents per week they will then produce 2392 
dollars making a difference in favour of the town of 572—dollars 
p’. annum.— 


Your Committee propose that they be exposed for lease for 
one year on the following conditions, viz.— 


That they be put up at the appraisement and the bidder will 
bid for the choice which is to be added to the weekly price 
already fixed. That the rent be paid to the Clerk of the Market 
weekly. 


That if the lessee, or any person acting for or under him, her 
or them, shall be convicted before a Justice of the peace of fore- 
stalling, or selling by false weights or measures, he, she or they 
shall forfeit their lease: and if he, she or they shall be in arrears 
for rent more than two weeks, the Clerk of the market shall have 
the right of leasing the stall to some other person.— 


That the stalls shall be under the inspection of the Clerk of 
the Market and if the lessees shall refuse or neglect to keep 
them clean they shall forfeit their lease. And if the lessee or 
any person acting for or under him, her or them, shall use any 
abusive language to or threaten the Clerk of the market [170.] 
while in the discharge of his duty, the board of Selectmen on 
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receiving satisfactory proof of the same, shall have the right to 
deprive them of their lease. 


The lessees of stalls N°. 1 & 56 are to have the charge and 
care of the small scales and weights as hertofore. 

All necessary & reasonable repairs of the stalls be done at the 
expense of the town. 


Application was receivef from the abutters on Carver street, 
requesting that it might be paved. Voted that the gentlemen be 
informed that so much work is already done or contracted for 
that it will not be in the power of the board to comply with their 
request the present season.— 

Passed the Monthly accounts.— 


Boston ss. Ata Meeting of the Selectmen October 8. 1817. 
—Present Mess". Bulfinch, Hunnewell, Austin, Phillips & Dorr. 


On the application of the abutters on Walnut street, Voted 
that the gutter be continued on the north side of said street to 
Beacon street & that gravel be spread on the middle of the street, 
to make it convenient for use.— 


Liberty is granted to M’. to dig a wellin front of his house 
in Portland street, at his expense, & to place a pump therein 
subject to the orders of this board :— 


[171.] The following regulations were adopted for the hand 
carts to stand in Market square 


That ten hand cart men with their carts be allowed to stand at 
one time in Market square, east of the new fish market, and if 
there are any more than that number, that they be allowed the 
use of that stand in rotation weekly.— 


That the regulation of that stand shall be under the orders of 
the Clerk of the market, that no person shall stand there without 
permission first obtained of him; and that the occupiers of such 
stand shall never exact or require of any person any fee, or grat- 
ification for liberty of standing there.— 


That no person who has formerly occupied that stand, be 
allowed to return there, until he has paid tothe Clerk of the 
market his proportion of the damage done to M'. Lawrence in 
the loss of his cart. 


That any person who shall not conform to these regulations or 
any other that may be adopted by the board and directed to be 
carried into effect by the Clerk of the market, shall be immedi- 
ately deprived of his stand. 
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The Committee who had under consideration, the numbering 
of theshops in Marlborough street, report that they are of opin- 
ion that most of the occupiers of [1'%%.] shops would object to 
an alteration, having their numbers, ina great degree in perfect 
order—therefore propose that the range of buildings. lately 
erected by M'. Greenough on Jand leased by him from the direc- 
tors of the General hospital—be called Province house row, and 
numbered from 1 to 5 accordingly. —the same was accepted. 


Boston ss. At a Meeting of the Selectmen October 16™.. 1817 
—Present Mess’’. Bulfinch, Lovering, Austin, Bass & Silsby. 


Report was made of the proceedings of the Committee in leas- 
ing the stalls west of Faneuil hall, from which it appeared, that 
the sum agreed to be paid by purchasers, for right of choice 
amounted to $4846 ;,4°, & the entire proceeds for the year would 
be $7241.40. 


The Market Committee was desired to consider & report what 
measures should be taken respecting the. stalls inside of the 
building and the cellars.— 


Proposals were made by M*. Francis Southack to widen the 
westerly end of Southacks Court, if the Town would purchase 
the land lying between the house belonging to his family & the 
present line of the street.—M"’. Oliver, Mess Hunnewell & Bass — 
were desired to view the street & report. 


M’. Greenough appeared in behalf [1%3.] of the new Corn- 
hill Corporation, to state the upper half of Market street would 
be ready for paving in a few days—it was agreed that the com- 
mittee should employ workmen to proceed immediately to com- 
plete it. 


Cap*. Thomas Wallace having been well recommended, was 
appointed a constable for the same term as those already 
chosen.— 


The proposal of M*. John Spence, book binder, for a loan. 
from the Franklin fund, was approved, sureties Benj*. Hurd & 
Daniel Kidder. 


Boston ss. Ata Meeting of the Selectmen October 22%. 1817 
Present the Board except M*. Phillips. 
a 
M’. Tukesbury from Deer Island appeared to receive directions 
respecting work to be done on the island; it was agreed he should 
proceed to build a sea wall with such stones as he could take 
from the beach—on the south easterly point of the Island.— 
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The Committee on the appropriation of money received for 
licenses & fines—reported as follows; which was accepted.— 


Voted, That all the money received belonging to the Town of 
Boston, that [1'74.] has arisen from fines, licenses or any other 
source, now in the hands of the Selectmen or either of them, or 
in the hands of the Town Clerk, and all sum or sums of money 
that may hereafter come into the hands of said Selectmen & 
Town Clerk or either of them, shall be immediately paid over to 
the Town Treasurer. 


Voted, That the Police officer shall pay over to the Town

Passed the Monthly Accounts. 


Return was made by M*. Hunnewell that he had examined the 
accounts of the hay weigher for the quarter ending October 1.

The Committee to which was referred M*. Southack’s proposal 
to widen the westerly end of Southacks Court, reported, that they 
had viewed the place, but recommend that information be obtained 
of the probable expense of the improvement, to enable them to 
decide on its expediency.—The Chairman was desired to enquire 
of M’. Southack what he would expect for his land.— 


An application was made by M’*. Treadwell for liberty to use a 
brick stove or oven on a new construction in a building on Park- 
mans wharf. Mess’. Hunnewell, Lovering, & Austin were 
appointed a Committee to view the place & report.—which they 
did as follows. 


The Committee appointed to view the building on Parkmans 
wharf, on the application that the [1'7'7.] same may be occupied 
as a bakery, have examined the same and are of the opinion that 
itis an improper place for such a building, and that the oven now 
erected would be unsafe to that and the neighbourhood—therefore 
report, that M’. Treadwells request cannot “be granted.— 


The, Committee appointed at the last meeting to consider the 
claim of Deacon Morrill—to a piece of land which the workmen 
are now paving in the cross passage east of Butlers row, reported, 
That Deacon Morrill as agent of the heirs of John Pitts claims a 
small piece of land, from having long occupied or covered the 
same with barrels, hoop poles &c. The Committee consider that 
this occupation of the ground while it was in an obscure situation 
and not wanted for public use, would give no title to said heirs, 
and that the paving the passage would be of great benefit to their 
estate—they have therefore given orders to the workmen to pro- 
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ceed—but at the request of Thomas Welsh Esq. Attorney of 
the heirs of Pitts have agreed to insert on the record, that on the 
twenty fourth instant he made his claim and objected to the work- 
men’s proceeding—that the heirs might be considered to retain 
the right of proving their title in future.— 


[1'78.] Bostonss. At a Meeting of the Selectmen, Novy- 
ember 6, 1817—Present Mess'®’ Bulfinch, Oliver, Hunnewell, 
Lovering, Austin, Dorr & Silsby. 


A Precept was received from the Governour & Council direct- 
ing a Meeting of the inhabitants to be called on the 17". instant 
for choice of a member of Congress in place of Hon. James Lloyd 
Esq. resigned.— 


Warrant was accordingly signed for Town meeting. 
M’. Buckingham to print notifications. 


The Chairman was appointed to wait on Rev. M*. Dwight to 
request him to open the meeting with prayer.— 


Mess’. Hunnewell & Lovering were added to the market Com- 
mittee to consider the rents of the cellars & inside stalls.— 


The Chairman reported that M*. Southack had proposed to add 
the, strip of land lying between his house on Southack’s Court 
& the street, and extending the whole front of the lot for two | 
hundred dollars; he to be at the expense of taking down and 
rebuilding his fences and laying the side walk.—the report was 
accepted, & agreed to pay that sum when completed to the satis- 
faction of the board.— 


An application was received from the proprietors & occupants 
of Central Wharf, requesting that a suitable number of lamps 
[1'79.] might be affixed to the stores & lighted at the expense of 
_ the Town.—The same was considered & Voted, that the gentle- 

men be informed that the board think it proper to conduct with 
respect to that wharf on the same principle as they ever have 
with the Long wharf & other wharves, which have always been 
lighted by the proprietors: and therefore the request cannot be 
granted.— 


M’. Felt having lately built a bow window to a shop occupied 
by him in State street, and the same having been complained of 
to the Police officer as exceeding the projection allowed by law :— 
now applies for liberty to suffer it to continue.—Voted that it is 
not in the power of the board to grant such indulgence after com- 
plaint entered of a breach of the regulations of a state law.— 


M’. Hunnewell informed, that he had received a letter from the 
person who had agreed to furnish flag stones for the square 
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market, and was informed by him that the stone could not be 
supplied till spring. Agreed that the Clerk of the market should 
have some plank Jaid down where necessary during winter.— 


M*. Treadwell renewed his application that the board would 
approve of a place for building a bakers oven of a new construc- 
tion at a house in Ship street. Mess'’. Austin & Silsby. were 
appointed a committee to view any situation that may be pointed 
out for this purpose, & to approve of such an one as they may 
think suitable.—

Grand Jurors and Traverse Jurors were drawn for the Supreme

Application having been made for liberty to open the common 
sewer in Charter street to cleanse and repair the same, the Com- 
mittee of that district was requested to examine into the circum- 
stances of that neighbourhood.—that this work should not be 
undertaken at this advanced season unless found to be absolutely 
necessary. 


M’. Greenough having informed the Chairman that the position 
of his new store on Court street and the opening of the new 
street to Brattle square would require an alteration of the pave- 
ment of Court street & digging down said street, which he was 
willing to do at his expense, —M*. Hunnewell, M’. Lovering & M’. 
Dorr, were desired to view the street & direct the manner in 
which the alteration should be made if found to be necessary.— 


It having been represented that M*. Benjamin Gray is about to 
remove a wooden building to a lot of land bounding on North 
Allen street, and that said building would project several feet 
forward of the other buildings [181.] in that street. The 
Chairman was desired to view the place & to forbid any building 
projecting forward of the general line of the other buildings.— 


M’. Dorr added to the Committee on lamps, to regulate those 
in Pearl street. 


Application having been made some time since by the officers 
of the company of Sea Fencibles, for liberty to place their gun

The Committee of the first district reported that the circum- 
stances attending the common sewer in Charter street did not 
render it necessary to open the same this season [183.] and they 
had agreed with the proprietors to postpone it.— 


The application of the Trustees of the General hospital was 
read and considered, in which they request for the benefit of that 
institution that the portion of Bridge street which crosses the land 
lately purchased by them should be discontinued.—Voted that the 
Chairman inform the Committee that the board will consent that 
the Trustees shall enclose that portion of the street upon their 
agreeing to pay seven hundred dollars to the Lechmere point 
corporation, which sum was advanced by them for opening said 
street.— 
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The Committee on Court street requested that the whole board 
would view that street to determine on M’. Greenough’s proposal 
to alter the pavement. agreed to meet there tomorrow noon. 


Mess’*. Hall & Weld requesting that some repairs should be 
made to the pavement of Elm street abutting on their new stores, 
the Committee of that district was desired to take measures to 
make such repairs as they should think proper on examining the 
same . 


The Trustees of the General hospital having agreed to the 
conditions proposed for closing part of Bridge street, the same is 
recorded as follows.

Charles Bulfinch Esq. having resigned the office of Chairman of 
the Selectmen—The Board assigned Wednesday next, for the 
choice of a chairman.—

1817—Present Mess". Oliver, Hunnewell, Lovering, Austin, 
Phillips, Bass, Dorr & Silsby.— 


Passed the monthly accounts.— 


Agreeably to the assignment made at the last meeting, The 
Board proceeded to the choice of a Chairman.— 


M'. Dorr was appointed a Committee to collect, count & sort 
the votes.— 


The votes being collected, it appeared that Turner Phillips 
Esq. had a majority & was declared to be chosen.

The Town Clerk presented two receipts signed by the Town 
Treasurer, one, for one hundred & twenty two dollars, money 
collected by him for auction licenses; & the other for seventy 
dollars, collected by the late Chairman for license on hacks.

Hayward having 
discharged the duty of Tythingman in an able and efficient 
manner there be allowed him as a full compensation for his 
services in that department-two dollars a week from the time of

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set off to the town by the Mill Pond corporation.—The Chairman 
informed M”*.

Elijah Harris for 
digging a trench across one of the streets at South Boston con- 
trary to law; the Chairman was directed to notify him to attend 
at the Selectmens room on Wednesday next, to shew cause if 
any he has, why prosecution should not commence against him. 


The application of M*. Leman to have one of the lamps at the 
bottom of Prince street shifted to the opposite side [206.] of 
the street was committed to Mess™ Austin & Silsby the Com- 
mittee for that section.

M*. Hayward having informed of complaints being made to him, 
that a post standing near the shop of M*. Fennelly at the corner 
of Salem and Prince streets, was a great inconvenience to the 
citizens passing on the side walk.—It was cominitted to Mess’. 
Austin & Silsby with full powers to remove the same if they 
thought it necessary.— 


M’. Guild having applied to lease a lot of the town’s land or flats 
adjoining the proposed toll road from the bottom of Beacon street. 
The Board took the same into consideration and Voted, That it 
was inexpedient to lease any of the town’s land at, or near, the 
bottom of the Common. 


Agreeably to a vote of the Board passed the 21%. instant, M’. 
Elijah Harris was notified to appear and shew cause why a prose- 
cution should not be commenced against him for a breach of the 
act for regulating drains and common shores passed February 
20, 1797. In obedience to which M'. Harris attended, and the

Complaint being made that a stone wall of John Callender 
Esqr’s in Olive street is so far decayed as to endanger the lives 
of the citizens passing near it.—Voted that M*. Sprague, Mr’. 
Blaney & M*. Thorndike be appointed to view the same and 
report to this Board at their next meeting.— 


M”*. Brewer haying recommended M’*. Nathaniel Phillips as con- 
stable of the center watch (in place of M".

M’. John A. Bacon was licensed as an auctioneer, his place of 
business Central wharf.— 


The Board agreed to take of M’. Andrew J. Allen 82 books of 
the by laws half bound at 46 cents & 18 full bound at 56 cents. 


(215.] The Chairman reported that he and M’. Austin had 
viewed the school for people of colourin Belknap street & directed 
M’. Ellms what repairs to make.—The Chairman also informed 
the Board he had conversed with M’. Paul respecting an instructor 
- for the school for people of colour; that M'. Paul had recom- 
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mended M’. James Walter as a suitable person to take charge of 
the school, and that he (the Chairman) had agreed with MT’.

M*. John Brown (broker) was licensed as an auctioneer— 
Also Humphrey Clark Ju’. as an assistant to M*. Wilby for 
thirty days.— 


M’. Stackpole appeared to substantiate his charge against M*. — 
Locklan proprietor of hack N°. 59.—& M’. Locklan was heard 
in his defence—the parties having retired it was Voted, that the 
license of hack N° 59. be suspended during the pleasure of the 
board. . 


The committee appointed the 4™ instant were authorized to 
agree with Cap‘. J. Roulstone for land sufficient to widen Front 
& Beach streets at a price not exceeding fifty cents per square 
foot.— 


Voted, That six feet of dry pine or eastern wood be allowed to

The Chairman, M*. Silsby & M’. Hunnewell were appointed a 
committee to report on the duty of police officers.

A chairman shall be chosen annually by written votes, who 
shall preside at the meetings of the board: the senior member 
present shall preside in the absence of the Chairman.— 


The time of the regular meeting of the board shall be on 
Wednesdays at half past three P.M. from March to October, 
and three o’clock from October to March; and punctual observ- 
ance of these hours is requested.—The Chairman is authorized 
to call special meetings of the board whenever it is requisite.— 


Five members shall be necessary to form a board.— 


[222.] The majority of votes of the members present shall 
be considered as the act of the Board; but any member may 
enter his dissent to any measure, on the records ;—and no vote 
shall be reconsidered by a less number than were present when the 
vote was passed.— 


All appointments to office, made by the board, in conformity 
to the laws of the state, or to the bye laws of the Town, shall be 
made by written votes, and at a time assigned for that purpose.— 


The Town Clerk shall attend at every meeting of the board, 
and shall take & make a record of all the proceedings, and enter 
the names of the members present.—In case of the necessary 
absence of the Town Clerk, the Chairman shall take the minutes.— 


At the opening of each meeting, the Town Clerk or Chairman 
shall read the records of the proceedings of the last meeting.— 


There shall be a monthly committee on accounts to consist of 
two members of the board taken alphabetically, who in conjunc- 
tion with the Chairman of the board, shall meet at the Selectmens 
room at three o’clock, on the Monday preceding the day on 
which the monthly draft is closed, whose duty it shall be, to 
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receive and examine all demands against the town that shall be 
[223.] presented for payment, to make a rough draft of the 
same and lay it before the board for their inspection and appro- 
bation. The draft when completed shall be signed by the com- 
mittee and the Town Clerk before it is sent to the Treasurer ; 
and no addition shall be made to it while in the hands of the 
Treasurer unless the same is signed by a majority of the board, 
in the form of an order.— 


Every person who shall furnish any supplies or do any work 
for the town shall, at least four days previous to the day on which 
the monthly draft is closed, present his bill to the committee (or 
one of them) who have the charge of that section of the town for 
which the supplies were furnished or the work done. And it shall 
be the duty of said committee or one of them to examine such 
demands, and certify [that] they are correct previous to their 
being presented to the committee on accounts for their approba- 
tion; & no demand unless so examined & certified shall be passed 
by. the committee. 


The town shall be divided into four sections; Section N° 1 
shall consist of Wards N° 1, 2 & 3.—Section N° 2 of Wards N°. 
4. 5 & 6.—Section N° 8. of Wards N°. 7. 8 & 9. Section N° 4— 
of Wards N° 10. 11 & 12—There shall be two members of the 
Board assigned to each of the sections who shall have the [ 224. | 
direction and oversight of the streets, and of the repairs necessary, 
to them, and shall have liberty to undertake and order any work, 
the expense of which shall not exceed forty dollars; but no under- 
taking which shall exceed that sum shall be begun or contracted 
for, without being first laid before the board and agreed to by 
vote, and if any committee of the board shall contract for or 
expend more that [than] forty dollars on any one object without 
the approbation of the board being first obtained (except.on some 
special occasion, the existence of which is to be decided by the 
board) such committee shall be responsible in their private 
capacity for the amount exceeding forty dollars.— 


For any work that may be done in the streets which divide the 
sections, the committees having the sections bordering thereon, 
shall confer together, and agree upon the same.— 


Each committee is particularly desired to pay attention in their 
section to all drains that may be opened, to see that they be laid 
of proper dimensions; to observe all encroachments and incum- 
brances of the streets, and to inform the Superintendent of the 
saine, that measures may be taken for their speedy remoyal: and 
to suggest such improvements of the streets or foot walks as are 
practicable, by a right disposition of the common resources of the 
town: and generally to pay attention to the Town slips and lands 
in their districts,— - 
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[225.] There shall be standing committees of the Board for 
the following purposes.— .

Paul, that a female assistant was necessary to teach the -children

Voted, That the Chairman be requested to notify Col. Thomas 
Badger to pay to the Town Treasurer the rent of a lot of land 
occupied by him, leading from Prince street to the Mill Pond 
land (near the cross gutter so called) and formerly occupied by 
Nickerson, said land having many years since been leased to 
Jonas Welsh for the term of twenty years on certain conditions. —

SUMMARY OF RECOMMENDATIONS MADE BY THE FINANCE 
COMMISSION TO JANUARY 24, 1908. 


August 7, 1907. Department of Weights and Measures, page 23. 


That no increase of the working force of any department 
be made except on absolute necessity. 

That the nominations recently sent to the Board of Alder- 
men for eight additional deputy sealers at an annual salary 
of $1,600 each be withdrawn, or action on them by the 
Board of Aldermen postponed. 
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August 15,1907. Water Department, loan for extension of mains, page 24, 

That the order now pending in the City Council for a 
loan of $300,000 outside the debt limit for extension of 
mains be reduced to a sum not exceeding $75,000. 


August 27, 1907. Purchases of land, page 29. 

That the departments be prohibited from acquiring real | 

estate by private purchase at prices more than 25 per cent. in 
excess of the assessors’ valuation. 

That new legislation, if necessary, be requested to permit 

the acquisition of land for municipal uses by eminent domain. 


September 12, 1907. Evergreen and Mt. Hope Cemeteries, page 31. 

That the purchase of land for an extension of Evergreen 
Cemetery in Brighton, authorized by the loan bill approved 
July 26, 1907, be abandoned. 

That no additional land be purchased for the Mt. Hope 
Cemetery by private purchase unless the same can be obtained 
for a price not exceeding 25 per cent. in excess of the 
assessors’ valuation.

That there should be a vigorous enforcement of the law 
with regard to inspections and prosecutions.

That all contracts exceeding $2,000 in amount should be 
awarded after public advertisement and competition, unless 
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some special exigency exists, and the head of the department 
furnishes the Mayor with a written statement giving in detail 
good and sufficient reasons for not inviting bids by advertise- 
ment. Reasons, merely formal and in routine phrase, made 
for the purpose of evading the statute, should not be 
tolerated. 

That the duties of the City Engineer under chapter 16 of 
the Revised Ordinances should not be interpreted, either by 
him, by the Mayor or by the heads of departments, so nar- 
rowly as is now the case. His advice should be solicited, 
and if not solicited should nevertheless be given if the oppor- 
tunity presents itself, concerning the entire business of the 
city “ which properly comes under the direction of a civil 
engineer. ’ 

That reputable firms of known responsibility should be 
encouraged by fair and business-like treatment to compete 
for city work. 

That all contracts should be’signed by the real parties in 
interest. 

That no Sete ertane contracts should be entered into by 
any department of the city government, except in cases pre- 
senting features of peculiar difficulty, and only then after a 
statement in writing has been made by the City Engineer 
giving in detail his reasons for advising this course. 

That in all work undertaken upon a percentage of actual 
cost, plus a profit basis, the contract should provide that the 
city shall pay no more for labor or materials than the con- 
tractor himself pays, and that no money shall be paid until 
after the contractor has furnished a statement signed by him 
of all moneys paid to date for labor, services and materials. 
The other provision found in the regular city contracts should 
as far as possible be incorporated. 

That no further payments should be made under the Deer 
Island wall contract until the pay-rolls recently furnished by 
the contractor have been examined and verified and all the 
bills for materials have been carefully scrutinized, and the- 
opinion of the Law Department, obtained upon all items in 
dispute. 

That the charter amendments of 1885, chapter 266, section 
12, should be strictly enforced. Members of the City Coun- 
cil should not solicit contracts for anyone, much less for 
themselves. Nor should they “directly or indirectly take 
partin the * * * * making of contracts.” 

That the existing law, Revised Laws, chapter 210, section 
9, should be st: engthened and amended so as to apply to 
members of the State Legislature who represent Boston dis- 
tricts; and the law should provide that any city contract ob- 
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noxious to its provisions shall be void, and that all moneys 
paid under it may be recovered back. 

That the heads of departments should be protected by the 
Mayor from the demands of members of the City Council and 
State Legislature that contracts be awarded to them or their 
friends. Neither the heads of departments nor the Mayor 
should permit themselves to be intimidated into awarding 
contracts, in response to such demands.

That coal should not be bought at this season of the year 
except to the extent absolutely necessary. 

That in the spring contracts be made for supplies for the 
entire year under new and well considered specifications, 
with provision for deliveries at stated periods.

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MAYOR’S MESSAGE IN FAVOR OF THE CON- 
SOLIDATION OF CERTAIN CITY 
DEPARTMENTS. 


City oF Boston, 
OFFICE OF THE MAyor, February 3, 1908. 


Gentlemen of the City Council: 


I transmit herewith in accordance with my inaugural 
message and the recommendations of the Finance Commission 
an ordinance repealing chapter 1 of the Ordinances of 1906, 
approved by the Mayor February 14, 1906, and chapter 22 
of the Revised Ordinances of 1898, and enacting anew what 
was chapter 38 of the Revised Ordinances of 1898 con- 
cerning the Street Department, and adding thereto an 
amendment transferring the duties performed by the Superin- 
tendent of Lamps to the Superintendent of Streets, and also 
an ordinance increasing the salary of the Superintendent of 
Streets. 

The work done by these separate departments during the 
last two years and the manner in which the appropriations 
have been expended seem to demonstrate that the experi- 
ment tried in 1906 of dividing the Street Department into 
six different departments has failed of success, and that 
regard for efficiency in the work and economy in the expen- 
diture of public money requires a return to the old system. 

I earnestly recommend the passage of these ordinances.

IN THE YEAR NINETEEN HUNDRED AND EIGHT. 


AN ORDINANCE REPEALING CHAPTER ONE OF THE 
ORDINANCES OF 1906 AND CHAPTER TWENTY—TWO 
OF THE REVISED ORDINANCES OF 1898 AND CONSOLI- 
DATING THE LAMP DEPARTMENT AND THE DEPART- 
MENTS CREATED BY SAID CHAPTER ONE OF THE 
ORDINANCES OF 1906. 


Be tt ordained by the City Council of Boston as follows : 


SEecTION 1. The Street Department shall be under the 
charge of the superintendent of streets, who shall construct 
all streets and sewers; shall have discretionary power as to 
the grades, materials and other particulars of construction of 
streets, sidewalks and sewers ; shall have charge of and keep 
clean and in good condition and repair the streets, the 
pumping station and reservoirs of the improved sewerage 
system of sewers under the control of the city and the catch- 
basins in the streets connected with the sewers; shall keep 
the streets properly watered; shall remove from yards and 
areas, when so placed as to be easily removed, all ashes, 
accumulated from the burning of materials for heating build- 
ings or for domestic purposes, all house dirt, house offal, and 
all noxious and refuse substances ; shall, on the fifteenth day 
of each month, send to the city auditor detailed bills of all 
materials, tools and machinery furnished by either of the 
divisions of said departinent to any other such division, or for 
any special work. 

Sect. 2. Said superintendent shall have the care and 
management of the ferries owned by the city; shall purchase 
or build all boats, and make the necessary repairs and altera- 
tions on the slips, drops, buildings and boats used for ferry 
purposes ; and shall cause all moneys received by him or his 
subordinates from tolls and other sources to be paid to the 
city collector on the day following the day of the receipt 
thereof, but may retain in the possession of the clerk to the 
deputy superintendent in charge of the ferry division a sum 
not exceeding one thousand dollars for making change and 
for other purposes. 

Sect. 8. Said superintendent shall have charge of street 
lamps and street lighting ; shall set up and affix lamps in the 
streets, as the board of aldermen may direct; shall have 
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charge of all such lamps established by the board of alder- 
men and maintained at the expense of the city, of all lamps 
set up in parks, parkways or public grounds, and of all lamp- 
posts, pipes or fixtures connected with such lamps; shall 
have the care and custody of all city property now in the 
possession of the lamp department or that shall hereafter be 
acquired by him, and shall maintain and keep the same in 
good repair; shall see that the streets are lighted by such 
methods of lighting as the board of aldermen may from time 
to time order, and that the lamps in the streets are hghted 
and extinguished as ordered by the board of aldermen. 

SEcT. 4. Said superintendent shall have the care and 
management of all bridges which are used as highways, and 
are in whole or in part under the charge of the city, and of 
so much of Harvard bridge and Prison Point bridge as are 
under the charge and control of the board of aldermen or 
of the city; shall be the commissioner to act with another 
commissioner for the city of Cambridge, and as such commis- 
sioner shall have and exercise all the powers in relation to 
West Boston bridge and Craigie bridge, conferred by chapter 
three hundred and two of the Acts of the year 1870; shall, 
when he exposes any portion of the structure on which the 
strength of a bridge depends, notify the city engineer and 
afford him an opportunity to inspect the same; shall make 
all repairs affecting the strength of any bridge, under the 
supervision of the city engineer; shall keep the rails and 
planks in good order, and all dirt, snow and ice removed 
from the sidewalks; shall keep all said bridges, or those 
parts thereof under his care, and the abutments, guards, 
draws and wharves thereof clean and in good condition and 
repair; shall appoint draw-tenders for the draws in_ bridges 
of which he has the care, and see that they properly perform 
their duties, and may remove them for such cause as he 
shall deem sufficient, and shall assign in his order of 
removal. Kach draw-tender so appointed shall take 
charge by night and by day of the draw of which he 
is draw-tender; shall require from the person in charge 
of a vessel applying to pass through the draw a 
true statement of the name, extreme width, and draught of 
the vessel; shall determine the order in which vessels may 
pass through the draw, and may direct the placing of warp- 
ing-lines, anchors and cables, and the use of any warping 
apparatus provided by the city; shall cause the draw to be 
opened for the passage of vessels when moving with the 
tide, and, in his discretion, when moving against the tide, if 
the wind is favorable or if the ‘vessel is in tow; but he shall 


t 
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not allow any vessel to pass through the draw of Charlestown 
bridge, so-called, except such vessels as shallbe ready to go 
through at the following times: 6.30 A.M., 9.30 A.M., 11.00 
A.M., 12 M., 1.80 P.M., 3.00 P.M., 8.380 P.M., 11.30 P.M., 
and from 11.80 P.M. to 6.00 A.M.; shall cause the draw to 
be closed with all possible expedition after a vessel has passed 
through, not permitting more than one vessel to pass through 
_ at one opening of the draw, except that, when the draw is 
open and the bridge is free from persons desiring to cross, he 
may, in his discretion, permit other vessels to pass through 
before causing the draw to be closed; he shall perform such 
additional duties as said superintendent may require. 

Sect. 5. Said superintendent shall place and maintain 
in one or more suitable conspicuous places, to be selected by 
him, on each street of the city, the name‘of the street and 
of the ward in which the street is situated, as shown by the 
records ; shall require the number of each building on a 
street which he shall designate as the street number therefor 
to be affixed to or inscribed on the building by the owner, 
and may determine the form, size, and material of any such 
- number, and the place and mode of affixing or inscribing it. 

SectT. 6. Said superintendent shall keep a book in which 
he shall record the date of every order for constructing a 
sewer, the name of the contractor or builder constructing it, 
the date of commencing and the date of completing the work, 
and the cost of the sewer; also a book in which he shall 
certify the names of the owners of estates assessed for the 
construction of the sewer, the number of feet of land of each 
estate bordering on the street or strip of land in which the 
sewer was laid, the amount of each assessment, the date of 
completion of the sewer, and the dates when the notices of 
assessments were given. He shall make and deliver to the 
city collector all bills for assessments as they become due. — 

Srot. 7. Said superintendent shall keep a plan _ for 
every existing and every new sewer, showing its depth, 
breadth, mode of construction, and general direction, and 
shall, from time to time, ascertain and insert on said plans all 
entries made into the sewers. 

Sect. 8. Said superintendent shall, when about to build 
a new sewer or repair an old sewer, notify all abutters on 
that part of the line of said sewer when he proposes to do 
work, and afford them facilities for entering the sewer; and 
shall, when about to construct a new street, at least four 
weeks before beginning work, and, when about to make a new 
surface of any street, at least two weeks before beginning work, 
notify the superintendent of lamps, the water commissioner 
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and all persons authorized to place any structure in such 
street, and require and see that said departments or persons 
having any work to be done in the streets so designated 
shall do all such work before the surface of such street is 
again prepared for and opened to public travel; and, after 
the completion of the work then done on such street, shall 
not, for the space of one year thereafter, permit any depart- 
ment or person to disturb the surface of such street or way 
within the area of such previous disturbance, except in case 
of obvious necessity, a record of which shall be made ina 
book to be kept for that purpose. | 
SrorT. 9. Said superintendent may issue permits to per- 
sons having authority in the premises to open, occupy, 
obstruct, and use portions of the streets, and should the por- 
tion of the street which has been so opened or used require 
repaving or resurfacing within a period of twelve months 
from the time it has been so used, the superintendent of streets 
shall notify the person applying for the permit under authority 
of which the portion was so used to make such repairs as in 
the opinion of said superintendent are necessary, and in case 
of the failure of the said person to make such repairs within 
one week from the date of the said notification then the 
superintendent of streets shall have the right to make such 
necessary repairs, and the expense of the same shall be paid 
by such person; all amounts received by the city collector 
for work done or materials furnished under notification of the 
superintendent of streets, as above authorized, shall be 
placed to the credit and used as a part of the appropriation 
for the street department. Every permit issued as aforesaid 
shall specify the time, place, size, and use of such opening, 
occupation, or obstruction, and the time within which the 
street must be put in good condition, and shall be on a condi- 
tion the terms of which shall be those stated in chapter three, 
section twenty-one, of this Ordinance, and, in addition, that 
the person applying for the permit shall place and maintain 
from the beginning of twilight, through the whole of every 
night, over or near the place so occupied, opened, obstructed 
or used, aud over or near any dirt, gravel, or other material 
placed in or near such place, a light or lights sufficient to 
protect travellers from injury; shall place and maintain 
a safe and convenient way for the use of foot-travellers .and 
for vehicles around or over such place; shall protect such 
trees as shall be designated by the superintendent of public 
grounds in such manner as he shall specify; shall provide 
suitable sanitary accommodations for his employees; shall, 
if he does not, within the time prescribed by said superin- 
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tendent, put the street into good condition satisfactory to 
said superintendent, pay whatever sum the said superintend- 
ent, shall expend for putting it into such condition; and 
shall deliver up the permit to an officer of the police force of 
said city on or before the expiration of the time fixed in the 
permit for completing the work, such permit to be returned 
by said officer to the street department; said superintendent 
may, in- addition to said specifications, specify in the permit, 
or after the issuing thereof, in writing, the kind of rail or 
fence to enclose the place, and_the kind of way over or 
around such place, and the manner of constructing the same. 

Sect. 10. Said superintendent may issue such a permit 
to any person who presents a permit from the water depart- 
ment to repair or lay water pipes, and to any person who pre- 
sents a permit from the lamp department to erect or repair 
a lamp. 

Sect. 11. Said superintendent may issue such a permit 
to competent mechanics for the purpose of entering particular 
drains into public drains and sewers, on a condition, the 
terms of which shall be those hereinbefore stated in section 
eight of this chapter, and, in addition, that the person 
applying for the permit shall make connection of the said 
drain with the said sewer only in the manner shown on the 
back of said permit, and only in the presence of an inspector 
of the sewer division; shall have on the ground, when the 
inspector arrives to see the connection made, any slant, bend, 
or curve to be used in making the connection; shall not 
cover up any work until inspected by one of said inspectors ; 
shall not lay the drain in the same trench witha water pipe; 
shall not connect any exhaust from a steam engine, any 
blow-off from a steam boiler, or any other pipe for delivering 
steam or hot water, with the drain or sewer; shall, when he 
receives any pipe from the street department in exchange for 
another, return such other to the yard of the street department 
within twenty-four hours after receiving such exchange. 
Said superintendent shall in each drain permit specify the 
size, material, and mode of construction of the particular 
diain, and the direction and grade for laying it, but before 
issuing the permit for entering a drain into a particular 
public sewer from land upon which a sewer assessment has 
not been paid, he shall be paid for the city an assessment of 
two cents per square foot for all land in the estate from 
whicli the entry is made within one hundred feet of the street 
or strip of land in which the sewer or particular drain is laid. 

SEcT. 12. Said superintendent may issue such a permit 
to a responsible person for the purpose of raising and lower- 
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ing goods and merchandise into and from buildings, on a 
condition the terms of which shall be those stated in chapter 
three, section twenty-one, of this Ordinance, and in addition 
that the person applying for the permit shall maintain, during . 
the whole time the work is in progress, good and sufficient bar- 
riers across the sidewalk, from the wall of the building to or 
from which the goods or merchandise are so raised, out to the 
curbstone or edge of the sidewalk, on each side of said goods 
or merchandise, sufficient to protect travellers from injury or 
danger; and that he will not encumber the sidewalk for 
more than fifteen minutes at a time for such work. 

Sror. 13. Said superintendent shall issue such a permit 
to any person authorized by the board of aldermen to place 
a coal hole, vault, or coal slide under a street, or a cover 
thereto, on a condition, the terms of which shall be those 
hereinbefore stated in section eight of this chapter, and in 
addition that the person applying for the permit shall make the 
underground structure, if a coal slide, with the sides at least 
eight inches thick, of good hard brick laid in cement; if 
other than a coal slide, with the outer wall next to the road- 
way at least two and one-half feet thick, of heavy granite 
blocks, laid in cement, the side walls at least one foot thick, 
of good hard brick, or of granite blocks, laid in cement; the 
top of iron, or iron and glass, or of rough-surfaced iron, or, 
at least six inches thick, either of good hard brick laid in the 
form of an arch turned in a good and sufficient manner, or of 
rough-hammered granite, or bluestone, or North River flag- 
stone; shall make the opening of a coal hole or coal slide 
circular, and not more than eighteen inches in diameter, and 
furnish a cover therefor of iron, made with a rough upper 
surface, and with three or more iron rods or legs at least two 
feet in length, fitting closely to the side of the opening, and 
projecting downwards from the under side of the cover, and 
so constructed that, while the cover can be lifted perpendicu- 
larly, it cannot be tipped or easily removed from the opening. 

Sect. 14. Said superintendent shall, when authorized 
thereto by the board of aldermen, issue such a permit to 
a building mover actually engaged in the business, for the 
purpose of moving a building through the streets, on a condi- 
tion the terms of which shall be those stated in section eight 
of this chapter; provided, that an application for such 
permit, describing the locations from and to which, and the 
route over which, the building is to be moved, the length, 
width, and height of the building, and the principal material 
of its exterior and roof, and accompanied by the written 
consent of the building commissioner to the placing of the 
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building on the lot proposed, shall be first made to said 
superintendent, who shall make an examination of the 
premises, and report thereon to the board of aldermen for 
its action. Whenever it appears that the moving of a building 
will encumber the tracks of any railroad corporation, a public 
hearing shall be given by the board of aldermen upon the 
subject before such permit is authorized. 

Sect. 15. Said superintendent shall, when authorized 
thereto by an order of the board of aldermen, issue such a 
permit to a responsible person, for the purposes of laying, main- 
taining aud using wires, railway tracks, or rails in the streets, 
or wires, pipes, or conduits under the surface thereof, on a con- 
dition the terms of which shall be those stated in section eight 
of this chapter, and in addition that the person applying for 
the permit shall, whenever requested so to do by the mayor, 
furnish in his conduits for wires accommodations free of 
charge for all wires belonging to, or to be used by, the city ; 
shall remove the conduits and wires whenever directed, and 
not until directed, so to do by the city council; and shall 
not disturb or interfere with any wires, pipes, or sewers law- 
fully laid in such street or connected therewith. 

SEcT. 16. Said superintendent shall, when authorized 
thereto by an order of the board of aldermen, issue such,a 
permit to a responsible person for the purpose of placing 
and maintaining in the streets poles for the support of wires, 
on a condition the terms of which shall be those hereinbefore 
stated in section eight of this chapter, and in addition. that 
the person applying for the permit shall keep said poles well 
painted and in good condition, to the satisfaction of the 
superintendent of streets; shall place the wires on said 
poles not le&8s than twenty-five feet from the ground; shall 
keep the name of the person owning the pole distinctly 
painted on the cross bars used and occupied by him on the 
pole, and also on the pole ata point not less than six feet nor 
more than eight feet from the ground; shall allow the depart- 
ments of the city the exclusive use of the upper cross bar 
and top of each pole, free of all charge, for the purpose of 
placing wires thereon; shall not suffer or permit any other 
person to place or keep wires on said poles, or upon the 
fixtures thereto affixed, without permission being first 
obtained in writing from the board of aldermen; shall not 
remove any pole erected under this order until, and sball 
remove any pole when, directed by the board of aldermen 
so to do; and that on the violation of any term of these con- 
ditions the said superintendent shall remove the poles at the 
expense of the person owning them. 
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Secr. 17. Said superintendent, before he delivers any 
such permit to any person for the applicant therefor, shall 
have received from such person a certificate that a copy of 
the permit, entered in a book kept for the purpose, is a cor- 
rect copy of the permit he receives, and the applicant, unless 
an employee of the city applying for a permit for public 
work, shall have given a bond, in the case of permits under 
sections eight, ten, eleven and twelve of this chapter, 
of one thousand dollars; under section thirteen of this 
chapter, of three thousand dollars; and under sections 
fourteen and fifteen of this chapter, of twenty thousand 
dollars; each. bond with one or more sureties satis- 
factory to said superintendent, conditioned to the faithful 
observance of the conditions and specifications of each 
and every permit thereafter issued on his application 
by the superintendent of streets; and said superintendent 
of streets may at any time require a new bond, which shall 
be considered a strengthening bond, unless the sureties on 
the former bond or bonds are expressly released from their 
lability by vote of the city council. No bond shall be 
required of any person to open a public street for the pur- 
' pose of planting a tree therein if said person has been duly 
authorized by the proper municipal authorities to plant trees 
in said highways. 

SrotT. 18. Said superintendent shall not issue any such 
permit to a person who has within twelve months previous 
to his application violated or failed to observe the conditions 
or specifications of any such permit; but the issuing of such 
permits, and the opening, occupation, obstruction, and the 
use of portions of streets, and the making and maintaining of 
coal holes, vaults, and other permanent excavations under 
the surface of streets, and their covers, shall be subject to 
any permission, control, regulation, restriction, or revocation 
which the board of aldermen may make. 

Sect. 19. Every owner of an estate hereafter maintain- 
ing any cellar, vault, coal hole, or other excavation under the 
part of the street adjacent to, or which is a part of, his estate, 
shall do so only on condition that such maintenance shall be 
considered as an agreement on his part to hold the city harm- 
less from any claims for damage to himself or the occupants 
of said estate resulting from gas, sewage, or water leaking 
into such excavation or upon such estate; and. every such 
owner, and every pérson maintaining a post, pole, or other 
structure in a street, or a wire, pipe, conduit, or other struc- 
ture under a street, shall do so only on the condition that 
such maintenance shall be considered as an agreement on his 
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part with the city to keep the same and the covers thereof in 
good repair and condition at all times during his ownership, 
and to indemnify and save harmless the city against any and 
all damages, costs, expenses, or compensation which it may 
‘sustain or be required to pay, by reason of such excavation 
or structure being under or in the street, or being out of 
repair during his ownership, or by reason of any cover of the 
same being out of repair or unfastened during his ownership. 

SEecT. 20. Said superintendent shall require every person 
who maintains an entrance on a level with, or below, or a 
flight of steps descending immediately from, or near, the line 
of the street, and which is not otherwise safely or securely 
guarded to the satisfaction of said superintendent, to enclose 
such entrance or steps with a permanent iron railing on each 
side, at least three feet high from the top of. the’ sidewalk or 
pavement, and to provide the same with a gate opening 
inwardly, or two iron chains across the entrance way, one near 
the top and the other half way from the ground to the top of 
the railing, and to keep said gates or chains closed during 
the night, unless the entrance or steps are sufficiently lighted 
to prevent accident. 

Sect. 21. Said superintendent shall keep a record of the 
notices of defects in streets sent to him, with the name of 
the person giving the notice, and the time when given, and 
he shall without delay cause the locality of the alleged defect 
to be examined, and, if the defect is of such a character as to 
endanger the safety of public travel, shall do whatever may 
be necessary to protect the public from injury by the defect, 
and cause it to be immediately repaired ; and every person in 
the employ of the city shall send to said superintendent 
notice of every such defect which may come to his notice. 

SEoT. 22. Said superintendent shall in his annual report 
include a statement of the repairs and expenditures on each 
street and on each bridge under his charge; of the number 
of times each draw of a bridge has been opened for the pas- 
sage of vessels; of the number of vessels laden with cargo 
that have passed through each draw; of the condition of 
each ferry boat, slip, drop, tank, and building used for ferry 
purposes, and of the repairs and expenditures on each; and 
of the number of persons and teams of different classes that 
have passed over each ferry during the year. 

Sect. 23. Chapter one of the Ordinances of 1906 and 
chapter twenty-two of the Revised Ordinances of 1898 are 
hereby repealed. |

IN THE YEAR NINETEEN HUNDRED AND EIGHT. 


AN ORDINANCE REPEALING CHAPTERS ONE, TWO AND 
THREE OF THE ORDINANCES OF 1906 AND CHAPTER 
TWENTY-TWO OF THE REVISED ORDINANCES OF 1898, 
AND CONSOLIDATING THE LAMP DEPARTMENT AND THE 
DEPARTMENTS CREATED BY SAID CHAPTER ONE OF THE 
ORDINANCES OF 1906. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston as follows: 


SEcTION 1. The Street Department shall be under the 
charge of the superintendent of streets, who shall construct 
all streets and sewers; shall have discretionary power as to 
the grades, materials and other particulars of construction of 
streets, sidewalks and sewers; shall have charge of and keep 
clean and in good condition and repair the streets, the 
pumping station and reservoirs of the improved sewerage 
system of sewers under the control of the city and the catch- 
basins in the streets connected with the sewers; shall keep 
the streets properly watered; shall remove from yards and 
areas, when so placed as to be easily removed, all ashes 
accumulated from the burning of materials for heating habi- 
tations, cooking and other domestic purposes, all house dirt, 
house offal, and all noxious and refuse substances; shall, on 
the fifteenth day of each month, send to the city auditor 
detailed bills of all materials, tools and machinery furnished 
by either of the divisions of said department to any other 
such division, or for any special work. 

SEecr. 2. Said superintendent shall have the care and 
management of the ferries owned by the city; shall purchase 
or build all boats, and make the necessary repairs and altera- 
tions on the slips, drops, buildings and boats used for ferry 
purposes; and shall cause all moneys received by him or his 
subordinates from tolls and other sources to be paid to the 
city collector on the day following the day of the receipt 
thereof, but may retain in the possession of the clerk to the 
deputy superintendent in charge of the ferry division a sum 
not exceeding one thousand dollars for making change and 
for other purposes. 
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Sect. 8. Said superintendent shall have charge of all 
lamps established by the board of aldermen and maintained 
at the expense of the city, of all lamps set up in parks, park- 
ways, or public grounds, and of all lamp posts, posts or 
fixtures connected with such lamps, and shall set up and affix 
lamps in the streets; shall have the care and custody of all 
city property hitherto in the possession of the lamp depart- 
ment, or that shall hereafter be acquired for the purpose of 
street lighting, and shall maintain and keep the same in good, 
repair; shall see that the streets are lighted by such methods 
of lighting as the board of aldermen may from time to time 
order, and that the lamps in the streets are lighted and extin- 
guished at such times as are ordered by the board of aldermen. 

SEoT. 4. Said superintendent shall have the care and 
management of all bridges which are used as highways, and 
are in whole or-in part under the charge of the city, and of 
so much of Harvard bridge and Prison Point bridge as are 
under the charge and control of the board of aldermen or 
of the city; shall be the commissioner to act with another 
commissioner for the city of Cambridge, and as such commis- 
sioner shall have and exercise all the powers in relation to 
West Boston bridge and Craigie bridge conferred by chapter 
three hundred and two of the Acts of.the year 1870; shall, 
when he exposes any portion of the structure on which the 
strength of a bridge depends, notify the city engineer and 
afford him an opportunity to inspect the same; shall make 
all repairs affecting the strength of any bridge, under the 
supervision of the city engineer; shall keep the rails and 
planks in good order, and all dirt, snow and ice removed 
from the sidewalks; shall keep all said bridges, or those 
parts thereof under his care, and the abutments, guards, 
draws and wharves thereof clean and in good condition and 
repair; shall appoint draw-tenders for the draws in bridges 
of which he has the care, and see that they properly perform 
their duties, and may remove them for such cause as he 
shall deem sufficient, and shall assign in his order of 
removal., Each draw-tender so appointed shall take charge 
by night and by day of the draw of which he is draw- 
tender; shall require from the person in charge of a 
vessel applying to pass through the draw a true state- 
ment of the name, extreme width, and draught of the 
vessel; shall determine the order in which vessels may 
pass through the draw, and may direct the placing of warp- 
ing-lines, anchors and cables, and the use of any warping 
apparatus provided by the city; shall cause the draw to be 
opened for the passage of vessels when moving with the 
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tide, and, in his discretion, when moving against the tide, if 
the wind is favorable or if the vessel is in tow; but he shall 
not allow any vessel to pass through the draws of bridges 
except such vessels as shall be ready to go through at the 
following times: 9.30 A. M., 11.00 A.M., 1.80 P.M., 3.00 
P.M., 8.30 P.M., 11.30 P.M., and from 11.50 P.M. to 6.00 
A.M.; shall cause the draw to be closed with all possible 
expedition after a vessel has passed through, not permitting 
more than one vessel to pass through at one opening of the 
draw, except that, when the draw is open and the bridge is 
free from persons desiring to cross, he may, in his discretion, 
permit other vessels to pass through before causing the draw 
to be closed; he shall perform such additional duties as said 
superintendent may require. 

SEcT. 5. Said superintendent shall place and maintain 
in one or more suitable conspicuous places, to be selected by 
him, on each street of the city, the name of the street and 
of the ward in which the street is situated, as shown by the 
records; shall require the number of each building on a 
street which he shall designate as the street number therefor 
to be affixed to or inscribed on the building by the owner, 
and may determine the form, size, and material of any such 
number, and the place and mode of affixing or inscribing it. 

SEoT. 6. Said superintendent shall keep a book in which 
he shall record the date of every order for constructing a 
sewer, the name of the contractor or builder constructing it, 
the date of commencing and the date of completing the work, 
and the cost of the sewer; also a book in which he shall 
certify the names of the owners of estates assessed for the 
construction of the sewer, the number of feet of land of each 
estate bordering on the street or strip of land in which the 
sewer was laid, the amount of each assessment, the date of 
completion of the sewer, and the dates when the notices of 
assessments were given. He shall make and deliver to the 
city collector all bills for assessments as they become due. 

Sect. 7. Said superintendent shall keep a plan for 
every existing and every new sewer, showing its depth, 
breadth, mode of construction, and general direction, and 
shall, from time to time, ascertain and insert on said plans all 
entries made into the sewers. 

Secor. 8. Said superintendent shall, when about to build 
a new sewer or repair an old sewer, notify all abutters on 
that part of the line of said sewer when he proposes to do 
work, and afford them facilities for enteriny the sewer; and 
shall, when about to construct a new street, at least four 
weeks before beginning work, and, when about to make a new 
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“surface of any street, at least two weeks before beginning work, 
notify the water commissioner and all persons authorized to 
place any structure in such street, and require and see that 
said departments or persons having any work to be done in 
the streets so designated shall do all such work before the 
surface of such street is again prepared for and opened to 
public travel; and, after the completion of the work then 
done on such street, shall not, for the space of one year 
thereafter, permit any department or person to disturb the 
surface of such street or way within the area of such previous 
disturbance, except in case of obvious necessity, a record of 
which shall be made in a book to be kept for that purpose. 
SEcT. 9. Said superintendent may issue permits to per- 
sons having authority in the prenrises to open, occupy, 
obstruct, and use portions of the streets, and should the por- 
tion of the street which has been so opened or used require 
repaving or resurfacing within a period of twelve months 
from the time it has been so used, the superintendent of streets 
shall notify the person applying for the permit under authority 
of which the portion was so used to make such repairs as in 
the opinion of said superintendent are necessary, and in case 
of the failure of the said person to make such repairs within 
one week from the date of the said notification then the 
superintendent of streets shall have the right to make such 
necessary repairs, and the expense of the same shall be paid 
by such person; all amounts received by the city collector 
for work done or materials furnished under notification of 
the superintendent of streets, as above authorized, shall be 
placed to the credit and used as a part of the appropriation 
for the street department. Every permit issued as aforesaid 
shall specify the time, place, size, and use of such opening, 
occupation, or obstruction, and the time within which the 
street must be put in good condition, and shall be on a condi- 
tion the terms of which shall be those stated in chapter three, 
section twenty-one, of this ordinance, and, in addition, that 
the person applying for the permit shall place and maintain 
from the beginning of twilight, through the whole of every 
night, over or near the place so occupied, opened, obstructed 
or used, and over or hear any dirt, gravel, or other material 
placed in or near such place, a light or lights sufficient to 
protect travellers from injury; shall place and maintain 
a safe and convenient way for the use of foot travellers and 
for vehicles around or over such place; shall protect such 
trees as shall be designated by the superintendent of public 
grounds in such manner as he shall specify; shall provide 
suitable sanitary accommodations for his employees; shall, 
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if he does not, within the time prescribed ‘by said superin- ~ 
tendent, put the street into good condition satisfactory to 
said superintendent, pay whatever sum the said superintend- 
ent shall expend for putting it into such condition; and 
shall deliver up the permit to an officer of the police force of 
said city on or before the expiration of the time fixed in the 
permit for completing the work, such permit to be returned 
by said officer to the street department; said superintendent 
may, in addition to said specifications, specify in the permit, 
or after the issuing thereof, in writing, the kind of rail or 
fence to enclose the place, and the kind of way over or 
around such place, and the manner of constructing the same. 

Sror. 10. Said superintendent may issue such a permit 
to any person who presents a permit from the water depart- 
ment to repair or lay water pipes. 

Sect. 11. Said superintendent may issue such a permit 
to competent mechanics for the purpose of entering particular 
drains into public drains and sewers, on a condition the 
terms of which shall be those hereinbefore stated in section 
eight of this chapter, and, in addition, that the person 
applying for the permit shall make connection of the said 
drain with the said sewer only in the manner shown on the 
back of said permit, and only in the presence of an inspector 
of the sewer division; shall have on the ground, when the , 
inspector arrives to see the connection made, any slant, bend, 
or curve to be used in making the connection; shall not 
cover up any work until inspected by one of said inspectors ; 
shall not lay the drain in the same trench with a water pipe; 
shall not connect any exhaust from a steam engine, any 
blow-off from a steam boiler, or any other pipe for delivering 
steam or hot water, with the drain or sewer; shall, when he 
receives any pipe from the street department in exchange for 
another, return such other to the yard of the street department 
within twenty-four hours after receiving such exchange. 
Said superintendent shall in each drain permit specify the 
size, material, and mode of construction of the particular 
drain, and the direction and grade for laying it, but before 
issuing the permit for entering a drain into a particular 
public sewer from land upon which a sewer assessment has 
not been paid, he shall be paid for the city an assessment of 
two cents per square foot for all land in the estate from 
which the entry is made within one hundred feet of the street 
or strip of land in which the sewer or particular drain is laid. 

SecT. 12. Said superintendent may issue such a permit 
to a responsible person for the purpose of raising and lower- 
ings goods and merchandise into and from buildings, on a con- 
dition the terms of which shall be those stated in chapter 
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three, section twenty-one, of the Revised Ordinances of 1898, 
and in addition that the person applying for the permit shall 
maintain, during the whole time the work is in progress, 
good and sufficient barriers across the sidewalk, from the wall 
of the building to or from which the goods or merchandise 
are so raised, out to the curbstone or edge of the sidewalk, 
on each side of said goods or merchandise, sufficient to pro- 
tect travellers from injury or danger; and that he will not 
encumber the sidewalk for more than fifteen minutes at a 
time for such work. 

Sect. 18. Said superintendent shall issue such a permit 
to any person authorized by the board of aldermen to place 
a coal hole, vault, or coal slide under a street, or a cover 
thereto, on a condition the terms of which shall be those 
hereinbefore stated in section eight of this chapter, and in 
addition that the person applying for the permit shall make 
the underground structure, if a coal slide, with the sides at 
least eight inches thick, of good hard brick laid in cement; if 
other than a coal slide, with the outer wall next to the road- 
way at least two and one-half feet thick, of heavy granite 
blocks, laid in cement, the side walls at least one foot thick, 
of good hard brick, or of granite blocks, laid in cement; the 
top of iron, or iron and glass, or of rough-surfaced iron, or, at 
least six inches thick, either of good hard brick laid in the 
form of an arch turned in a good and sufficient manner, or of 
rough-hammered granite, or bluestone, or North River flag- 
stone; shall make the opening of a coal hole or coal slide 
circular, and not more than eighteen inches in diameter, and 
furnish a cover therefor of iron, made with a rotigh upper 
surface, and with three or more iron rods or legs at least two 
feet in length, fitting closely to the side of the opening, and pro- 
jecting downwards from the under side of the cover, and so 
constructed that, while the cover can be lifted perpendicularly, 
it cannot be tipped or easily removed from the opening. 

SrotT. 14. Said superintendent shall, when authorized 
thereto by the board of aldermen, issue such a permit to 
a building mover actually engaged in the business, for the 
purpose of moving a building through the streets, on a con- 
dition the terms of which shall be those stated in section eight 
of this chapter ; provided, that an application for such per- 
mit, describing the locations from and to which, and the 
route over which, the building is to be moved, the length, 
width, and height of the building, and the principal material 
of its exterior and roof, and accompanied by the written 
consent of the building commissioner to the placing of the 
building on the lot proposed, shall be first made to said 
superintendent, who shall make an examination of the 
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premises, and report thereon to the board of aldermen for 
its action. Whenever it appears that the moving of a build- 
ing will encumber the tracks of any railroad corporation, a 
public hearing shall be given by the board of aldermen upon 
the subject before such permit is authorized. 

Sect. 15. Said superintendent shall, when authorized 
thereto by an order of the board of aldermen, issue such a 
permit to a responsible person, for the purposes of laying, main- 
taining and using wires, railway tracks, or rails in the streets, 
or wires, pipes, or conduits under the surface thereof, on a con- 
dition the terms of which shall be those stated in section eight 
of this chapter, and in addition that the person applying for 
the permit shall, whenever requested so to do by the mayor, 
furnish in his conduits for wires accommodations free of 
charge for all wires belonging to, or to be used by, the city ; 
shall remove the conduits and wires whenever directed, and 
not until directed, so to do by the city council; and shall 
not disturb or interfere with any wires, pipes, or sewers law- 
fully laid in such street or connected therewith. 

Sect. 16. Said superintendent shall, when authorized 
thereto by an order of the board of aldermen, issue such a 
permit to a responsible person for the purpose of placing 
and maintaining in the streets poles for the support of wires, 
on a condition the terms of which shall be those hereinbefore 
stated in section eight of this chapter, and in addition that 
the person applying for the permit shall keep said poles well 
painted and in good condition, to the satisfaction of the 
superintendent of streets; shall place the wires on said - 
poles ndt less than twenty-five feet from the ground; shall 
keep the name of the person owning the pole distinctly 
painted on the cross bars used and occupied by him on the 
pole, and also on the pole at a point not less than six feet nor 
wore than eight feet from the ground; shall allow the depart- 
ments of the city the exclusive use of the upper cross bar 
and top of each pole, free of all charge, for the purpose of 
placing wires thereon; shall not suffer or permit any other 
person to place or keep wires on said poles, or upon the 
fixtures thereto affixed, without permission being’ first 
obtained in writing from the board of aldermen; shall not 
remove any pole erected under this order until, and shall 
remove any pole when, directed by the board of aldermen 
so to do; and that on the violation of any term of these con- 
ditions the said superintendent shall remove the poles at the 
expense of the person owning them. 

SecT. 17. Said superintendent, before he delivers any 
such permit to any person for the applicant therefor, shall 
have received from such person a certificate that a copy of 
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the permit, entered ina book kept for the purpose, is a correct 
copy of the permit he receives, and the applicant, unless an 
employee of the city applying for a permit for public work, 
shall have given a bond, in the case of permits under sections 
eight, ten, eleven and twelve of this chapter, of one thousand 
dollars ; under section thirteen of this chapter, of three thou- 
sand dollars ; and under sections fourteen and fifteen of this 
chapter, of twenty thousand dollars; each bond, with one or 
more sureties satisfactory to said superintendent, conditioned 
to the faithful observance of the conditions and specifications 
of each and every permit thereafter issued on his application 
by the superintendent of streets; and said superintendent of 
streets may at any time require a new bond, which shall be 
considered a strengthening bond, unless the sureties on the 
former bond or bonds are expressly released from their lability 
by vote of the city council. No bond shall be required of 
any person to open a public street for the purpose of planting 
a tree therein if said person has been duly authorized by the 
proper municipal authorities to plant trees in said highways. 

Sect. 18. Said superintendent shall not issue any such 
permit to a person who has within twelve months previous 
to his application violated or failed to observe the conditions 
or specifications of any such permit; but the issuing of such 
permits, and the opening, occupation, obstruction, and the 
use of portions of streets, and the making and maintaining of 
coal holes, vaults, and other permanent excavations under 
- the surface of streets, and their covers, shall be subject to 
any permission, control, regulation, restriction, or revocation 
which the board of aldermen may make. 

Sect. 19. Every owner of an estate hereafter maintaining 
any cellar, vault, coal hole, or other excavation under the 
part of the street adjacent to, or which is a part of, his estate, 
shall do so only on condition that such maintenance shall be 
considered as an agreement on his part to hold the city harm- 
less from any claims for damage to himself or the occupants 
of said estate resulting from gas, sewage, or water leaking 
into such excavation or upon such estate; and every such 
owner, and every person maintaining a post, pole, or other 
structure in a street, or a wire, pipe, conduit, or other struc- 
ture under a street, shall do so only on the condition that 
such maintenance shall be considered as an agreement on his 
part with the city to keep the same and the covers thereof in 
good repairand condition at all times during his ownership, 
and to indemnify and save harmless the city against any and 
all damages, costs, expenses, or compensation which it may 
sustain or be required to pay, by reason of such excavation 
or. structure being under or in the street, or being out of 
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repair during his ownership, or by reason of any cover of the 
same being out of repair or unfastened during his ownership. 

Sect. 20. Said superintendent shall require every person 
who maintains an entrance on a level with, or below, or a 
flight of steps descending immediately from, or near, the line 
of the street, and which is not otherwise safely or securely 
guarded to the satisfaction of said superintendent, to enclose 
such entrance or steps with a permanent iron railing on each 
side, at least three feet high from the top of the sidewalk or 
pavement, and to provide the same with a gate opening 
inwardly, or two iron chains across the entrance way, one near 
the top and the other half way from the ground to the top of 
the railing, and to keep said gates or chains closed during 
the night, unless the entrance or steps are sufficiently lighted 
to prevent accident. 

SECT. 21. Said superintendent shall keep a record of the 
notices of defects in streets sent to him, with the name of 
the person giving the notice, and the time when given, and 
he shall without delay cause the locality of the alleged defect 
to be examined, and, if the defect is of such a character as to 
endanger the safety of public travel, shall do whatever may. 
be necessary to protect the public from injury by the defect, 
and cause it to be immediately repaired ; and every person in 
the employ of the city shall send to said superintendent 
notice of every such defect which may come to his notice. 

Sect. 22. Said superintendent shall in his annual report 
_ include a statement of the repairs and expenditures on each 
street and on each bridge under his charge; of the number 
of times each draw of a bridge has been opened for the pas- 
sage of vessels; of the number of vessels laden with cargo 
that have passed through each draw; of the condition of 
each ferry boat, slip, drop, tank, and building used for ferry 
purposes, and of—the repairs and expenditures on each; and 
of the number of persons and teams of different classes that 
have passed over each ferry during the year. 

SEcT. 23. Chapters one, two and three of the Ordinances 
of 1906 and chapter twenty-two of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1898 are hereby repealed.

TWO HUNDRED AND SEVENTY-FOURTH LOCATION. 


In BOARD OF ALDERMEN, March 2, 1908. 


The Committee on Railroads, to whom was referred — 
February 24 — the petition of the West End Street Railway 
Company fora location for double tracks on Hereford and 
Newbury streets, etc., having given the hearing as instructed 
by the board, respectfully submit the following report: 

The location petitioned for is for the’ purpose of providing 
an alternative route while repairs are being made on the 
Boylston-street bridge over the Boston & Albany Railroad 
tracks, and possibly « on the’ Massachusetts-avenue brid ve. 

It appears that under the present statutes the board of 
aldermen have no right to grant a temporary location for a 
street railway track, and the committee, therefore, in report- 
ing in favor of the proposed location, recognize that they are 
recommending the granting of a permanent location, but do 
so with the understanding, and with a positive assurance 
from the company’s representative, that the tracks will be 
removed upon the completion of the work of repairing the 
bridge. The committee accordingly recommend the passage 
of the accompanying order.

Ordered, That in addition to the rights heretofore granted 
to the West End Street Railway Company for locations for 
tracks in the streets of the City of Boston, said company 
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shall have the right to construct, maintain and use double 
tracks on Hereford and Newbury streets, from and connect- 
ing with the existing tracks on Boylston street by double 
curved tracks at the northwest corner of Boylston and Here- 
ford streets, to and connecting with the existing tracks on 
Massachusetts avenue by double curved tracks at the south- 
east corner, and also by double curved tracks at the north- 
east corner, of Massachusetts avenue and Newbury street. 
Also additional double curved tracks at the northwest corner 
of Massachusetts avenue and Boylston street, connecting 
with existing tracks there situate; said tracks being shown 
by red lines on a plan made by A. L. Plimpton, dated Janu- 
ary 8, 1908, and deposited in the office of the Superintendent 
of Streets. 

And the consent of the Board of Aldermen is granted to 
said company to establish and maintain the overhead single 
trolley electric system of motive power in the operation of 
its cars on said location, and to erect, maintain and use iron 
poles, not less than twenty feet in height, at places indicated 
by red dots or circles on the aforesaid plan, or at such other 
places, to be shown by blue dots or circles on said plan, as 
may be approved by the Superimtendent of Streets, and to 
place on said poles such wires and other appliances as the 
Commissioner of Wires shall approve. 

The right to lay down the tracks located by this order is 
upon condition that the whole work of laying the same, the 
form of rail to be used, and the kind and quality of material 
used in paving said tracks, and the kind and locations of 
poles, shall be under the direction and to the satisfaction of 
the Superintendent of Streets, and shall be approved by him. 
Also upon condition that said railway company shall accept 
this order, and shall file such acceptance with the City Clerk. 
in accordance with the provisions of statute law; otherwise 
it shall be null and void. 

The whole work authorized to be done under the pro- 
visions of this order shall be completed within one year from 
the date of the passage of this order.
